1,000 loads to Hull is 525/., and to London 1,500/.; what is not 
worth sending to the yards can be sold in the wood to the best 
advantage ; 2,000 trees will suffice for the first year’s fall, out of 
which the frames of a third-rate ship and of the Royal Oak may be 
taken ; the conversion of the frames in the wood, and transporting 
them to the yards, will cost 2,800/. 
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Particulars of materials required, and persons necessary to be 
employed, with estimate of the probable cost, amounting in the 
whole to 9,8751. I suggest that 1,000/. of that sum ought to be 
paid in hand to the person appointed to the chief command of the 
work, to enable him to buy provisions and materials, and pay 
wages, and the residue paid him at 500/. a month, or as the service 
shall require it, the first payment to be made in April—the season 
for felling oaks, if the bark must be preserved—but the timber 
would be better for being felled in winter, as the trees having 
stood long past their growth, they are now decaying, and will be 
utterly lost to his Majesty if not timely made use of. [3 pages.

Same to the Duke of York. I viewed Sherwood Forest according 
to your commands, and then went to Kingston-upon-Hull, 
to inquire as to the convenience of that place to build ships 
of war, and the advantages or disadvantages that might 
accrue therefrom. I am of opinion that 3,000 or 4,000 trees 
may be had out of the forest,and that the garrison side of 
Hull may be made a convenient building place. 

Amongst several parts of the forest well stocked with trees, 
I found Birkland and Billhay, which are 3 miles in length, 
with many thousand, which promise well at a distance, but 
6 or 8 to one were wind shaken, arising from the nature of 
the soil, which is of light sand, and the trees slender rooted, 
and much the worse for standing beyond their growth. I 
believe timber may be picked for the frames and inboard 
work of 3 or 4 third-rate ships; there will be little for 
plank, treenails, and knees, but they may be had in those 
parts at a cheaper rate than the London market price ; 
deals, pitch, tar, and ironwork may be had there also 
at moderate rates, but masts, yards, sails, cables, and. 
anchors must be supplied elsewhere; the transport of them 
by light ships bound for Hull, Newcastle, or Norway will 
not cost much. 

The trees to be felled ought to be chosen and marked out 
before the fall of the leaf, and when felled, all the wnservice- 
able timber ought to be delivered to the surveyor, and 
disposed of on the place; the useful ought to be hewed and 
framed in the wood ; this will expedite the work, and save 
a third of the carriage and wharfage, which will be 6s. 6d. 
a load to Hull, and 26s. 6d. to London, so that in 1,000 loads 
1,3251. (sic) will be saved to the King. Out of that sum 2501. 
will have to be deducted for extra charges, as transporting 
necessarves from London, and impressing shipwrights and 
workmen ; as there are but few good workmen in those parts, 
20 must be sent from London. Also 8001. will be required 
for preparing the building place, fencing in the yard, 
making and setting up a crane and sheds to work in, in 
wet weather, so that in the first 1,000 loads 7751. will be 
saved. The 3001. serving for everything, and being abated 
out of the next charge, there will be saved out of every 
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1,000 loads made use of 1,075l.; the charge of a master 
builder and a clerk, which will be sufficient for officers, will 
be but 2001—17 Dec. 1669.

3 Jan. we chased and fetched up a French tartan from Carthagena, 
who reported that he saw 47 Turks and Moors there, which are all 
that remain of 200 cast away 14 Dec. off Cape de Palos. The 
French tartan was a new ship of 16 guns, commanded by Mustapha, 
a Genoese renegade, and was forced so near the shore by a storm 
that she could not get off again. On the 6th we met the herring fleet, 
which Capt. Holmes joined. He has been parted from us since 
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19 Dec., and in great extremity for provisions. To-day I sent the 
Portland to strengthen the convoy of the herring fleet as far as 
Leghorn, and the Milford and Pearl to Malaga, to recover a prize 
laden with masts which is sunk there, and swimming by the decks,

There are 
several large sums due by me to pursers for their credit, and to poor 
people for dead men’s clothes, which I am not able to satisfy, from 
being kept out of my money, and my reputation is much impaired by 
their clamours.

Court saw no reason to relieve either against damages or costs. 
But I, not being stored with money to contest, agreed, on payment 
of 4501.,to deliver up my bond, and sign a release, on condition 
that I should be no sufferer, and that whatever my sister recovered 
should also be paid tome. The remaining 400/. and damages were 
paid to my sister by the executors in December, but I cannot 
prevail upon them to pay me, although they have upwards of 1,000/.

My grandfather was a great sufferer for his loyalty to your royal 
father while at Oxford, and furnished him with large sums of 
money, which are still unpaid, and was thereby disabled from 
making such provision as he intended for me, who am poor and 
distressed, and unskilful in matters of law.

News-letter to Rob. Aldworth, Town Clerk of Bristol. The 
Lord Chamberlain has given crders for the fitting up of such rooms 
at Somerset House as are to be made use of in the funeral 
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solemnity. They write from France that the Catholic cantons of 
Switzerland have so far devoted themselves to the French interest 
as to promise the French Resident not to enter into any confederacy 
that may thwart their concerns, and particularly not to enter into 
the Triple Alliance ; but the Protestant cantons have not given in 
their resolution. Prince Ausbenge, mentioned in the news-book to 
have been turned out with disgrace by the Emperor, betrayed 
Cabinet secrets to the Ministers of France, and yet had confidence 
to write to the Emperor to know his crime; the reply was that his 
best course was not to solicit an answer, lest he knew it with the 
loss of his head. 

The corpse of the Lord General has been removed from the 
Cockpit to Somerset House. The Lieutenancy of Middlesex is 
conferred on the Earl of Craven, and the Earl of Bath is appointed 
to manage the Lieutenancy of Devonshire, until the Duke of 
Albemarle is of years to undertake it himself. Viscount Faucon- 
berg, his Majesty’s Ambassador to the States of Venice, intends to 
begin his voyage to-day or Monday. The apprehensions that the 
Swedish Resident’s removal out of France was in order to making 
a new agreement between them and Franee, seem to be taken 
away, that Resident not returning home, but coming to England 
for Holland, and he would have gone in the yacht appointed to 
bring Sir Mark Ognate, the Spanish Resident, from Ostend, had it 
not gone away. It is expected that when he arrives at the Hague, 
he will receive satisfaction as to the subsidies, the Spanish 
scruples being ended, and the Queen of Spain having sent fresh 
orders for payment of the Swedes, upon which the Spanish Minister 
in Holland has given the States some assurance that they may 
suddenly expect an effectual answer to their demands thereon. 

We are informed by Capt. William Poole from Leghorn, that 
those of Tripoli hold very fair with the English with regard 
to a peace, the Bashaw having used the captain sent there by Sir 
Thos. Allin with very great kindness. While the captain was 
there, their Vice-Admiral and two other men-of-war came in, very 
handsomely battered by a Holland man-of-war, which they attacked 
in the Levant. Two English men-of-war had pratick at Messina, 
but were not allowed it at Leghorn, until answer was received from 
the Grand Duke; their stay was judged to be 10 days, when other 
ships would have the benefit of their company, in one of which the 
Earl of Castlemaine goes from Rome to Spain. 

They write from Malaga that the Algerines have 25 sail abroad. 
The Genoa convoy got home on 28 Dee., leaving the remainder of 
their Newfoundland fleet under convoy of 4 frigates, but none had 
got thither on 1 Jan. The Senate nave nominated a Consul or 
Resident at London, being desirous of his Majesty’s assistance. 
Several companies of soldiers have been sent down to the confines, 
to appease the late broils created by the Savoyards, and officers are 
gone to Germany to raise soldiers there for the Republic. 

Thanks have been sent to Dr. [Peter] Mews, Vice-Chancellor 
of Oxford, for suppressing conventicles at the late Dr. Rogers’ 
house, and also at Kinge’s, a house in the High Street, “and 
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order has been sent to the Vice-Chancellor to pull down the school 
of Mrs. Davies, a teacher of young women, and not to permit her 
to teach without licence from the bishop, she having attended their 
meetings. The French King’s intended progress to Flanders is 
looked upon by the Spaniards there as importing more than a visit.

I delivered your warrants for hemp, tow, &c., to the clerk of 
the cheque and the storekeeper, who showed me your letter com- 
manding them to observe the instructions of the Lord High Admiral, 
which I doubt not all concerned will obey ; but if nothing must be 
done but what passes by warrant of two or more of the principal 
officers, I appeal to you whether the service will go on; for instance, 
the chain by which the hulk rides having broken in a storm, men 
were set immediately to work to get up both ends and re-join it 
with a new link; would it have been better to let it go undone, 
and stay for a warrant from two or more of the principal 
officers, for a new link ? 

I send an account of prices charged by the locksmith for various 
articles. Must there be a warrant to the officers concerned for 
every trifling thing therein mentioned ? One of the warrants sent 
ought to be returned, if we are to act according to such instructions, 
there being no contract for the reaming irons, which we ought only 
to receive by contract attested by the clerk ; but I apprehend your 
Honours well know that part of his Royal Highness’s instructions is 
too difficult to be performed,and it is beyond my weak judgment how 
it will ever be done, if the service is to be carried on as it ought to 
be.

On the 12th, sailing out of 
Malaga Road, we joined the Mary, Bristol, Foresight, and Spread 
Eagle, with a convoy of 15 merchant ships from Alicant, where- 
upon I made a remove of several commanders, putting Capt. Helling 
in the Maury, Capt. Holmes’ in the Bristol, Capt. [John] Berry in the 
Nonsuch, and Capt. Page in the Pearl. I ordered the Milford to 
follow me, and the Foresight and Pearl to convoy the merchants 
bound for Alicant. On the 13th we went through the Straits with 
a great many merchant ships, and left the Nonsuch and two 
others at Tangiers to bring such victuals as the garrison could 
spare to Cadiz. 

The 14th we came to anchor in Cadiz Bay, and purchased pro- 
visions, the Nonsuch bringing none from Tangiers; I sent her 
with the Milford and ketch, as convoy to 30 sail of merchantmen, as 
far as Cape St. Vincent, leaving the Mary and Bristol to careen, 
and the Spread Eagle and the fireship to attend on them, the Vice- 
Admiral of Spain having promised to lend necessaries from the 
King’s stores for the purpose. 

We heard a report at Cadiz that the French had made peace with 
Algiers, but it turned out false. The 19th we sailed, and the 21st 
got sight of Cape St. Mary’s, and I put my letters on board the 
Milford. [2 pages. Ibid. No. 92.] 


Wm. Aeworth and Wm. Sheldon to the Navy Commissioners. 
Sir Wm. Warren declared that the colony of Massachusetts in New 
England had presented his Majesty with the two best masts re- 
ceived from thence in Feb. 1666-7, and he desired us and the ship- 
wright to choose out two of the best, the remainder being passed to 
Sir Wm.

Capt. Emondes Greene to the Navy Commissioners. I went to 
Alresford, and found that Col. Norton and Mr. Stewkley had 
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examined the business concerning the flyboat seized by me at 
Portsmouth, upon Mr. Lucas’s information. I seized 33 pieces of 
timber, with the King’s mark upon it, in the yard of John Ockliford, 
a carpenter in Southampton, and took him before the Mayor, who 
bound him over to answer at the sessions. Adam Cardonnel, a 
Customs’ officer here, acknowledged that he sold the timber to 
Ockliford as his own property, and procured Hugh Salesbury, of 
Portsmouth Dockyard, to order his assistant, Mr. Eastwood, to put 
the King’s mark upon it, so as to prevent its being seized by 
Cardonnel’s creditors. But although Salesbury has owned to this, 
yet it being contrary to the proclamation of Nov. 1661, I have 
sent to Capt. Ansley, the master of attendance, to send a hoy for 
its removal to his Majesty’s stores, and have since secured 
12 pieces more with the same mark upon it, lying close to his 
Majesty’s timber at Redbridge, which has also ‘been challenged by 
the same party, and upon the same account. 

I beg that I and my assistant, Mr. Wharton, may be secured 
from daily danger and insult, by some exemplary punishment on 
the offenders, as Wharton, having seized on eight long bolts belong- 
ing to his Majesty, at the shop of Thos. Lambe, a blacksmith at 
Cawsham, and endeavouring to search for more, Lambe flew upon 
him, and took away the bolts and also his warrant, and by help of 
his sons and others, secured him and his horse for two hours, after 
which, he struck at him with a bolt, called him one of Greene’s 
rogues, threw his warrant at his head, and threatened, if he came 
there again, to beat out his brains. [14 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II.

Michael Ballard, purser, to the Navy Commissioners. I have 
waited 4 years next June to pass my accounts, but cannot get them 
despatched, because I entered on my sea book impressed men and 
soldiers sent on board the Happy Return from several ports, for 
supply of the fleet; by waiting so long without employment, I have 
spent the savings of 20 years, and ruined myself and family. [Jbid. 
No. 50.] 


Commissioner John Cox to the Navy Commissioners. I have 
received no answer to my former letter, asking directions as to the 
repair of the Newcastle, and as to the moorings of the hulk at Sheer- 
ness; respecting the latter, I expect to be able to give a further account, 
and to find somebody who will supply things cheaper than Burton, 
the locksmith, who, as well as the anchorsmith and blockmaker, 
have no contract ; but I will satisfy myself further as to their rates. 

I send 3 contracts for lime and timber, the latter of which 
cost 31. a load, and is fit for the new ship. Capt. Sartan has 
20 elm trees at Gillingham, for which he asks 16/. as they lie, to. be 
fetched away at the King’s charge; as they are near the water, it 
will not cost much. I sent [Jos.] Laurence to see them, and he 
reports that there are 14 loads; I believe they may be had for 
14/., and as they will be useful for the carved work of the new 
ship and the Newcastle, I desire instructions about this also. I 
want 2 ewt. of thrums and other necessaries for the calkers. 
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We shall shut the gates of the single dock this spring [tide] and sce 
to the bottom of it, and hope it will not be so bad as is supposed. 

It will encourage the workmen if you will send down their 
money so as to make up their pay to Christmas, they being willing 
to receive it quarterly for the future. The Little Lion and Francis 
have been some time in the river, and their men have not had their 
money as promised ; the ships might be had on shore and calked 
within a month, not having been cleaned since they have been in 
the river. I have caused their rigging to be overlooked, and need- 
ful repairs done. Mr. Boyle has sent a ship to fetch away the 
rakings bought by him, but [Thos.] Gould has not removed his 
ground tow, and as its lying here gives much trouble and charge, 
as it gets mixed with the rakings, I request they may be directed to 
send ships and take them both together.

felling it. I judge there will be 70 loads of knees out of 140 trees, 
but they will not part with them unless 140 loads of timber are 
taken, which although short, will be useful for repairs; they will 
offer no lengths until it is all felled, not wishing to lose the bark.

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Commissioner John Cox to the Navy Commissioners. I will see 
to the new planking of the Newcastle, and have acquainted the 
master attendants that it is their duty to look after the moorings, 
and give a better account of what becomes of them. I sent some 
men down to sweep for the moorings, who brought up an anchor 
of 8 or 9 ewt., and as they assured me they had hold of 
the hulk’s cable, which is cut, they will go down again in fair 
weather. I hear that the coxswain of (Sheerness) Fort was often 
absent from duty, and was very flush of money when laying the 
buoy rope, of which I will make further inquiries, as also con- 
cerning the provisions delivered into the stores by the anchor- 
smith, locksmith, and blockmaker, and whether anything can be 
saved. 


I will buy the 20 elm trees of Capt. Sartan as cheap as I can, 
and have sent to [Wm.] Burroughs for thrums. I found some hard 
wood which will answer the calkers’ occasions, and will have the 
fireship ashore and cleaned. The clerk of the cheque is ready 
with his books, when you think fit to send down the money ; the 
500/. imprest to [Edw.] Gregory for provisions being expended, I 
desire you will imprest 3001. more, so that it may be brought down 
with that to be sent for payment of the yard. Gregory is ready to 
pass his account, but as travelling is expensive and his allowance but 
small, he would fain save a journey, and supposes it will be sufficient 
to send up his account if I also give one. I have received 32 
loads of timber from the Ordnance officers, who have spared it 
for us, and expect to be paid for it here, which with the carriage 
amounts to 65/1. I endeavoured to load [Rich.] Boys’s ship with 
rakings, but cannot muster more than nine tons, so that the 
vessel is but half full. A ton or two of tallow having been 
offered at 34s. the cwt., lep me know whether it may be bought. 

I presume that Thos. Fowler, labourer, in presenting his petition 
for 14 years’ service, did not acquaint you how carelessly and 
idly he served that time; ancient servants think they have the 
privilege of walking about the yard with their hands in their 
pockets, but he being a young fellow, ought not to be allowed to 
do so. When I first came to the yard, I put an order up at the 
gates that no workmen were to absent themselves without leave, 
and that if they did so, after 4 days they would be made run; 
nevertheless I did not make Fowler run until he had been absent 
16 days. [Edw.] Homewood, whom Fowler attended to row his boat, 
said he was an idle fellow; he could give no account of himself 
after being absent 10 or 12 days. I could instance many other 
cases, although not quite so bad; I will do as well as I can with 
them, and see that such fellows do not idle away their time, but 
do their duty, being confident it is what you expect of me.

after their work was over, which was great. Blewet, the boatswain 
of the hulk, who is a rigger at Chatham, and can find where they 
lie, offered to go, and the horse boat was to have gone, but no men 
were to be had, they being employed on the London and James. 

When discharged, I was asked at the Board what became of the 
hulk, and replied that she lay sunk at her moorings, and that the 
anchors were there; the Board said they would write to have them 
taken up. I believe the anchors to be still there, as after the 
enemy was gone, I saw one of the buoys riding, and on the 
enemy's return, I caused it to be cut away, so that they might not 
attempt to take them up, which cannot be done easily by a private 
person, or stolen without the knowledge of the fort, as one of the 
anchors weighs 40 ewt. and the other 30, and they lie within pistol 
shot of the fort, and in 12 fathom water, I had nothing from 
Chatham while serving at Sheerness, but an anchor with one fluke 
of 30 ewt., which I left on shore, it being useful for fastening 
vessels to; I judge it lies there still. I discharged myself of it with 
the surveyor at Chatham. I beg return of the orders sent, as they 
show that I was one day a soldier, and the next a sailor. [S.P.

There are 
1,000 oaks standing in Aliceholt Forest, which if felled, would 
produce a great deal of serviceable timber; but if allowed to stand, 
will soon come to nothing but fuel, as they are continually being 
chopped and hacked about in the night by the inhabitants, until at 
last they fall, when the keepers take them for logs. 

In Whittlewood Forest there are 3,000 oaks already lopped and 
headed by the keepers which, had the heads been allowed to grow 
until the body had come to maturity, would have produced many 
good knees; but the cutting not only destroys the knee timber, 
but the body also; if some speedy course is not taken, they will 
also be fit for nothing but logs. The lops are sold in the spring 
for 6s. a tree to the men of the country, which is the keeper’s work; 
the oaks are felled under pretence of browse for the deer. 

There are 4 coppices named in Whittlewood Forest where a deal 
of timber has been felled, and if the rest and the underwood were 
felled together, and the coppices enclosed, in 9 years there would 
be more fore shoots of oaks than all the trees removed. In both 
forests also there are many pollards, which are only fit to lop to 
make browse for the deer. [Zbid. No. 98.]

Although some stop is put to 
my intelligence, and I am directed to make my addresses to another, 
yet I must now and then trouble you. A great conventicle of 
200 Independents was lately held at the house of George Archer, a 
stiff Nonconformist, who was very active in the late rebellion; 
whereupon I drew out warrants against as many as I could 
discover, and got the Mayor of Kendal and some other justices to 
join, though some refused, which gives encouragement to the 
fanatics. We have ordered the offenders to be brought before us 
at Kendal next Saturday, and intend to examine and bind them 
over to the next Quarter Sessions, where they shall be indicted, if 
order is not received to the contrary. 

The fanatics have grown bolder of late, and several Noncon- 
formist ministers ride about and make a bustle, as if they were 
designing more mischief, which is probable from the reports. I 
am confident the late clashing between the Lords and Commons, 
and the General’s death have much encouraged them, and am 
assured if the King ever trusts them, he will be decived. Knowing 
well their disaffection to the Government, and their number and 
boldness in the county, I intend, while in authority, to watch their 
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actings, and to help to punish them, and hope to receive encourage- 
ment from above. Valentine’s Day drawing near, I shall wish the 
two Houses of Parliament so to pair as that there may be no more 
disputes about privileges, or anything else good for King or kingdom. 

I observe that our neighbours are strengthening themselves 
at sea, and that our back-friends grow bolder at home. I wish 
the penalties for not going to church, and not observing the 
sacrament, holy, and fish days, were all put in execution, and were 
taken by Act of Parliament from the poor and others, who are little 
better for them, and given to the King, namely, ¢ to the use of his 
Navy, or herring fishery, and 4 to the use of the train bands in each 
county, to be divided amongst the officers (who have now no pay) 
and the soldiers, for encouragement; if all conventiclers were 
punished as rioters, and their fines so disposed of, it would 
strengthen the King at the charge of his enemies. 

I wish also, as a means of checking the great exaction of fees by 
attorneys, solicitors, and proctors, that it was enacted that the 
judges of each court should be obliged to agree on a table of 
moderate fees in their respective courts—which table should be 
enrolled in each court, and in the Sessions Roll of each county— 
and that if any person should exceed the table, he should be well 
punished. I could likewise wish that there were a law for obliging 
all persons to pay their just proportion towards the repair of 
churches and chapels, and the paying of ministers’ ancient stipends ; 
and that the Statute for tithes of 2 and 3 Edw. VI, c. 13., were 
extended to personal and mixed, as well as predial tithes, and to the 
County Court as well as the Courts at Westminster, and gave 
costs as well as damages at common law ; that the heralds were em- 
powered to supply the defect of not taking inquisitions, and that 
land banks and registers were erected in every county, which would 
increase his Majesty’s revenue and trade, would raise the value of 
land, and decrease suits and frauds.

We presume it 
is no crime to be part owners, and if not, we cannot be blemished 
by it, but we submit whether it is rational to suppose that we 
should run the great hazard such a crime would bring upon us, for 
other persons’ advantage, considering our reputation, which we have 
ever studied to preserve. 

If we had been as mean-spirited as Lucas would make us, we 
might have found more advantageous ways to benefit ourselves, and 
with less scandal, but we have always lived above anything that 
would stain our credit. It is not the first time that Lucas’ malice 
has driven him to calumniate us, we having had to answer his infor- 
mation of 13 Oct. concerning the action of the town officers,

Answer of Hugh Salesbury to the information of Fras. Lucas, 
made before the Navy Commissioners, 13 Oct. 1669. The 
informant Lucas came to me at the Custom House, Ports- 
mouth, and demanded satisfaction for damage done to the 
dock, on launching the Good Hope; JI referred him to 
Bruncker and Newland, the owners; whereupon he said, 
“I would have rt from you” ; and seized me by the throat, 
tore the ribbons from my shoulder, the cravat from my throat, 
the hair from my head, and dragged me into an outer 
room, tearing down the wainscoat in doing so. A man and 
his daughter, living next door, hearing the noise, came in, 
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and found Lucas upon me, and heard him use very foul 
language, and threaten that if he had me between the Custom 
House and the dock, he would cripple me. Afier this he 
left, but returned a second time, and repeated the same 
attack, and if it had not been for the same people coming to 
the rescue, he would have murdered me. Upon the oaths of 
Thos. Toomes, and Jane his daughter, the Mayor granted 
mea warrant against Lucas, and committed him to prison 
until he found sureties ; but as he obtained them the same 
night, it is not true that he was put into a dungeon. When 
the Mayor and justices were holding the sessions of court 
leet, Lucas came and asked whether Salesbury and Steventon 
were justices, and upon being informed that they were, he 
stated that they had stolen a mast from the King, but upon 
being asked to take his oath, he refused, and walked away, 
although he falsely asserts it in his information. 

The new mayor, being advised by Serjeant Peckham and 
Mr. Stroude that Lucas had forfeited his bond for good 
behaviour, he was thereupon rebound, and gave security 
some days after; but it is false that he was imprisoned 
purposely to prevent his coming to London to complain, 
and we do not sue him on any other account than for the 
assault and scandal. <Asto the rest of Lucas’s information, 
we refer to the examinations before Col. [Rich.] Norton 
as an answer.

Answers of St. J. Steventon and Hugh Salesbury to the 
affidavits of Fras.

I gave you an account of Wm. Gascoyne, the victualler’s agent at 
Tangiers, upon whom our credits were drawn for a supply of money ; 
but he being a shuffler, would only pay for those 10 ships which 
Sir Denis Gauden gave me credit for in light gold, which, had it 
been weight, would have been a loss of nearly half a piece of § in 
every pistol, where we went to take in beverage wine, as at Alicant, 
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Iversey [Ivica ?], Majorca, and Minorca, much loss has fallen on us 
by the lightness of the coin, some wanting from 11 to 13 grains a 
pistol. ' 

The victualler, to affront me, sent bills privately to the pursers of 
ships, stating that they might provide themselves with vinegar, or 
any other trash, but with that kindness that he only allows them but 
13 3 pieces of 8 per butt, and bills upon Gascoyne, who refused to 
pay them when we got back to Tangiers, pretending he had no 
money of the victualler’s in hand, nor any provisions; so I have been 
forced to provide for the Resolution, Mary, Bristol, Victory fire- 
ship, and Portland, out of the, contingent money, for 3 months. 
Several of the ships wetted their bread by the foul weather, and 
ran short, but I have found plenty of provisions where I am, and at 
a reasonable price, considering the place, otherwise I should have 
been much necessitated. 

It will greatly damage the service if I have to leave the Straits 
for want of provisions, so I entreat you, if his Majesty is pleased to 
continue the fleet here, that there may be a supply of both victuals 
and stores. I desire to be as good a manager of the contingent 
money as any before me, but what I buy here of ships’ stores is 
extremely dear. 

Having received notice from Squire Wren that provisions were 
coming,I put the Mary and Bristol to careen at Puntall, so as to be 
clean to receive them, and then to go to sea, instead of to Port 
Mahon. I left the Victory fireship with them, to take in what she 
could; also a Turkish man-of-war to receive their powder, and 
gunners’ stores, lighters being very dear. Nine of the chief 
captains of the Vice-Admiral of Spain came on board on my 
arrival here, and proffered much kindness; so I laid hold of it to 
borrow various things for careening purposes, which were promised. 
I intend cruising with the Nonsuch ketch off the Southern Cape, so 
as to meet the victuallers; the rest of my division will be em- 
ployed in convoying scattering ships, 8 or 10 together. I never saw 
so many vessels trading without convoy, and am surprised more 
have not been taken. We met the herring fleet in twos and threes, 
also the Sapphire and pilchard ships from Ireland. 

We brought 25 ships from Alicant and Malaga, and will see 
them, with any others we may meet, beyond the Southern Cape, 
and the Milford will come over with them ; she is in a bad con- 
dition, otherwise I could not have spared her, as she is the best 
sailer and has done the most service; if his Royal Highness will so 
order, 1 should like her refitted and sent back with all speed. I 
send particulars of stores required. I have bought 10 ewt. of 
4d. and 6d. nails, at 8 pieces of eight the quintal, out of a vessel from 
Holland, otherwise they would have cost a ryall a pound at least. 
I paid two ryalls for ironwork at Port Mahon, where I left the 
Nonsuch’s armorer, and a smith with iron to work up. The Pearl 
must be sent home in the summer, being very weak ; and as the 
Foresight sails so heavily, I intend sending her into Sir Jobn 
Harman’s division, and receiving the Centurion or Dartmouth in 
exchange.

Leave 
has been given to the Mayor and Aldermen of Chester, upon their 
petition, to bring in a bill to make the river navigable between the 
city and the sea. A bill for repairing Yarmouth Port was com- 
mitted. Secretary Trevor acquainted the House of the King’s 
desire that they should attend him at the Banquetting House, 
Whitehall, when his Majesty renewed his desires of putting an end 
to the diiference between the two Houses, and suggested that the 
case of Skinner, referred by him to them, might be erased from the 
Journals of both Houses, as had been done from the Council Books, 
and in the Exchequer, which was agreed to; their ready compliance 
to his Majesty’s speech was the occasion of much joy, and of several 
bonfires being made by the people the same night. 

They write from Spain that the Condé de Molina is to-go 
Ambassador for France, much against his will. The Queen Regent 
has quartered her new regiment of Guards 10 miles out of town. 

M. Guldenlew, the Danish Ambassador, is reported to have re- 
turned to England with the ratification of the late treaty. Since 
the Triple Alliance has been perfected, several public ministers at 
the Hague have had conferences with Baron de Isola concerning 
the Emperor’s entering into it, and they are making a league witb 
the Emperor, and the rest of the Princes of Germany. 

The Constable of Castile has returned his concurrence to his 
Majesty’s letter, acquainting him of the French King having 
referred the arbitration of the differences in Flanders to his Ma- 
jesty and the King of Sweden’s decision, and has sent an express to 
the Court of Spain, to know their further pleasure. 
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The Grand Vizier will continue in Candia until April, and then 
make trial upon Malta. Though the treaty between Poland and 
Muscovy is adjourned until November, they have agreed to join 
together against the Turks and the rebellious Cossacks, 

The Lords have committed the bill for preventing the transporta- 
tion of wool, and the Commons have ordered the second reading of 
the bill for re-building of London, and entered upon that part of 
his Majesty’s speech concerning the union of England and Scotland. 
Henry Coventry has been restored to his place’ as a Gentleman of 
the Bedchamber. 

The Dutch news-books report the death of the Prince of Por- 
tugal, by a fall from his horse. 

The Lxpedition of Lyme reportsthat Lord Howard has with- 
drawn to Seville by advice from Taifaletta, till he knows his success 
against a kinsman who is in arms against him. Sir John Harman 
is despatched up the Levant to bring down all the ships that are 
ready. On the 23rd, the Milford rode Admiral in the Downs, 
having given safe convoy to the Straits fleet, committed to her 
charge by Sir Thos. Allin. 

A Falmouth vessel from Rochelle advises that 20 great vessels 
are fitting out there for Persia, to settle a manufacture for the 
French East India Company. The French King still keeps his 
resolution of going into Flanders, and will begin his journey on 
15 April next, but will take no infantry with him, and will only 
stay 50 days. Monsieur and Madame are welcomed at Court, and 
are merry. 

The misfortunes of the Venetians follow close on one another, 
4 vessels which were conducting Chevalier Molina, being drawn by 
a tempest towards a port, the Admiral of Tripoli with 600 men, 
after a long fight, boarded and took them.

also her steerage ; if you give directions, I will set up as many as 
her commander desires; if commanders conceive their desires are 
shortened, I am liable to complaints that their ships have heen 


- slighted and ill-fitted, The Swallow is graved and nearly com-

Petition of Geo. Taylor to a committee of the House of Parlia- 
ment. 

1. In April 1667,1 complained to Sir John Baker of James 
Adamson and Clement Palmes, about making and selling false 
tickets, when they were apprehended and examined, and the King 
and the Duke of York being made acquainted therewith, directed 
the Navy Commissioners to examine and prosecute the affair, The 
Navy Commissioners had the accused parties before them, when my 
statements were confirmed by the oath of Thos. Jennings, since 
deceased, one of the accomplices, and surgeon of the Zealand, to 
which ship the tickets purported to belong. He informed the 
Board that they were false, and made out for men who had run, 
and that Adamson, the steward, knew such to be the fact. Pro- 
ceedings at their appearance before the Board. I begged for a 
sentence, whereupon the Board declared that they could not 
determine the matter, for want of power to punish, and sent the 
accused persons to Alderman Frederick, J.P., who bound them over 
to answer at the Old Bailey sessions for forgery. 

2. By this proceeding the Navy Commissioners put an end to 
their prosecution, and without doing the King right, by not 
endeavouring to get back any of the money, or awarding anything 
to me, to encourage me and defray my charges in prosecuting. 

3. When the sessions came on, 3 July 1667, I could not indict 
for want of some of the tickets, but the Court would not discharge 
the prisoners, and bound me over in fresh recognizances to 
prosecute. 
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4. In July 1667, and within a week after the end of the sessions, 
the Privy Council issued an advertisement that any persons who 
had compiaints to make appertaining to the fleet should be heard, 
upon which I sent them a narrative of the above; thereupon they 
sent to the Navy Commissioners for a report, but the latter, instead 
of sending it in, again sent me to prosecute at the sessions. 

5. Being advised by my friends not to trouble myself further at 
the sessions, but urge the Navy Commissioners to send in their 
report, and having prepared a draft of one, I offered it for their 
perusal and signature. 

6. This they refused, as also to entertain my offer for the 
discovery of 8 more false tickets. 

7. Being informed in November 1667, that they had sent in their 
report to Council, I made application for a copy, but was refused 
one. 

8. Hearing nothing from Council, I was discouraged, and 
presumed the business to be dead, when several actions at law were 
brought against me by Adamson and Palmes, which were sub- 
sequently abandoned ; after this I addressed the Commissioners at 
Brooke House, stating that the impostors could not prove how they 
came by their tickets ; that Palmes had confessed that 3 tickets paid 
in the office were false, and had offered me 51. to put an end to all 
differences ; that the surgeon of the ship swore at the Navy Office 
that 2 of the tickets were false, and although he has since died, his 
evidence lives, as it was sworn before the King’s Commissioners ; 
that the master of the ship declared his hand was counterfeited, as 
he could not write his name, which was to all of them, instead of 
his mark, and that 2 of the tickets purporting to have been made 
by the captain and purser, were made after each of them was dead 
and buried, and therefore could not have been made by them, 
unless they rose again from the dead. 

9. The Commissioners being surprised at this relation, Lord 
Brouncker got exasperated, and said that the persons should not be 
indicted by me, but by their solicitor in my name, and that he would 
make me give evidence against them, whereupon I replied that 
they would have to be indicted in the name of the King. 

10. On this 4 of the Commissioners sent me a letter that, if I 
would join with their solicitor in the prosecution, my expenses 
should be paid; this I complied with, but the solicitor soon after 
died. After this I moved from time to time for the prosecution to 
be followed up, but without any effect, until at last I got Sir Thos. 
Littleton to move, when money was promised to that end, but was 
never forthcoming, and subsequently the proceedings were recom- 
mended to be abandoned. I believe the Navy Commissioners all 
desired such an end, for the reasons that, the conterfeited tickets 
having passed the office under their hands, they were liable for the 
repayment; that the report to Council was a paralogism, which 
carried much modesty, but little truth ; that they were unwilling to 
bring the offenders to justice, as they might thus render themselves 
culpable by their report to Council, it being inconsistent with 
what was under their own hand; and that having by such report 
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extenuated the persons, it could not be supposed they would 
aggravate their guilt by bringing them to trial. 

11. That there were 6 tickets amounting to 60/., and 8 amounting 
to between 70/. and 801. all purporting to belong to the Zealand, a 
small ship of 160 men; if so many fraudulent tickets could be 
made out for one ship, I submit what all the fleet might do, by adopt- 
ing such practices, which it is to be feared is done by many pursers, 
and other winking and conniving officers, of which the Commissioners 
at Brooke House can inform you, and which might have been 
greatly repressed, and the King’s treasure preserved, if this prosecu- 
tion had been timely made. I beg either my expenses in the 
prosecution, or the following up thereof. If you would pay me 
my charge without further trouble, I would acquiesce, and detest 
any similar undertaking in time to come. I beg that I may hear 
from you within a week.

F. Hosier to the Navy Commissioners. I return Uthwat’s 
letter of the 2nd, in reply to mine, as to the course pursued 
by him and other officers at Deptford, when taking a survey 
of the stores there, together with the reasons [in long detail] 
for the demands which I found necessary to make in the 
performance of my duty ; I contend that Uthwat’s argument 
illustrates a want of care, and that his duty was not per- 
formed as my employment required, as I find in 7 weeks 
more issued than received, many things omitted altogether, 
and others mis-described. His and the master attendant’s 
excuse for not giving a minute account of everything is 
simply to gain liberty of unaccountableness, and thereby to 
beget a future practice in greater matters. 

As to the master attendant defying anyone to prove him 
guilty of fraud, I never had so mean an opinion of him ; but 
when I consider that no other person in the Navy is left so 
much at liberty as he is, but they render an account of whatever 
stores come under their charge, I think it reasonable for him 
to do the same ; I cannot discharge my own duty unless I am 
provided with particulars and accounts as mentioned. 
Uthwat’s reason for saying I am wneasy in my place, and 
would throw dirt upon others to keep myself clean, is sumply 
because I too closely examined how he and others managed 
their duties; but of I mistake not, I was sent for that pur- 
pose. I had hopes, when I began the work, to do the King 
right,and reap some benefit; but shall despair of either, 
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until I find the officers better qualified. Uthwat’s state- 
ment that I had satisfaction daily while in the yard is 
false, as I seldom asked him anything wherein he could 
give a reasonable answer; few endeavours were used to 
forward me, but many to my hindrance. [84 pages. S.P.

For above 150 years, all emperors and kings have had the next 
place, on either side of the stalls, to that of the sovereign; but at his 
pleasure, so that he can remove them, and even the Prince of Wales, 
for other princes, strangers. 

An order was made in Chapter, 10 Jan. 1662-3, that all princes, 
strangers, should thenceforth have precedency according to their 
elections and installations ; consequently in the same year, the Prince 
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of Denmark was elected, but has not yet had the habit and collar 
sent him; according to that order he had place below all princes, 
strangers, formerly elected, and his hatchments were hung up in 
1663. 


In 1668 the King of Sweden and the Prince Elector of Saxony 
being elected, in 1669 they were invested in the whole habit and 
collar sent to them by ambassadors. Hereupon a question arose in 
the Chapter of 19 Nov. 1669, in what stall the King of Sweden 
should be placed, seeing if the order of Jan. 1662-3 was observed, he 
would have 6 to precede him; whereupon the sovereign and com- 
panions made an order that thenceforth the Prince of Wales, and all 
emperors and kings, Knights of the Order, should be placed in the 
stalls next below them, according to their antiquity in the Order ; 
and because the princes’ stall was void, and had not been possessed 
by any Prince of Wales since the reign of Henry VIL, it was ordered 
that the King of Sweden should be placed therein, whose achieve- 
ments have since been placed over it. 


In this stall 5 Kings of France have successively sat, namely 
Francis I., Henry II., Charles [X., Henry IIJ., and Henry IV. At 
the making of the order of Nov. 1669, and for several months 
after, the present King of Denmark, then Prince, had no claim 
thereto, he not being then a king; but being so now, he may pre- 
tend to the next stall on the sovereign’s side, and so the Duke of 
York, the Prince Elector, and others are to be transported, as the 
Prince of Wales and others have formerly been, to give precedency 
to kings.

I have but little employment for 
them, and if rain comes on, I cannot stow them and their clothes 
away. They will also slacken my provisions, as I had only 
sufficient for 14 men for 28 days on Saturday last. I hope I may 
have a speedy supply.

Commissioner John Cox to the Navy Commissioners. Excuse 
my not writing on my return home, on account of illness. I in- 
quired concerning the men who deserted the service, but cannot 
find the ringleader, they all excusing themselves; many are very 
perverse and stubborn, especially our shipwrights in ordinary, 
who having his Royal Highness’s warrants, assume a privilege to 
walk about in idleness, with their rules in their hands. The master 
shipwright has complained of several of them, of whom Thos. 
Wiggens, carpenter of the Old James, is one. I have suspended 
him and his servant, and there are two or three others, great dis- 
turbers of the yard. The two in prison have offered bail, but I 
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will not accept it unless ordered. I am much troubled at the great 
charge for wages his Majesty will be at in the repair of the New- 
castle, by this great neglect and idleness, and hope his Royal High- 
ness will be made acquainted with it. 

I want instructions as to purchasing 20 trees of Sir Roger 
Twysden, and as to allowing the pressed calkers time on Fridays 
to go to market, which they say was promised them. I beg that 
Howting, the porter, may be allowed, as before, 6d. a day for doing 
watchman’s duty while the men are off work, and for seeing that 
the watch is set. The officers here have altered the watch as 
directed, which is much disliked in regard of the tediousness of the 
long winter nights. 

I have ordered Mr. Gregory to get the quarterly books ready, so as 
to pacify the people who are in expectation of their pay. I must have 
timber, or some of the men will have to be discharged for want of 
work. The single dock is finished, and if ordered, I will dock the 
Greenwich for calking; she will be ready to launch in a month 
or six weeks, by which time the Newcastle will be ready to go in 
to complete her work. The Little Lion and Francis fireships are 
titted and gone to their former station, and I hope their companies 
will be paid at the next pay that comes to the yard, they having 
nearly two years’ due, [S.P. Dom. Car. II. 283, No. 147.]

John Lerie to the King. A great and important business now 
lies before your Majesty, being a law prepared to impose severely 
upon a great part of your people, in matters relating to the worship 
of God, which I take to be harsh, most incongruous to Christian 
charity, and foreign to your disposition and clemency. I hold that 
whatever God demands, it is the foundation for obedience, and what 
not, is not to be imposed. 

The bishops and their party are eager to impose by law, 
under a heavy penalty, against the peaceable assembling of 
Christian people to serve God as commanded, the main argument 
being that plots and sedition have their rise therefrom. It is 
a thing utterly impossible, and beyond all precedent, that such 
open and public assemblies should be a place for setting such 
wickedness on foot, whereas taverns, coffee houses, bowling greens, 
Tunbridge waters, horse races, fairs, markets, or private chambers, 
are the places where nen may more conveniently resort to transact 
such matters. Neither the horrid massacre at Paris, nor the hellish 
design of the Gunpowder Plot, was prevented by such restraint, or 
needed the umbrage of a conventicle to hatch their wickedness in. 

It has been urged that [Thos.] Venner’s prodigious adventures 
arose from such meetings, whereas his meetings were held privately 
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by a select company, with doors locked, and their principles pointed 
against all magistracy and magistrates, and not only against your 
Majesty’s government, but also those that preceded ; had this meeting 
been held publicly and free, they could not have done such things un- 
discovered, nor adventured upon it. Those against whom this severe 
law is edged have disclaimed Venner’s wicked acts, and not one soul 
was found to abet it, nor can it be reasonably said to affect the 
Nonconformists—who disowned the persons, principles, and prac- 
tices—any more than [John Atherton] the Bishop of Waterford’s 
actings, who was hanged for most notorious and abominable crimes, 
affect the order of Episcopacy ; or the massacre at Paris, the bar- 
barous murder of many thousands of innocent Protestants in 
Ireland, or the devilish design of the Gunpowder Plot in England, 
affect the whole body of Papists, many of whom abhorred them. 

Pray consider what a strange rigour it is to force and violate men’s 
consciences in the worship of God, when they are commanded thus 
to assemble together. I hope your Majesty will not forget your 
former declarations that you were against persecution for conscience’ 
sake. The Bishops are the principal authors in the matter, and they 
stretch beyond the compass of the apostle Paul, who told the Corin- 
thians that he had no dominion over their faith. What evil effects 
has your past clemency produced? Let not the sufferings of 
thousands of persecuted Christians be the price of a pecuniary 
compact. 

I think that those persons who make such noise in forming these 
coercive laws are those that have the least sense of religious duties, 
and are of debauched practices. Will the wealth and honour of the 
nation, the rents of land, or the customs’ duties, be increased there- 
by, or sobriety, piety, and the peace of the people, be established ? 
The Turks have a more tender sense and respect for those Christians 
who live among them, and suffer no one to interrupt or infringe on 
their liberty in their worship; I trust that we shall not be less 
compassionate, or more unreasonable, than those deluded Mahome- 
tans, and that we shall not resort to the gld paganish and anti- 
Christian mode, of forcing men to religious ways of worship, as 
men drive sheep into Smithfield, or destroying them because they 
will not be so driven. 

If your Majesty is drawn into this business, you will find your 
hand in the wrong box, as there is more than religion in it. I hope 
it is not some foreign intrigue, intermixed with some sinister 
designs at home, to put your affairs into such a posture as that they 
may the more easily accomplish their own ends. If my argument 
should fail of convincing and deterring your Majesty, consider 
whether the body of Nonconformists, together with those who will 
pity and sympathize with them, are so contemptible, either for 
number or quality, as that you should repress them in this manner, 
and thus divest yourself of their good will which will not be re- 
gained. 

Consider whether it is not a strange time to pursue such 
counsels, when France is so formidable, his naval strength beyond 
compare, and still increasing, and his merchants and trade encour- 
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aged to the highest. When the Algerines are braving us nigh our 
own Channel, and wasting our trade at home and abroad, and no ships 
of your Majesty’s to countenance our seas at home, nor sufficient to 
suppress an enemy, though but piratical, abroad. When the com- 
merce of the nation is notoriously sunk, lands fallen in value, rents 
unpaid, the city labouring under the weight of its rebuilding, and a 
general decay and consumption of men’s estates. God direct you 
to use such counsels as may be to his glory. [34 pages folio, closely 
written.

Allin 
only giving me 100 pistoles at parting, to defray. all charges 
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1670. 

April 10. for myself and the squadron. If it had not been for my credit, 
which was stronger than my purse, it would have gone hard with 
us. I recruited ont of my own pocket as long as my money lasted, 
and then took to bills of my own. I hope they will be met, and thus 
preserve my credit among the merchants here, who will not hear of 
a bill on the Navy Treasurers, though the consideration be ever so 

reat. 

. I was treated most unkindly at Lisbon, but have pretty well 
humbled them. On my arrival there 7 Dec., the chief minister, 
Condé Di Torre, sent Consul Maynard with a message to me to take 
in my flag. Being surprised at the request, I answered that if the 
King of England ordered it I would willingly obey, but if the 
Prince of Portugal would have it in, it should only be by force of 
arms ; upon which they immediately put up their flag on board one 
of their frigates, which had neither men nor guns. Not being 
certain what might happen, most of my guns being out and the rest 
of the squadron having theirs in, I gave orders to them to keep 
them in until I better understood the Portuguese meaning, being 
resolved, if they had offered an affront, to have made them remove 
their lodging. But the Condé, with an excuse as weak as his 
brains, sent word by the English Consul that they knew not 
whether I had a commission to wear my flag; so taking no further 
notice of their ignorance, I proceeded to clean my ships, which was 
accomplished with much difficulty, the weather being so bad and 
violent. 

I sent the Warwick and Dragon on 27 Dec. to convoy some 
ships bound for England, and on their return on 14 Jan., I went 
with my ketch and the Garland into a bay 4 miles off, to careen, 
during which I was often perplexed with the news of one or other 
of our men being killed or wounded at Lisbon, or drawn away and 
suborned by great promises to serve on board their ships bound for 
the Indies, which were then fitting. On my return to Lisbon, I had 
another message to forbear setting the watch by firing a gun, whieh 
I took no notice of, till at last the Queen sent, desiring that if I 
would not desist for the Prince’s sake, I would for a lady’s, as it 
frightened her in the morning. This I complied with, as it went 
against my conscience to frighten a lady in bed, especially a Queen. 
I received another message from the English Consul to salute their 
Admiral, which I agreed to do if they would answer gun for gun, 
but they refused, and desired I would also lower my flag; to this I 
consented if they would do the same, but as they denied it, I told 
the Consui to forbear bringing such frivolous messages for the 
future. 

After being detained for some time in the Bay of Wares by con- 
trary winds, I put to sea with 10 or 12 sail of merchantmen, home- 
ward bound, which I saw part of the way, and then put into Lisbon 
again to re-victual, when I found their ships ready to sail for India, 
and thought it high time to demand the men they had enticed 
away ; so I sent the Consul and others to the Chief Secretary with 
a memorial, stating that I had often given them warning that this 
proceeding disabled the King’s ships by taking their men, and that 
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it was a high affront to his Majesty to do so, and demanded their 
re-delivery. Thereupon they requested a list of the men and a 
return of the money received by them. I sent the former, and told 
them to look to their own people, who enticed the men, for the 
latter; in fine, I sent them such an answer that an immediate 
order was issued by the Prince to the commanders of the ships, to 
deliver up all English on-pain of death, which they accordingly did, 
and their Great Minister and Chief Secretary sent me word that 
they were sorry for what had passed, and hoped a better under- 
standing for the future; also that as their Viceroy was going away, 
and there were 22 sail of Turks in the Straits, the Prince would 
take it kindly if I would see them on their way. Having obtained 
my desires, and finding them begin to be civil, I stood off to sea 
with their Viceroy, and afterwards went into Cadiz to see what 
merchant ships were waiting a convoy home; but finding that Rear- 
Admiral Kempthorne had gone with them, and hearing that 
Turks were upon the coast, I have again put to sea till my victuals 
are expended. I will then look after my victualler. 

The Spanish galleons are expected. There are 4 Dutch men-of- 
war plying about, who are very free and civil in their salutes. 
Before I left Lisbon, 4 French men-of-war came in there; also the 
Sherrant fireship of 60 guns, commanded by Count De Trea[d’Estrees], 
their Vice-Admiral. The castles answered them gun for gun, which 
they refused me, but the Hercule going up to haul ashore, saluted 
the Admiral of Portugal with 7 guns, which was answered but with 
one, which very much startled and troubled the Vice-Admiral. One 
of their captains came on board to see me, and said that as salutes 
gave rise to such differences, he was glad that both our masters had 
agreed that neither should salute wherever they met; to this I 
replied as modestly as I could—seeing the gentleman had come to me 
so kindly on board my own ship—that I supposed they would not 
dispute that with us in our own seas, and so broke off; but I can 
assure you that their orders are to all places generally without 
exception. ; 

After those at Lisbon understood that I took exceptions at their 
castles answering the French gun for gun and denying it to me, I 
was told that the Governor had no such order, and that if I pleased 
he should be turned out of his place for so doing. I was unwilling 
to adhere to that, as the man would have been undone; notwith- 
standing I would have undone myself to ruin them, rather than they 
should have carried away my men, or acted anything that might 
abate my royal master’s honour. Pray hint in your next how it 
would have been resented at Court if any such thing had happened, 
I having no express orders for it. Pray direct your letters to Cadiz.

The Turks men-of-war have fallen upon some English merchant 
ships called the Concord, the Merchant's Delight, and another com- 
manded by a Quaker—which had adventured without convoy from 
Zante—by clapping 300 or 400 men on board, and so overpowering 
them ; but the John and Thomas of 36 guns and 70 men escaped. 

It is reported by some Dutch letters that the Prince of Orange 
will attend at the solemnizing of the Feast of St. George at 
Windsor, which will be kept on the 26th, 27th, and 28th instant. 
The Earl of Ailesbury went from Dover for Calais on the Ist in- 
stant, in one of his Majesty’s pleasure boats, but the vessel with his 
horses and retinue could not get out of the harbour. 

“The General’s State was at the 5th instant at Somerset House 
exposed to public view.” 

The Commons have passed a bill for the sale of part of Sir John 
Prettyman’s estate, for payment of a debt due to his Majesty ; also 
a bill for the union of England and Scotland. 

The merchants and farmers of ships at Chester and other ports 
have presented a petition, complaining of the illegal duties exacted 
from them, which has been referred to a Committce of Grievances. 
The Lords acquainted the Commons that they had returned the bill 
for settling the duty of excise upon brandy, and had agreed thereto, 
as well as to the bills regarding highways, and fee-farm rents ; also 
a bill for rebuilding London, and for enabling the King to sell the 
lands of the Duchy of Cornwall. 

The Dutch letters report that the main business there now is as 
to the admission of the Prince of Orange into the Council of State, 
and that the French intend to build a fort royal near Brisach, in the 
Duke of Winterborough’s [Wiirtemberg’s ?] territories, another near 
Phillysburg [Phalsbourg ?], and to make a bridge over the Rhine. 

The minister at Madrid is in some suspense as to what answer to 
make to the French Ambassador on the business of the arbitration, 
that Court being inclined to join the Emperor and the Dutch, with 
his Majesty and the King of Sweden as the referees. The French 
soldiers are much pleased at the news brought by a courier, 
despatched from Vienna by Sieur de Gromersville, of a revolt in 
Hungary, as they have an idea that the Swedes’ army may be 
diverted from assisting Flanders, by joining with the Imperial 
forces in this time of necessity. 

The new Lord Lieutenant began his journey hence on the 11th, 
attended by a train of many of the nobility, and persons of quality 
suitable to so great an employment. The same day his Majesty 
expressed his satisfaction at the fair correspondence held between

the Swedish King may be diverted from assisting Flanders, by 
joining with the Imperial forces at this time of necessity. 

On the 11th the new Lord Lieutenant began his journey hence, 
attended by many of the nobility and persons of quality. The 
same day the King—having expressed his great satistaction at the 
fair correspondence between the two Houses, and his thanks for the 
supply, which he promised should be employed in payment of his 
debts, and having given his assent to numerous public bills specified, 
and some private ones—adjourned Parliament to 24 Oct. The Earl 
of Essex, having his despatch altered on the death of the late King 
of Denmark, resolved to begin his voyage on Monday. 

It is not determined whether the General’s funeral solemnity 
shall be performed on St. George’s Day or not, but the solemnity of 
the Garter at Windsor is put off till 3, 4, and 5 May. 

The Emperor’s Ministers are not so hot in their desire of admission 
into the triple alliance as of late, and the Emperor is about entering 
into a particular alliance with the Swede who, being nearer, may 
yield him more sudden assistance. The ratification of the triple 
alliance, being signed in Sweden, is daily expected in Holland, where 
Count Koningsmark has arrived on behalf of that Crown, with 
order to receive the subsidy money upon the exchange of it. 

The French King keeps his resolution of going to visit his con- 
quest on the 30th, with the Queen and Dauphin, and a train of 15,000 
men. Meantime the troops march daily out of France towards the 
frontiers, for the purpose of embodying in 2 several places, one being 
near Lille, under the command of Marshall Turenne, where the King 
intends staying, and the other between the Sambre and the Meuse, 
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where the men are under the Prince of Condé, which gives strong 
apprehensions to Flanders that he may fall upon Ypres or Mons, 
though the Baron of Bergerac, who has lately come from Lille to 
Brussels, seems to give assurances that there are no further 
preparations made than only for the King’s reception. However, 
the Constable of Castile, to prevent the worst, fails not in his 
- endeavours to render all places as strong as may be, and has re- 
Tis ceived an account from Count Marcine that Dixmude and Ypres 
|| are in a good posture of defence, and that 40 pieces of cannon will 
| be mounted on the Fort Royal of Ypres by the end of this month. 

The Kent sailed from Spithead to the Downs on the 14th. A 
ship was brought into Cowes, taken from the Turks by an English 
frigate which had formerly been taken from the Portuguese, and was 
setting sail for London. 

Two English merchantmen, arriving at Marseilles, reported that, 
having sailed with Sir Thos. Allin to Malaga, and thence to Altea 
Road, he sent the Bristol to convoy them beyond Cape St. Martin ; 
and that in their passage, they met 3 Turks men-of war, who made 
up to them for 4 hours, but did not attempt them, being at the lee 
of their convoy. 

The Spanish letters are ignorant as to the choice of a new 
Governor for the Spanish Netherlands, though the Prince of 
Lorraine has the greatest probability of carrying it. The Duke de 
Veraguas, Duke de Ossuna, and the Marquis de Retz(?) have been 
proposed, and until it can be agreed upon, the Constable of Castile 
has received orders to continue in his Government. 

The Bishop of Cologne begins now to act more publicly against 
that city, and has issued declarations containing the justice of his 
pretensions to it, and given orders that none of his subjects shall 
carry anything to market thither, under the severest penalty, 
which proceedings are judged to have arisen from the encouragement 
he received of French assistance.

I have pro- 
Emsworth sloop,ceeded pressing men for the Swullow, Kent, and Guernsey, and 
Holebaven- delivered them to the Eaglet ketch, and also to Captains Loyd and 
Alington, as ordered by the Hon. Mr. Matthew Wren. I want pro- 
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visions, having been at extraordinary charge with the pressed men, 
by which we have grown short, and have now only sufficient for 
5 or 6 dayson board. A ketch from Dieppe with goods was stopped 
for ten days, but having received order from his Majesty’s Consul, 
have let her pass for London; but I have no order to let those pass 
which come from Flanders. Captain Pierce has taken in the sick 
men pressed, according to Mr. Wren’s order, and has gone for the 
Downs; I have delivered in all 30 men, and have a receipt for 
them. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 283, No. 167.] 


John Russell to the Navy Commissioners. I understand ['Thos.] 
Lister has complained of not having received satisfaction for wharf- 
age and water-carriage ; but it is not so, as what timber I sent down 
to Stockwith by water I paid Mr. Phillips for, and [Thos.] Corbyn 
did the same; there is nothing due but for the timber that 
has been swum down this winter. I asked Mr. Suley to make up 
his bill, and I would pay him, but he could not do so until he had 
spoken to Lister, who demanded 4s. a ton for towing down the 
timber, when I can have it done for 1s. 6d.; he has augmented his 
prices trom 1s. 6d. to 4s., but 1s. 6d. is the common price. 

The contract made with him in Jan. 1667 for carrying down timber 
was that he should do it in his chiches, and be at all charge until 
it was delivered, from which time I have troubled Mr. Lister very 
little; but I have been forced to do so lately, by the bad state of 
the ways, arising from a great land flood, which covered all the 
marshes. The timber sent to Stockwith saves his Majesty 3s. a load. 
I desired Lister several] times to send it down, but he refusing, I 
got another man and a boat, and went to Bawtry and swam down 
20 or 30 pieces at a time; upon which Lister, seeing that I could 
get it done without his boats, offered to do it, and told his men to 
tow it down with their loaded chiches, and gave them 8d. a piece ; 
but when it arrived, they cared nothing what became of it, so that 
some of it went adrift, and some sank, and I had it to look after. 
[John] Harrison of Hull will be loaded this week with Lord Byron’s 
plank, his lordship having sent an order for him to take it; I want 
money to defray the land carriage. [13 pages. Ibid. No. 168.] 


John Pocock to Hickes. The Bonadventure of Weymouth, 
which left Cadiz with the rest of the Straits fleet of 64 sail of 
Hamburghers, Dutch, and English, has arrived, having left the 
others at sea. The Hamburghers had a man-of-war of 56 guns for 
their convoy, the Dutch 4 men-of-war, and the English the Mary 
Rose, commanded by Rear-Admiral Kempthorne. There are 7 sail 
of Zante men among them, commanded by captains named.

Journal of proceedings of Sir Thos. Allin and his squadron, 
from 12 March to 16 April 1670. Went from Alicant, 
watered at Altea, wooded at Formentera, and sailed from 
the coast of Barbary to Algiers. 

21 March.—Chased several Algiers ships, but they out- 
sailed us. 
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25 March.—Staunding in near to Monte, where the Moors 
have built a new fort tu protect their ships, as they fired about 
a dozen mownted guns at us, we fell to battering of them 
Jor two hours, but night approaching, we stood for Algiers. 

27 March—We sent a boat ashore at Algiers with some 
Turkish letters, and wrote to the Consul about the exchange 
of some captains ; he sent back word that they were enraged 
at our battering their new fort, and threatened if we shot 
at their castles, to hang him and all the English they have, 
amounting to about 250. 

28 March.—I sent another letter to the Consul, to see if he 
could get off some of the prisoners. He replied that they 
would not give way to the exchange, because I made no pro- 
posals towards a peace; whereupon I wrote that I had 
formerly proposed the conditions upon which they might 
have it, and that if they would agree, I was ready to treat, 
but could not do so upon any other terms. Next duy I stood 
into the bay, and sent for an answer; when the Consul 
again wrote that they had a good mind to a peace, but that the 
Duan’s stomach was too high to submit, and that the Bashaw 
had sent to him that he intended using his interest with 
some leading men, to bring them to desire a treaty, and to 
send off to us for that end ; this the Consul judged to pro- 
ceed from his fears of losing a new ship of his own then 
abroad. 

29 March.—We continued another day in the bay, but 
heard nothing from shore, except their firing three guns, which 
did not reach us ; after this the weather became stormy. 

1 April._—Espying 4 men-of-war at sea, we gave chase, 
and endeavoured to prevent their coming into Algiers. 
Particulars of the encounter, in which they escaped, owing 
to the weather. I had a man killed, and several shots sent 
through my sails, and lost one of my water-jars from the 
deck, upon which I was leaning but a little while before. 
The weather continued stormy till 4 April, when I lay off 
Cercelli, and called the commanders together to advise as 
to preventing the 4 ships getting into Algiers, and agreed 
to stand towards Cape Caxines, when we saw the 4 ships, but 
they got away. 

5 April.—The Pearl becoming leaky, I ordered her to Port 
Mahon. 

12 April._—A violent storm, and the Foresight sprung her 
mainmast. 

13 April.—The commanders complaining of the want of 
canvas, water, and other things, I stood for Alicant, where 
we found 16 laden merchant ships bound westuard, so I 
resolved to send the Mary and Foresight to convoy them as 
far as Malaga, and bring back from thence to Port Mahon 
a prize laden with masts and boards, whereof we have need. 
L intend going thither myself to careen. [3% pages. S.P.

Copy of the latter 
part of the news-letter of 16 April, adding the following :— 

An English pink bound for Tangiers arrived at Cadiz, and 
reported that 21 Turks men-of-war had gone out to sea, and that 
since the English squadron went out against them, they had taken 
30 sail of English, and 400 men as captives. 

The Spanish Ambassador at Holland has given in a memorial 
concerning the marching of the French armies, insisting on the 
leagues formed near Charleroy, under the Prince of Condé, and 
desiring that provision might be made for receiving assistance upon 
the first occasion ; this the States are no way negligent of, yet they 
seem to think the designs of the French are at present on the 
Rhine, by their lending forces to the Elector of Cologne, éspecially 
at this time, when the Emperor of Germany may receive a power- 
ful diversion from the Turks. 

The French King’s voyage is deferred until 4 May, Madame 
Montespan being lately brought to bed. 

The Rhinegrave, Governor of Maestricht, apprehending a siege, 
is raising some new batteries, equal in height to the neighbouring 
eminences; as whilst the town was under the Spanish power, 
during the siege of the Hollander, the want of them was the cause 
of a too early surrender. Those of Cologne are reported to be busy 
in raising men to hinder the French from obtaining a footing in 
the Rhine, and the French King has sent to the Duke of Newburg 
that Juliers may be delivered up to him, by virtue of a treaty 
between them. 

A ship has arrived at Scarborough from Havre de Grace, and 
reports that they have cut the rocks there, and made 13 feet of 
water in the neap, and are making a place to receive 100 of the 
King’s ships, whenever he requires it. Sir Thos. Allin has returned 
with 9 sail to Algiers. 

His Majesty is not expected to return to Whitehall before Friday 
week, it being said he wili first see Norwich, Yarmouth, &c.

Pray write to the Navy 
Commissioners that I may be supplied with another pinnace, 
having lost my own, which was riding astern of the Swallow 
but broke her moorings, and went adrift in a gale; also 
let my long boat be changed, being too large.

He knows of 130 or 140 loads containing some very large 
trees, which may be had for 36s. a load, ready money, and | expect 
an account from himof another lot of oak at 52s. a load ; but as you 
only ordered 60 loads, I ask directions as to treating for it, as it is 
much wanted for the new ship and Newcastle ; also as to purchasing 
30 or 40 dozen buckets at 11s. a dozen, which are better made, and 
3s. cheaper than those formerly supplied, until I brought Charles, 
the cooper, to abate 1s. in the dozen. I want money to buy such 
provisions as these parts afford, which I can obtain cheaper than 
ever if I have ready money, as it encourages the people to offer 
their goods. 

The 300/. imprest to Mr. Gregory being paid away, let us have 
another 500/., which can be brought down with the quarter’s pay 
for the yard. 
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I cannot find out who allowed the hour on Fridays to the pressed 
men, but it is of ancient standing. I think the men may be 
easily persuaded from it, as I have not heard anything more from 
them of late. We can only have down 8 of the 20 men pressed ; 
I doubt if the marshal and his man do their duty, as their not 
being sent makes the rest surly, asking why they are more slaves 
than others; I hope some course will be taken with them, as it is 
strange they should have the press and conduct money so long, and 
not appear. 

It is true that Houting the porter’s duty is to keep the gate, and 
he cannot watch that and the waterside too, while the men are in 
the yard; if he had not left someone at it while he went to the 
waterside, two labourers would have carried away some old stuff in 
a boat belonging to the boatswain of the yard, which they alleged 
was given to them; so I leave it to you to judge whether he is 
deserving of any allowance. I think the 4 watchmen in the old 
dock might be taken off, and the expense saved, as there is no- 
thing there belonging to the Navy but a few guns and anchors.

Crofts’, from whence he will go to Lord Arlington’s, and 
then will pass his time in other parts, till his return to Newmarket, 
to see a race on the 27th, after which he will return to Whitehall. 

The Kent, Swallow, and Guernsey were in the Downs ready to 
sail on the 17th. The Francis of Portsmouth arrived from Virginia 
on the 18th, and reported that the island is in a flourishing condi- 
tion, and that Sir Thos. Allin had taken three Turks men-of-war. 

They write from Brussels that Sieur de Charnilly has arrived 
there, as envoy from the French King to the Constable of Castile, 
and has declared in his Majesty’s name his intentions of maintaining 
a good correspondence with them, and desired that nothing might 
be given out which might disgust the people, and that the Constable 
would signify this to the governors of the frontiers; also that 
the French King will not come within cannon shot of any of them, 
and that—to avoid all suspicion that he would make use of the 
permission the Queen had granted to him, to pass through the 
Spanish towns—he only desired liberty to build two bridges to 
march over; to this the Constable replied that he was satisfied, and 
that the Queen being willing to admit his Majesty’s passage, he 
promised to give immediate order for the building of the bridges

himself, and to see that the ways where his Majesty would pass 
were put in good repair. 

News from France, Holland, and Germany, as in the letter of 
23 April to Sir P. Honeywood. Vessels from St. Malo advise that 
the French King has sent orders to Brest for building 10 ships, of 
from 10 to 30 guns, and that his present fleet consists of 94 sail, 
who in their complement are to carry 4,790 guns and 32,880 men. 

His Majesty has resolved to go to Windsor on the 11th of next 
month, where, when the Garter is over, he may meet Madame [the 
Duchess of Orleans], who it is believed will be here on the 18th, she 
intending to leave the French King at Lille, and go thence to 
Dunkirk, in order to her passage for England. 

The English vessel that fought with the Turks was at Leghorn 
on the 14th. The commander is Capt. Browne, and he carries but 
8 guns and 14 men (sic), An Algiers man-of-war, of 24 guns, lashed 
himself to her for half-an-hour, and left 60 Turks aboard, who 
finding their stay too hot, were forced either to jump overboard and 
so were drowned, or else to fall by the force of the seamen, who 
sallying out on them with half-pikes, left not one alive ; the man-of- 
war was judged to have been sunk, as after being unlashed, she was 
seen no more. The day following she fought with another of 
34 guns, from morning till night, and in the night took the advan- 
tage of going off, without losing a man. 

The French letters of the 30th speak of the arrival of a courier 
from Rome, who gives hope of a speedy election [of a Pope] by an 
agreement of several factions in [Cardinals?] Bona Bonelly and 
Franintelsi. 

Don Juan has sent his manifestoes to France and several other 
places, particularising several designs and practices on his life. 

By advices from Algiers of 16 March, we are informed that they 
have taken in all 32 English ships and 385 men, have 28 ships 
abroad, and are fitting out a new ship of 54 guns and 600 men. 
On 24 March 4 French ships of war under Count d’Estrées, Vice- 
Admiral of France, cast anchor near Sir Edw. Spragg’s squadron 
at Lisbon, but no salute or other ceremony passed between them.

The Duchess of Mazarin gave him her 
picture, which Don Domingo Gusman, brother to the Duke of 
Medina de los Torres, by some means got out of the possession of 
the painter. The Earl, being satisfied it was not from any fault 
of the painter, sent the Don a challenge, by the Duke of Rohan. 
The Don coldly complied so far as to come into the field with 
only one of his servants, and not in a fighting posture, and when 
he alighted from his horse, embraced the Earl, thinking to droll it 
off ; but finding the latter in earnest, the Don took him and the Duke 
into his coach, and carried them to the Spanish Ambassador’s house, 
where the picture was restored, and they all became friends; after 
which, to give further satisfaction, he went with them to the 
Duchess of Mazarine’s. 

A ship from Tunis reports that Sir John Harman is still there, 
and that 18 French men-of-war are at Galata, who would have 
burnt their ships had not the Turks, for prevention, sunk them ; 
and that they have agreed to a peace on procuring the French 
King’s letter, for which a bark has been despatched, the French fleet 
staying until her return, when they may go to Tripoli.

was so inserted in the order. The balancing was always to begin 
and end with a survey, and there not having been one for 4 years, 
the addition thus made to my salary has been withheld, although 
no other storekeeper has presented any such accounts before or since. 
The addition made to the salary and delayed is no more engaged to 
such balancing than the former is, which is paid by book; I 
never sued for an augmentation upon such terms, but that my 
wages might be advanced with my work, to a sufficient sum for an 
honest man, with such a charge, to live upon, and in proportion to 
the salaries of other storekeepers; mine is stili short of most of 
theirs. His Royal Highness’s orders were not intended to oblige me 
to any further task or duty than was performed by others in like 
employment. 

Two years after such order, his Royal Highness ordered payment 
of what was then due of my entire salary, notwithstanding the 
declared impossibility of the storekeeper’s keeping such an account,

payment of the beef and pork. 

He caused the clothes of Wm. Bulley, a seaman of the Milford 
who was drowned, to be sold at the mart for 3/., and having taken 
out letters of administration, took that sum, and his wages amounting 
to 171., cheating the parents ; such doings make seamen unwilling 
to serve, and make them run. Barker has also detained the ticket 
of John Finch, another seaman, for 10/., and another belonging to 
Thos. Powell for 16/., and charged Thos. Robinson—who belonged to 
the privateer that was cast away, and was entered on board the 
Milford—2l. 8s. for clothes, when he never had a penny’s worth, and 
was forced to leave the ship for want of them. Noted that 
Barker was summoned before the Navy Board. [Jbid. No. 7.]

Five galleys and five men-of-war are going from Toulon to Tripoli, 
to strengthen the French fleet. 

The Brussels letters maintain their jealousies of the French, and 
say those people will not be persuaded but that the French King 
had an intention of attacking Mons and Namur; but that finding 
them in a posture of defence, he has caused a great quantity of fagots

sent 1,000 fresh men thither, though there were 4,000 there before.

Whittlewood Forests, I send an abstract of his opinion. Pray lay 
it before his Royal Highness and the Treasury Commissioners, as 
I am prevented by illness from attending at Whitehall. I have 
already given the Board an account of the charge the King is at, 
for each load of timber converted in the forests and delivered into 

the yards. [Lbid. No. 24.] Annexing, 
Notes that in Moorhouse’s opinion, in Aliceholt there are 
1,000 trees, the greater part of which are fit for plank and 
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compass timber, and if not taken down, the keepers will 
destroy them in a short time. 

There are 7,000 oaks in Whittlewood Forest, also fit for plank, 
1,000 of which are dying at the top ; if the lieutenant and 
keepers are permitted to head and lop such great quantities 
every year as they have hitherto done, there will be few oaks 
left ; they huve already made 4,000 fit for nothing but logs, 
or to bear browse for deer. There are also 80 trees in this 
forest yet to fell, for which directions should be given. In 
every twelve loads of timber and plank carried into the 
stores from Whittlewood, there is 50 feet over measure, so 
that the land and water carriage is saved. 

George Goodman has sold the lops of 920 trees felled in 
1669, with the bark of 500 more, and the shells from 200 sawn 
into plank, and has made no account ; the Treasury Com- 
missioners ordered that Moorhouse should have 201. for 
good services out of the first money made of the waste sold, 
but it has never been received. If Moorhouse was empowered 
to purchase knee and compass timber as he fownd it, and 
pay ready money, it would not only put a great stop to 
house carpenters spoiling it, but it would be served into the 
yards at cheaper rates than it can be bought of the timber 
merchants. When any timber is sent into the yards from 
the said forests, the storekeeper should be requested to give 
the bargemaster a receipt for the same.

Ear! of Holland and [Col.] Dalbier ; then went to Pomfret, and served 
the Governor, Col. [John] Morris, for which he was condemned to 
die by a council of war, had he not made his escape. Was instru- 
mental in his Majesty’s preservation at Trent, and was employed 
by Col. Fras. Wyndham in getting a ship for Lord Wilmot, 
which he performed, though it was not used, for which Lord 
Wilmot promised that if his Majesty was ever restored, petitioner 
should be rewarded. Was in divers eminent engagements, such as i 
Edghill, Brentford, Covert, Lansdowne, Devizes, first Newbury 
fight, Aylesford, and last with the Duke of Buckingham, and has 
relieved and preserved many poor and suffering cavaliers, in time of 
the greatest danger and persecution, which all the loyal gentlemen 
of Somerset can testify, as also to his services and sufferings. With 
reference thereon to the Attorney or Solicitor General.

H. Muddiman to Fras. Buller, M.P., Isleham Hall. News- 
letter. The triple alliance is completed, and the ratifications 
exchanged at the English Embassy’s house at the Hague. The 
Swedish Minister had assignations for the money from the Council 
of State, on the bank of Amsterdam, so that nothing remains but to 
despatch what has been offered by the Emperor, and some German 
princes, in relation to their admittance to the a!liance ; in order that 
his Majesty may be satisfied about that, they are despatching Van 
Beuningen for England, who comes without the character of 
Ambassador, as Deputy of the Assembly of the States General. 
The Dutch are not without their apprehensions of the French, 
having advice that the King carries a great sum in louis dor, 
and much more than will defray his expenses; that he is upon 
some great design, and that it is not improbable his aim is at 
Cologne. 

A courier passing through Paris from Rome reported the election 
of Cardinal Altieri, a creature of Clement IX., and one of the last 
promoted Cardinals, as Pope; he is 82 years of age. There is a 
dismal account of the French King’s passage, and a talk of his 
sudden return, his grandees being compelled to cast lots for barns 
to lie in. 

Sir Geoffrey Palmer, Attorney-General, being dead, Sir Heneage 
Finch, Solicitor-General, succeeded him on the 6th, and kissed his 
Majesty’s hand; Sir Edw. Turner, Speaker of the House of 
Commons and Attorney to the Duke of York, is made Solicitor- 
General, Sir Edw. Thurland, formerly the Duke’s Solicitor, being 
his Attorney again. 

The Quarter Sessions usually held at Taunton at Midsummer are, 
by an order in Council, to be in future held at the same time at 
Bridgewater, and those held at Bridgewater at Michaelmas are to 
be held at the same time at Bath. 

The Guernsey frigate has returned from cruising westward, but 
can give no account of the Turks. 

A vessel from Nieuport reports that they have cleared all their 
sluices there, and intend to let in the water at spring tide, and 
drown the country and parts adjacent, as a further security on the 
approach of the French army, and that the like has been done at 
Mons and Valenciennes. 
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The Jersey, Centurion, and Fume, on anchoring at Genoa on 
26 April; were saluted by the merchantmen there, which the 
Centurion answered with 5 guns, and the city mistaking it fcr a 
salute to them, gave 3 from the castle, and sent to Capt. Poole, of 
the Jersey, to do the like; but he refusing, they desired him to go 
out into the road, which he said he would do, but then they must 
expect to fetch their money from Leghorn, since which he has 
heard no more of them. 

There is a discourse among the Italians that the French would 
have searched the Tunisian, which went with Sir John Harman, 
for contraband or Jews’ goods, but that Sir John having sent word 
they must first sink him, they gave him no further trouble. 

We are advised from Vienna, that Count Starenberge, Governor 
of Tokay, in Upper Hungary, being invited to a feast by Prince 
Ragotzki, was then secured, and Tokay immediately besieged, but 
that the Imperial forces were marching to its relief; that upon 
further examination of Count Serini and Frangipani, they were 
more strictly confined, than before; that Prince Ragotzki, who was 
of the confederacy with Count Serini,and had married his daughter, 
was so far wrought upon by the letters sent to him by the Count, 
that he had resolved to lay down his arms, and submit to the 
Emperor’s mercy; so that matter is now looked upon as settled. 
It appears that the Count should not have stirred till July, when 
the Turks would have been in a pcsture to assist him; but the 
Count’s design being smelt before, he was forced to take resource to 
arms for his present security, and so gave the Emperor [Leopold I.], 
who had prepared for him, the opportunity for an easy victory. 

The Hague is a little emptied of her public ministers, the French 
and Swedish Ambassadors having gone to wait on the French 
King in Flanders. Don Francesco de Velasco, the son of the Con- 
stable of Castile, has sent for fresh orders, the King being now on 
the French, and not on the Spanish territories, and not having kept 
to the first course. 

Some French gentlemen who were made prisoners in the King’s 
Bench, on a charge of robbery, have been tried before the Lord 
Chief Justice at Westminster. and acquitted. 

The time of the arrival of the Duchess of Orleans is not known, 
nor whether she will come to London, or only as far as Dover or 
Janterbury ; but carriages are ordered to be in readiness on Saturday, 
in case she does not come beyond Canterbury. More is expected to 
be known on the return of [Sydney] Godolphin, who ees been 
sent for that purpose. To-morrow the Earls of Sandwich and 
St. Albans are going over in the Maury Rose to meet her. [3 pages.

That John Browne spoke treason, viz.: the King is the son of 
a whore, and the veriest rogue that ever reigned, and has no more 
right to the crown than I have; one of the family, steward to 
a great man, went into a strange land and took the name of 
Stewart, &c. For snch speeches he was sent to York Castle, but 
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Monckton, being sheriff, let him go before his trial. At the trial he 
favoured Browne, and said the prosecution was malicious. 

In the late times Browne was long a soldier against the King, 
yet the sheriff obtained his acquittance, becoming bail for him, and 
had a thanksgiving sermon preached in York Minster for his 
deliverance. 

The sheriff has incited 60 suspected plotters to trouble those that 
caused them to be imprisoned, saying it was done without authority. 
He allows disaffected persons to ride armed. He behaved so badly 
last assizes that there was danger of a riot, and thus the King’s 
government is slighted, his person reviled, and the fanatics much 
heightened. Endorsed [by Williamson], “Mr. Uby.” [S.P. Dom., 
Car.

Petition of the Dean and Chapter of Holy Trinity Cathedral, 
Winton, to the King. The houses of the dean and 7 prebendaries 
were in the late rebellion totally demolished, the greater part 
of 2 more were pulled down, and only 3 were left standing on their 
old foundations, which are very ruinous. Since your Majesty’s 
restoration, we have rebuilt and repaired all the houses, some small 
reparations and additions only excepted, but there is a great irregu- 
larity between the houses of the prebendaries, the new erections 
much exceeding the old in beauty and convenience. 

There are clauses in our statutes requiring that the new pre- 
bendary, upon every vacancy, shall succeed to the same house which 
his predecessor enjoyed, and shall stand charged to keep it in repair ; 
whereby it often happens that the senior prebendary has the 
meanest house, and the junior, who commonly resides least upon the 
place, has the best in the close, to the great inconvenience of the 
society, and contrary to equity and good order. In rebuilding our 
houses, we have laid the foundations upon new sites, and made new 
allotments of ground, and houses different from those possessed by 
our predecessors before the wars; so that without your Majesty’s 
interposition, many controversies may arise between future deans 
and prebendaries. Also some erections have been made by private 
persons upon some remote parts of the churchyard, in the time of 
the usurpation, which prove in no way indecent or inconvenient to 
the church ; but if pulled down or demolished,—as required by a 
clause in our statutes,—those who have built or paid for them will 
be much prejudiced and impoverished. 

We therefore pray you to repeal the clauses in our statutes 
concerning succession to vacant prebends, and reparation of the 
dean and prebendaries’ houses, and to enact that upon the vacancy 
of any prebend, it shall be lawful for the remaining prebendaries, 
according to seniority, to elect or refuse any house of prebendaries 
that happens to be vacant upon elections, without taking any new 
grant or collation; the junior prebendary to have such house only 
as shall remain void after such elections, according to the practice 
of the cathedrals of Westminster and Windsor. 

We further reyuest you to direct that the reparations and 
additions to the houses in the close may be done in future at 
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the common charge of the church, and by such rules as shall be 
established by us, and approved by the visitor of the church, 
and that the dean and chapter only shall be liable to suits for 
dilapidations. Also that your Majesty will confirm the several 
interchanges and allotments made, in such way as may for ever 
conclude and oblige us and our successors. Lastly, that you will 
permit and order the erections built in the churchyard before your 
return, to be continued and disposed of by the church, anything in 
our statutes to the contrary notwithstanding. 

With reference thereon to the Lord Keeper, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and the Bishops of Winchester and Oxford ; and their 
report that his Majesty may grant what is asked, save as to the clause 
touching the erections in the churchyard, with which they do not 
think fit to meddle; also that his Majesty should signify his pleasure 
to the dean and chapter, so that the same may be registered in the 
book of chapter acts of the church, and be subscribed by the present 
dean and prebendaries and their successors, before his or their 
instalment.—25 May 1670. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 275, No. 127.

Henry Stubbs to Lord Arlington. Had I known the time of tle 
coming out of my book against [Jos.] Glanville and the comical wits 
of the Royal Society, I should have accompanied its presentation 
with a letter. I hope the quarrel between me and the society will 
not displease your lordship or any other English patriot, since it has 
no other design than to support the monarchy, the Protestant 
religion, and the peace and welfare of the nation; and to vindicate 
the two universities and my own family, I considered it necessary 
to protest against their 2 books, called “The History” and 
Mr. Glanville’s “ Plus Ultra.” 
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The society has long been negligent and false in making and 
relating their experiments, and in usurping those of others, so that 
it was high time to disclaim them, or subject ourselves to ignominy 
from a foreign pen. But I have not attempted to eclipse their 
glory, already vanishing, nor to derogate the institution itself. 

I think this age ought to pay a great degree of veneration for 
those that abetted the project, and encouraged it into an establish. 
ment, and I am confident posterity will be just to their memories, 
and acquit of infamy and contempt those personages whose con- 
currence denominated the Society Royal and Illustrious. I do not 
complain of the nobility encouraging them, but of their non-perfor- 
mance, in that they have notoriously abused the favours conferred, 
to the endangering of the whole kingdom. I had observed that if 
the interest of our monarchy lay in preserving that education which 
was promoted in the universities, and that if the breeding of a 
succession of able statesmen, divines, and lawyers were a thing 
more than indifferent, my undertaking was generous and laudable. 
Ignorance is epidemical, and insensibly diffuses itself through the 
gentry and all professions, and common debauchery, atheism, and 
popery have grown more than usually through our virtuost. They 
not only undermine the Church of England, but directly overthrow 
it, and it cannot be expected that its authority should subject the 
Nonconformists, when it is so vilified and rejected by its spurious 
and degenerate sons. 

All antiquity has dealt more mildly with schismatics than 
heretics, and borne a greater respect for such as have been seduced 
into a separation from the Catholic Communion, than for those that 
deserted and opposed the Catholic faith. Ail monarchy is conterned 
more for those who plainly and openly avow their dissent, than 
for such as, professing amity and consent and subscribing thereto, 
notwithstanding overthrow their own subscriptions and confessions ; 
so I doubt not but my intentions will meet with a benign construc- 
tion generally, since they are so subservient to the Church, as 
legally established. 

Had the Royal Society disowned those two books upon my im- 
portunity, the controversy would have peaceably ended at the 
beginning ; yet, since a multiplicity of exasperations, I have offered 
to acquiesce, if they would but publish an address to both Uni- 
versities and the College of Pliysicians, declaring their sense about 
those culpable passages in their “ History ” relating to religion, &c., 
which I pointed out; but they either did not apprehend, or would 
not acknowledge their mistakes. 

When they saw me resolute not to desist, I was barbarously 
threatened ; so I determined to write, invidiously and with much of 
fiction, the life of a person who drew no profit from the services he 
paid his patron, beyond the satisfaction of having served one who 
relieved his necessities, when a child and in great want. I penneda 
brief account of those transactions of my own life which I thought 
they might most invidiously traduce, adding a protestation, enforced 
with political arguments, against any design of embroiling the 
nation, or re-advancing democracy. Had they been as willing the 
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world should understand my integrity as I was to manifest it, your 
lordship would have had assurances of it before now in print. 

I beg a continuance of your patronage, asI retain no sentiments 
but what are for the general benefit of the monarchy and kingdom. 
Common charity and generosity entitle the absent, unfortunate, 
and helpless orphans to general commiseration, and all these 
circumstances I lie under, and one more also, that I am not permitted 
to speak, &., &c.

have resorted to the City to make a disturbance, well knowing that 
if conventicles may be prevented in London, they must of necessity 
lay down in the country. It cannot be imagined what artifices are 
used to menace the officers, soliiers, and other guards, and, though 
the private-house meetings have left off, the public ones have taken 
full resolution to go forward, notwithstanding many have been 
convicted. A book called “Queries against the Act” is plentifully 
thrown about at their meetings, to invalidate the law ; Col. King, 
who was taken last Sunday, is the great advocate for the meeters, 
and was daily upon the Exchange, not merely to promote sedition, 
but rebellion and treason also. 

The Lord Mayor shows great courage and resolution. Though the 
Act I so long solicited for the Militia came tardily, yet in a short 
time I have brought it into some equipage. I had 3 companies of my 
regiment upon the Exchange last Sunday, without which the Lord 
Mayor could have done nothing.

Since 
your lordship withdrew your support, which enabled me to do what 
I did, it has returned to its former liberty, and become as foul an: 
licentious as ever, and the people concerned have grown more 
peremptory, and become better instructed in the niceties of the éase, 
and the failures of the Act for printing ; but this shall be no discourage- 
ment to me, if his Majesty will bestow the necessary credit and supply. 

The credit desired is that all warrants granted to booksellers and 
printers for searches may be recalled, and they requested to refer to 
me or my deputy. Also that the privter of the Guzette shall 
acquaint the Mercuries that they are no longer to be employed, nor 
are they to employ any hawkers but such as I shall allow. I suppose 
Mr. Richards has transmitted my proposals to his Majesty’s counsel.

Information of Thos. Ellis of Whitby, gentleman, before Sir

Having received notice on Sunday the 15th that there 
would be a conventicle in Whitby, at a house bought by the 
Quakers, I went to the constable, who declined to act, and 
referred me to John Metcalfe, deputy-constable. I then 
went to the meeting-house, where above 100 persons were 
assembled, who remuined 4 hours ; I set down the names of 
some of those present, as speakers, &c., consisting of John 
Ryder and Jane his wife, and 19 others named; Wm. 
Norrison, Laten Firbank, John Hall, and John Cock 
were that day the speakers. I rode to Justice Trotter, 
who granted a warrant directed to the constable, to levy the 
goods of the offenders, which I delivered, whereupon the 

constable went to the justice. 

The day following, I told the constable that John Cock, 
the speaker informed against, and named in the warrant, 
had come into the town again, and advised the arresting of 
his horse, and the levying upon him, according to the 
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warrant, as he would get 81. or 101. for his horse, and money 
wus judged to be about him ; the constable refused, as haring 
had orders from the justice to the contrary. I rode to Justice 
Trotter again,and met him coursing with 2 greyhounds, when 
he said that he had respited the warrant, not thinking the 
information sufficient, and that he would consult his 
brother justices before the warrant was executed. —

day the 18th, when above 20 persons were present; amongst 
whom were many of the same persons as were present at 
the former meeting.

applied for this, and advised you of their answer, when you said you 
thought Sir Philip Frowde had the patent; but I find that he has 
only entered a caveat for it in the Signet Office, and that he has 
been on the business some years, which only sticks with him for 
want of the certificate from Hull, which he will never get. 

Having been put on to the business by several of the Trinity 
House, if you will assist me in getting the patent passed, I do not 
question procuring the certificate, as my interest is as great with 
the masters as any private person’s, and my office makes me ac- 
quainted with them ; they all desire a lighthouse, but would have 
the building and the profit of it themselves, which is the reason of 
their refusing Sir Philip Frowde. 

The Spurn is 20 miles from Hull, and if the seamen should get 
the lighthouse, it would encourage them to defraud the Customs, by 
which the King would lose ; whilst if I, who am a Customs’ officer, 
had it, it would be an advantage, as I could carry it on with the 
same force I now have, and 50/. cheaper than anyone else. It will 
cost, 500/. to build, and independent of preventing thefts, will save 
the King 100/. a year, which Sir John Wolstenholme knows is ex- 
pended in keeping officers and boats in the Humber. 

I suppose you know of my father’s great sufferings and losses for 
his Majesty, and that he lent and expended 5,000/. in this service, 
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as appears by the certificate of the late Lord Treasurer; he has 
left me 400/. in debt, which I am troubled to pay. I will engage 
to give you 100/. a year so long as the patent lasts; you shall 
be at no charge, as Sir Edw. Walker is a friend of mine, and will 
assist me.

Chas. Whittington to Williamson. I sent a letter for you to your 
servant [Hen.] Ball. Journeying from London, I stayed in Derby- 
shire 10 days, and was sorry to hear and see the great discontent 
there, and wherever else I came; the Act for suppressing con- 
venticles had so exasperated them, that nothing short of a sudden 
insurrection is threatened. They complain of the great misery and 
loss the nation has received by the Stuarts, ever since Elizabeth, 
and say that if some course is not taken, the nation will be ruined, 
as the great sins of the Court cannot go unpunished ; they endea- 
vour to render the King as odious as they can, being a most factious 
and discontented people. 

It is the same here at Hull: they have their private meetings 
still, and there was a great disturbance yesterday in the chief 
church, occasioned by a Nonconformist who, through a cunning 
contrivance of the Mayor, got into the pulpit to preach, and was 
commanded down by Mr. Crowle, a justice of peace, which caused 
a great hubbub; had it not been for the soldiers from the garrison, 
it would not have so quietly ended, as they all went home grumb- 
ling. I hope the Lord wiil keep the King in safety, and be a 
counsellor to his counsellors; there is no question but the Presby- 
terians have some design in hand, it being impossible there should 
be so much smoke and no fire. A Virginia ship has arrived.

Sir John Robinson to Williamson. I heard of his Royal High- 
ness’s return, who sent to me to know how affairs went; yesterday 
I was with the Lord ‘Mayor, who was very active, and had several 
persons brought before him; the greatest person amongst the 
meeters is Major Gen. Butler. All here perform their duty well, 
except the constables and headboroughs. Several preachers have 
been convicted before me, and amongst others Dr. Anslow, and 
warrants of distress issued. If we all consulted together to carry 
on the Act against conventicles, and there were good informers, it 
might be done without noise; although I have convicied many, 
I have as yet disturbed nobody in my quarters; I find that 
their preachers and other turbulent persons are coming to town 
from all parts. The Lord Mayor has been with his Royal Highness 


and returned. No care is wanting, and things are in good posture. 
[Ibid. No. 173.] 


Sec. J. Trevor to Lord Arlington. On my return hither, I was 
surprised to find his Royal Highness going post to London, but all 
things passed yesterday without tumult, though I judge the posture 
of things to be very dangerous, and worth his Majesty’s considera- 
tion. The Lord Mayor has been to the Duke for directions, and 
informed him, in my hearing, that the civil authority of the City 
could not execute the Act; thut the informers and constables were 
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so frightened by the people that none would act ; that the trained 
bands were as little inclined to suppress them by necessary force ; 
and that, although the- little meetings had been dispersed, there 
were 3 great Presbyterian meetings, where the doors were de- 
fended by 3,000 or 4,000 people, who refused to move but by violent 
force. 

It has therefore now to be considered whether his Majesty will 
think it advisable to pursue the Act so far as to employ his Guards 
to break these bodies by force, when it is visible that the people 
will be universally engaged in the defence. I fear the consequence 
to the Government, if a tumult is begun, and blood drawn upon it, 
yet am concerned for the interest and honour of his Majesty’s 
authority, that in the execution of a law, he should be brought to 
the necessity either of being affronted in the obedience due, or of 
visibly endangering the public peace. I consider the matter appears 
very melancholy on both parts, and am more confirmed in my 
opinion that it was very unhappily and unnecessarily brought to 
the trial. 

I have offered to his Royal Highness to suspend the last attempt 
by the force of his Guards, till his Majesty is consulted; at least, 
that all extremity might be forborne in his absence, and until he 
had determined what counsel to follow, and by what force to 
support it; in the meantime, I have sent, by the Duke’s order, 
to secure Major-Gen. Butler, and such others as are known to be 
dangerous, and likely to enflame, of which there are too many in 
the town. 

I wish the enlargement of Madame’s stay might persuade his 
Majesty to bring her to town, and take counsel upon the place. 
If you stay, I have thoughts of coming down to do my duty to 
the King, which, if you advise it, I will presently do. [4 pages.

I informed the Lord Keeper that the justices and aldermen 
absented themselves from duty, and asked him to rebuke them, 
which he promised to do; 3 or 4 gentlemen of quality went to 
Sir Wm. Turner, to acquaint him of a great meeting, and to desire 
him to go thither; but he refused, although persuaded by his 
brother, Serjeant Turner. All things are quiet, and we hope our 
instructions from the King will keep them so. The Lord Mayor 
has distrained on Mr. Middleton, the King’s operator, for 101., for 
allowing a preacher to escape.

Jas. Hickes to Williamson. I sent my son with your letter, 
received at 11 p.m., tv Sir J. Robinson, who promised an answer.

In the manufacture of my 
sail-cloth we, in the first place, blanch and scour the thread, 
boil it in-strong salt, and let it lie for 12 hours, and do our ut- 
most to make the cloth close and soft, so as to hold the wind, and 
be the better handled by the sailors; this operation also preserves 
it from rotting. To give an instance, take a linen and a woollen 
thread of equal bigness; the linen will be found much stronger 
than the woollen, but if a linsey woolsey is made of these threads, 
the woollen will outwear the linen, because of its flexibility. To 
this may be added that by a statute made 1 Jac., no cloth ought 
to be made for sails before the stuff be well beaten, blanched, and 
scoured, so as to make it fine and fit for the service; this was 
doubtless dictated by the experience of our predecessors. [Jbid.

I got out of Port Mahon with the 
Nonsuch, Victory, and the ketch, on the 26th, and on the 28th 
anchored before Majorca to buy bread, having only sufficient for 
12 days; but the Viceroy would allow no pratique unless I saluted 
the place with 5 guns, and would be content with 3 in return. 
The officers of health there were satisfied that we were in health, 
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and came from no infected place, which the Viceroy also acknow- 
ledged in his letter, to which I answered that I thought it a 
breach of articles on his part, and contrary to the Queen Regent's 
orders, to deny us the freedom of that port, when he knew we 
came from no infected place. 

I hope that his Royal Highness will acquaint his Majesty with it, 
and that the King will resent it asa matter of very troublesome con- 
sequences to us, if we must be forced to humour governors contrary 
to our instructions, or be shut out like pirates, from the ports and 
commerce of those who have so great advantages from his Majesty’s 
alliance. I will write to Sir Wm. Godolphin about it, and I doubt 
not but he will have his Majesty’s commands to prosecute the Vice- 
roy so warmly, that his fellow governors may learn of him the 
difference between points of ceremony, and things essential to a 
treaty. 

Admitting that it had been customary, or my duty, to be content 
with an unequal return of salutes, and that I had refused it, I yet 
cannot understand how the Viceroy could refuse us the freedom of 
buying and selling on that pretence, having nothing to allege on the 
matter of contagion; but happily, putting to sea that evening, the 
next morning I met Captains Beach and Holmes, who had left 
the victualler and the King David prize at Malaga, with the Mary 
and 3 other ships named, all which joined me at Formentera, where 
I was wooding. 

I find that fish, butter, and cheese are wanting for 9 weeks, 
which must be supplied with rice and oil, until we can get them. 
I have received a letter from Sir Denis Gauden mentioning a credit 
for that purpose, but it was not enclosed, nor any notice given in 
what part of the world I might find it. So by advice of the com- 
manders, I have been forced to send the Hampshire, Pearl, and 
Deptford ketch to Sir Thos. Clutterbuck at Leghorn, for rice, oil, 
and beer. I am going with the rest of the ships to Port Mahon, 
where I intend to unload the victualler and King David, and clean 
such ships as are foul. I have distributed the soldiers in the ships ; 
Mr. Churchill and his servant are with me, Mr. Daniell with Capt. 
[John] Holmes, Mr. Barkman with Capt. Helling, and the two 
serjeants with Captains Hayward and Coleman. 

I know nothing of the powder entrusted to commanders; the 
Ordnance officers should make better provision for us, not only of 
powder, but of match, canvas, paper, bullets, and other small 
stores. I hear from Sir Jno. Harman that an English ship which 
went with him to Tunis was forbidden by the French to enter that 
port, which is more than I durst have done by a French ship 
at Algiers; I beg directions as to doing the like with them, being 
warranted by their example. Let me know what proportion of the 
value of ships and goods of his Majesty’s subjects, retaken from the 
enemy, I am to retain for salvage; meantime I will take + of the King 
David's, leaving the parties to recover the rest if it is found too 
much. I have great reason to fear the badness of the victuals sent, 
but I refer you to a letter enclosed (missing), directed to the Navy 
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Commissioners on that subject, which I have left unsealed that you 
may read it.

Same to the Same. There being a small vessel bound from 
Port Mahon to Genoa, I take the opportunity to acquaint 
you of my great extremity for want of victuals. TI have 
with me the Portsmouth, Nonsuch, Victory fireship, and 
Deptford ketch, and they have neither bread nor flesh, nor 
any other provisions to go to sea with, althowyh they are all 
cleaned and rigged, except the Portsmouth. J have made 
shift hitherto with my own money to keep the men alive, but 
that being almost expended, and the small plenty of the 
place growing less, I daily expect downright want of all . 
things, if it pleases God to keep the victuallers much longer 
from us. 

The other ships of my division are all abroad, and I am 
sure by this time that they are reduced to a starving condition, 
if they have not met with the provisions from England, or 
found credit in those parts of Spain where they have been. 
The Portsmouth has not been cleaned for want of a main- 
mast, which cannot be got until the King David prize 
arrives; and if there is not one for her in that prize, she 
must be sent home, or to Leghorn, with a jury mast. I fear 
the Mary and Foresight, sent to Malaga to bring the King 
David to Port Mahon, have been forced to go to Cadiz for 
victuals. I am sure that the Bristol and Pearl, sent from 
Mahon a fortnight ago, are in no better condition, unless 
they have met with the victuallers, or found credit in Spain ; 
I shall find no victuals at Port Mahon when my money 
fails, which will be suddenly, if God is not merciful in 
speedily sending the ships from England. 

I hope his Royal Highness will be bountiful to us,and order 
the victualler to be more careful for the future to furnish 
early supplies, before we fall into such hopeless necessities as 
we are now in; for although we may escape some great 

_ disaster, yet our many and great wants have been hurtful 
to the service.— Port Mahon, 15 May 1670. [14 pages.

It is reported that a vessel from London, 
not finding any trade at Jamaica, went to South Carns near 
Mantanella for trade; finding a Spanish man-of-war, the mas- 
ter sent his mate aboard to inform him that he had merely 
come to trade, and meant nothing hostile; but the Spanish com- 
mander kept the mate, and the next morning fell upon the English 
ship, and after a close fight, took her, killing the master and most 
of his men; the Spaniard had 36 killed, and 30 wounded; it is 
also reported that the King of Spain has granted letters of marque, 
and that no Spanish ships are to lie in the latitudes of Barbadoes. 

There have been great earthquakes at Montserrat; the French 
have taken a Montserrat vessel, and also several from the Dutch, 
under pretence that they trade with the French plantations ; 
they intend no restitution, and merely promise, with regard to the 
master of the sloop killed by the French pinnace, to prevent the 
like for the future. 

Madame took leave of her Majesty and the Duchess of York on 
the 2nd instant, and went on board his Royal Highness’s pleasure 
boat, which set sail for Calais, his Majesty and his Royal Highness 
accompanying her a great part of the way towards Calais, returning 
to the Thames and to Whitehall on the 3rd; but her Majesty did 
not leave Dover until the 3rd. 

On 31 May, his Majesty’s frigates, with their convoys, went for 
the Straits. 

The Duke de Chaulnes writes that the French are not satisfied 
with the new Pope; that the Cardinal Patron, who has all the 
sway, is not inclined to the French interest, and has altered the 
recommendations of many principal officers whom the Duke had 
prevailed for; also they are much displeased at the making the 
Nuncio at Madrid Secretary of State. 

Lord Cornbury has been restored to his office of Lord Chamber- 
lain of her Majesty’s Household, by the mediation of Madame at 
Dover. Dr. Mews, President of St. John’s, and Vice-Chancellor of 
Oxford University, has been appointed to the deanery of Rochester, 
void by death of Dr. [Nath.] Hardy. Mr. Godolphin, lately sent by 
his Majesty to the. French Court, has been made a groom of the 
bedchamber. ; 

They report from Rome that the Pope intends selling several 
offices, so as to raise money to take off a tax on bread. The French 
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King has resolved to have a body of horse near Lorraine, to keep 
an eye on the Duke’s actions. 

The Princess Palatine being about to visit her son-in-law, 
the Duke of Hanover and Brunswick, some jealous people gave it 
out that there is some French negotiation in Germany, she being a 
lady much esteemed for her wisdom. 

The body of Lord Northumberland, who died at Turin of fever 
caused by travelling in the great heat, was on the way from Blois, 
accompanied by his disconsolate lady; it is thought that the 
French King will seize his horses, and most. of-what he has left in 
France, “par droit d’anbaine.” Lord Fauconberg had his last 
audience at Genoa on the 22nd, and took the right hand of the 
Duke. 

They report from Germany that the Grand Seignior, so far from 
offering the Emperor any assistance against those rebels who have 
taken up arms, has given private orders to his Bashaws to join with 
them, if they shall not be able to maintain their design without it. 
The magistrates are suppressing conventicles, according to the Act. 
On the Ist the Earl of Chesterfield was married to the daughter 
of the Earl of Carnarvon. 

Count Sparre, Ambassador from Sweden, is daily expected, to de- 
termine with his Majesty the limits in Flanders that are in dispute 
between France and Spain. 

Alderman Hayes and one Jekell, two eminent sticklers among 
the conventiclers, having been committed to the Counter, moved the 
King’s Bench for an habeas corpus, and afterwards for an alias 
habeas, since which they have been removed to Newgate by a fresh 
warrant. 

The negotiation of Herr Van Vonssenaer with the French King 
is a matter of much discourse with the Dutch, as although at his 
first audience the King appeared in a good humour, and thanked 
him for his harangue, it cannot but be noticed that the French 
King’s affection is spurious. It is reported from Paris that the 
King intends demanding 14 millions of Parliament, and unless some 
fair advantage offers, he will rest quiet this summer. The French 
Admiral, having concluded a peace, has arrived from Tunis. 

The Tripolites have broken with England, on account of there 
being no English Consul there. The Duke of Newburg is endea- 
vouring to borrow 300,000 crowns of the Dutch, and has threatened 
to treat with the French about Juliers, if refused. 

The Advice frigate has sailed from Portsmouth, with her convoy 
for the Straits, and will call at Plymouth, where the Guernsey and 
several merchantmen are ready to accompany them. A vessel frum 
Weymouth reports that Lord Howard is returning to England, 
not being able to make a peace with Tafaletta. [3 pages. Ibid.

I 
send the check books of the Mary Rose, though I had no assist- 
ance or convenience for mustering, and was as bad off as those put 
to make bricks without straw; their author [Phin. Pett] muster 
master at Gravesend, lies in bed until 11 or 12 o’clock in the day, 
when he should be doing his duty ; and when spoken to, threatens 
to fling the power up to those who gave it. 

By this ship’s books I told you much could not be expected to be 
saved by the mustering, but the King will not be charged more 
than his due, which was all that was undertaken or expected, and 
the demonstration of a penny saved, where no more could be, is as 
much satisfaction as 1,000/. I doubt not but by the ships now 
abroad, I could make such a sum, if encouraged and allowed the 
convenience. 

I desire that these books may stand for justification on the King’s 
behalf, against all others falseiy charging me. I beg payment of 
my salary for services rendered in 1666, which his Royal Highness 
2 years ago desired you to grant, and which you acknowledged to 
be due, I having had great sufferings through long waiting, and 
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being damnified nearly 1,000/.; or at least give me some just cause 
for non-payment, that I may be heard as promised, to show cause 
why I should so suffer and not others. I beg this, being privately 
attacked and maligned, though it is well known to several persons 
of quality that I was always desirous to serve his Majesty, as well 
before as after the Restoration, and therefore I hope I and my 
accusers may be heard before the Board, unless my crime is known 
to be worse than theirs; which if it is, I ought not to be suffered to 
live in his Majesty’s dominions ; without such a hearing I cannot 
hope for any encouragement. 

Noted by Pepys, 5 July 1670, that upon Parker being summoned 
to appear before the Board, where Mr. Pett had also attended 2 or 
3 times to answer Parker’s charges against him, Parker refused to 
own having charged him with anything, or having had any meaning 
in this letter; but afterwards owned that he meant Pett therein, 
but refused to discover the whole until he knew what Pett had 
written against him. It ended in Parker’s alleging that Pett lay 
in bed daily as stated, and Pett denying it; as Parker could 
not prove it, or anything else suggested in his letter, they were 
both dismissed, Parker several times Jaunching out, as usual with 
him, into expressions very unmannerly and injurious to the Board, 
with reference to their denying to grant lim an allowance for his 
first year’s service, contrary to the Duke’s order. [S.P. Dom.

of the profits, on trust to allow 20/.a year for his son James’s 
maintenance, and to employ the surplus towards buying a farm for 
him, beseeching your Majesty to confirm such place in consideration 
of his great sufferings and losses. The lady alleges that there is 
no other provision for her son, and hopes that as long as Coward 
(who is but a trustee) holds the office, he should pay the profits 
as Sir Francis directed. 

That a letter was produced from the Earl of Carberry on behalf 
of John Doddington, his secretary, stating that at the instance of 
Doddington, his lordship engaged the [late] Lord Treasurer to move 
his Majesty for Sir Fras. Doddington, and that Coward’s name having 
to be made use of, Sir Francis declared that it was to be for the 
benefit of John Doddington, if he survived his father.

but if he should miscarry, the world could not blame the French 
King if he looked to the concerns of his son. 

It is reported from Brussels that the Constable [of Castile] is so 
indisposed that he cannot attend to any public business. The Queen 
of Spain is very impatient for a new Governor, and has told her 
Council that if they do not presently agree upon the election, she 
will send one of her own choosing. 

They advise from Tangier that Taffaletta has beheaded his 
3 nephews, and is gone to Fez, where he will go against his enemies 
with a strong army, they beginning again to appear powerful. 

Lord Fauconberg has gone from Leghorn for Florence, one out 
of every English house attending him in the morning. 

The Elector of Cologne threatens to make war on the Marquis of 
Westerlow, pretending that the lands of Petersheim are appended 
to his diocese, and the Marquis is fortifying the castle against a 
surprise. 

A proclamation is issuing directing such as served in the time of 
the rebellion to depart four 6 months. Pursuant to an Order of 
Council, the Surveyor-General, with the assistance of the Lord 
Mayor, caused the seats in public meeting-places to be pulled down. 
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The meetings are not so frequent as formerly, and those lately 
held were seized upon and dispersed. The Guards are to be 
augmented, the Duke of Monmouth’s troop to 200, and the other 
two to 150 each. Sir Thos. Chicheley is sworn in as privy coun- 
cillor. ‘lhe Speedwell and Falcon have arrived in the Downs, as 
convoys to the Straits fleet, and the Advice and Guernsey passed 
by Weymouth, with several ships from the Straits. The Industry 
of North Yarmouth, bound for the West of Ireland, was chased off 
Cape Clear by 2 Turkish men-of-war, and forced to alter her 
course. 

It is reported from Venice that the Prince Vizier informed 
Cavalier Molino, the Venetian Ambassador, that the Grand Seignior 
has at last ratified the peace, and that it will soon be sent to him. 
The Turkish Envoy is returning from France, with an officer of the 
King to conduct him to Toulon, and bear his charges by the way. 
M. D’Estrades, the ex-Ambassador, has arrived in Holland, under 
pretence of treating about a marriage with a rich widow of Zea- 
land ; he says the King of France will strictly observe the friend- 
ship existing, but any nearer alliance is not to be expected. 

The Prince of Orange’s visit to England has been deferred until 
next month. Capt. Gothem has arrived in Zealand, and has been 
in company of the galleons, who are believed to have reached home. 
The Imperial army has been reinforced by the loyal Hungarians 
with 5,000 horse and 3,000 foot, and is now supposed to be 
30,000 strong.

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infirmities, which render me useless; what I have done was by the 
encouragement of those who I thought could not be mistaken in what 
they advised.

Same to the Same. The careening of the ships is over, which 
has been long enough about, through the defects of the 
Jersey’s sheathing. My mainmast is sprung, and the sails 
and boats are very crazy, for want of supplies to repair 
them; but I have so well recruited that they will now be 
serviceable through the winter. I hope to get in the pro- 
visions in 4 days. I designed to sail eastward, but as all 
the merchant ships except 2 have arrived for a convoy, I 
have resolved to go with them to Cadiz, rather than detain 
so many waiting for 2, or leave them to rwn the adventure 
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of the seas without convoy. There are 8 bound home, one of 
which is the Olive Branch from Smyrna, richly laden. 

Capt. Noble, of the Fame, has returned from Genoa to 
tuke in goods for Cadiz; but the 2 Dutch convoys which 
came from Smyrna got the start of him, on purpose to 
countenance 2 of their ships which are there, bound for 
Cadiz. I have written to assure our Consul and the English 
thut the Fame shall have a better convoy than the Dutch, 
because strangers (through the pitiful and inconsiderable 
vessels that trade in these seas) decline lading on English 
bottoms, and the French are now the blades that bear away the 
belle in trading.

Sowerby has 
shown me a dangerous pamphlet entitled, “Serious 
queries against the late Act of Parliament relative to meet- 
ings, wherein it is endeavoured to make the late Act 
(against conventicles) appear as against the laws of God, of 
the nation, and of nature.” It is the most dangerous piece 
of work I ever saw. “ Mene Tekel” was a notable one, but this 
author frequently quotes scripture, Magna Charta, Judge 
Coke, and severul others, to prove that the Act is contrary to 
all before expressed, and tells the people that it is high time 
for them to look about them. It also gives a relation of what 
became of Sir Rich.

On 31 Dec. last, we were taken near 
Sardinia by a Turks man-of-war, and carried to Algiers, 
where we were sold like horses, and very much abused, for they 
made us lie down on our backs, and two men with ropes beat 
us until the blood ran down our heels; for three months 
my diet was bread and vinegar, and that only once a day. 

They are at me to turn Turk, and to deny my God, which 
I hope I shall not do, even if they kill me. They have threa- 
tened, if I do not turn, to beat me on the soles of my feet 
until the blood runs out of my nose. Pray do your 
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endeavours to get me clear; I know you are not able of 
yourself, but if any merchant will advance the money 
which is for my ransom, I will be his servant, by sea or 
land, until it is repaid. If I am not redeemed, I must lie 
here and rot, as my master is undone, having lost both ship 
and goods. We fought as long as we could stand, and had 
two men shot and three wounded. The Turks abused the 
lady and her maid as no Christian would have used a dog, 
and their backs were blacker than my writing. Had I been 
seen writing this letter, I should have received at least 200 
blows for it.

The Prince of Orange was going to Amsterdam on private affairs, 
but hearing that the City had made great preparations for his re- 
ception, he abandoned his design. 

Sieur Gaboret, commander of a French man-of-war, has taken 
3 Dutch merchantmen, laden with negroes and horses, beyond the 
line. 

On the 22nd, at 10 a.m., arrived an express from Paris, with 
tidings of the sudden death of Madame, his Majesty’s sister, at 
St. Cloud, of the colic, after coming out of a bath; it had such an 
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June 27, effect on his Majesty that he immediately took to his bed, and has 


not since appeared at Council. Madame had taken chicory water 
on leaving her bath, being in great pain, and was immediately 
taken with colic, and declared she was a lost woman. There being 
some suspicions, the French King caused her body to be opened, in 
the presence of the English Ambassador and some English doctors, 
who found her vitals so much wasted that they wondered she had 
lived so long ; but her liver was sound, which would not have been 
had she been poisoned. The French King acquainted his Majesty 
and Lord Arlington of this through an express, and also that he 
was about sending over Marshal Bellefonds to condole and give a 
more particular account, under the oath and hands of those present. 

A pleasure boat arrived at Spithead, and sailed for Cowes to 
carry Sir Thos. Morgan and others to Guernsey. A Dutch ship of 
Amsterdam has sailed from Portsmouth for the coast of Barbary, 
having been waiting half a year for men. 

It is reported from Brussels that Don Francisco Alvelde, Governor 
of Nieuport, has sent a circular letter to tlie Governors of Omer, 
Ypres, and Dixmude, advising them that the French King would 
return to Lille, and that he persisted in his design of making him- 
self master of Ypres, for which purpose he had provided himself 
with a quantity of palisades. 

The Queen and Council of Spain have resolved on the return of 
the Constable [of Castile], but have ordered his stay until the receipt 
of an express. Meantime they have sent some propositions to 
Vienna(?) concerning a Governor there, who is said to be the Prince of 
Lorraine; upon the coming of the Constable, Count Marcine is to 
manage the military affairs, and Don Estevan de Gamarha the 
civil. 

The Loyal London, which was burnt by the Dutch at Chatham, 
has been rebuilt so as to carry more guns, and was launched at 
Deptford on the 25th. 

Their Royal Highnesses have sent Col. Villiers and his lady to 
France, to fetch their daughter, who was sent there under the care 
of Madame. Though the meeting-houses were again supplied by 
the Bishop of London on the 26th with pious and able ministers, 
and had a great auditory, including some that formerly frequented 
these places, yet a few were obstinate, and got together privately ; 
they were discovered, their teachers secured, and account taken 
of the rest, in order to their prosecution under the Act. 

The Danish minister in Holland, finding that the story in the 
Hague Gazette of the Earl of Essex’s deportment towards the 
Governor of Cronenburg Castie, and the Governor’s submission to 
him, tended to the disadvantage of that nation, and lessened the 
effect of his own printed relation, Sir Wm. Temple, his Majesty’s 
Ambassador, has caused the Gazette to publicly acknowledge it as 
bee error, by printing another declaration declaring the other to be 
alse. 

The Knights of Malta have, by their envoy, put in a memorial 
to the States concerning their pretensions. The Landgrave of 
Hussia [Hesse] was at the Hague, but has left for England. 
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The cargo of the galleons is valued at 24 millions, 7 or 8 whereof 
belong to the King. 

They write from Poland that the Cossacks are willing to submit 
to Dorisensko, their general, but not to be subject to Poland, and 
that a German has arrived there from Tartary, about a design of 
the Turks and Tartars to invade Poland.

Van Beuningen experiences great difficulties in the proposal for 
joining fleets against the pirates in the Mediterranean. The English 
Ambassador has brought the King his Majesty’s ratification to all 
the articles about the triple alliance. 

The States have written to the Queen Regent of Spain for pay- 
ment of the second subsidy due to Sweden in 4 months, as also that 
due to Brussels upon the same subject ; the payment will be made 
in due time. 

It is believed in Brussels that Don Juan has accepted the govern- 
ment of the Netherlands, and that his confidant, Count de Servela, 
will be sent to command for a time. 

Denmark is inclined to enter into the triple alliance, and 
De Witt, whois there, says he has had the same respects as the 
Earl of Essex. 

The minister from the Dukes of Luneburg is upon his return 
home, after five years’ continuance, and pretends to subsidies in 
time of peace, which may be an example for Sweden. Those Dukes 
demur to entering into the triple alliance; this minister protests 
that they do not intend to engage with France. 

The Prince de Tarante talks of going to France in September ; 
and the Landgrave of Hesse is gone to visit him. 

The Prince of Orange has asked the advice of De Witt, the 
pensioner, upon his voyage to England, but finds him reserved; he 
expects the Assembly of the States will not oppose it. 

In 8 days three things have happened of great importance, viz. 
(1) the arrival of the English East India ships, whose lading cost 
4,300,000 livres, and will yield 11,200,000; of this 6 millions will 
furnish a fleet bound for the Indies, 1,500,000 go towards payment 
of debts, and 2,800,000 to pay interest, &c., besides which a con- 
siderable stock will remain. 

(2) Our Guinea fleet safely arrived at Leghorn; and (3) the 
safe return of the galleons, in which the people of those provinces 
are as much concerned as the Spaniards. These chree fleets will 
bring into England upwards of 40 millions in money and goods. 
The business of Surinam has been ordered as the King of 
England would have it.

The Governor 
of the Castle and Port of Mahon refuses to let more than 8 of my 
ships into the harbour at once, which is very prejudicial, and which 
I think he can hardly justify, seeing I demanded his leave for them 
to come in, and that is all that is required by the articles. I have 
complained of all this to Sir Wm. Godolphin, and intreated him to 
interpose for redress at Court, so that Spanish friendship may be 
rendered something better than nothing. 

When at Tunis, on 22 June, I corroborated our peace with them, 
doubting it might begin to waver through the French blocking up 
the place. M. Le Marquis de Martel, commander of the French fleet, 
having hindered an English ship with contraband goods from 
entering that port, I questioned him upon it, and desired something 
under his hand, either that he had done it or would do it again ; 
but he seemed ashamed, and declined, and promised not to repeat it, 
and I promised not to molest the French trade with Algiers, except 
ships carrying contraband goods, as without any such promise, I 
dare not break the articles and orders by which I am to let them go 
free. Iam bound to Algiers, and if no considerable service can be 
done, I intend dividing my squadron into three parts, and sending 
one towards Sicily, another about Cape Palos and Cape de Gata, and 
myself about the Straits. I beg for a continuance of the news, and 
to be remembered to Will. Chiffinch and Luke Weeks. Noted as 
received 27 Aug. 1670.

Count Oxenstern, Envoy Extraordinary to Portugal, has arrived 
here in his passage, and will spend a few days. 

The young Countess of Northumberland landed at Dover on the 
25th on her way to London, but having to go to Petworth to 
attend her deceased husband’s funeral, she made but a short stay. 

Marshal de Bellefonds, who came from the French King to con- 
dole with his Majesty on the death of Madame, and to give a fuller 
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account of the cause of her death, had a private audience with his 
Majesty for nearly 2 hours; and in tine evening the Chevalier de 
Lorraine, sent from Monsieur on the same errand, had another. 

His Majesty ordered Alderman Hayes and Mr. Jekell tv be brought 
before him at the Council on the 29th, and directed the Lord 
Mayor, by whose warrant they were committed, to attend, when 
they were ordered to be remitted to Newgate until they gave 
security, according to former order. 

The Constable of Castile having received letters appointing 
Monterri to succeed him in his government in Flanders, has paid 
his debts, amounting to 150,000 guilders, and given orders to his 
servants to do the same, for which purpose he distributed a con- 
siderable sum amongst them. He has also arrested several persons 
of note at Bruges, amongst whom are the Procurator General of 
Flanders, the Fiscal of the Privy Council, and M. Robianno, the 
Secretary. The Prince of Orange’s visit to Enghien is again post- 
poned. The States are about sending to the Court of Spain and 
to the Constable, for payment of the residue of the subsidies due to 
the Swedes, which it is thought will be made next November. 

The Electors of Cologne and Bavaria are about an alliance with 
France, and the Luneburg Minister has orders to leave the Hague 
for France, which gives occasion to some jealousy, though ’tis judged 
the Luneburghers’ design goes no further than to obtain some 
subsidies from Spain and the States. The States’ Commissioners at 
Brussels—not having gained any positive resolution in the article 
of the treaty, providing that, in case either Spain or Holland shall 
be at war with France, the other party may have liberty of naviga- 
tion to any French port—are preparing for their return home. 

Since the fire at Moscow which destroyed 6,000 houses, they 
have had another, which consumed 4,000 more, including numerous 
churches and palaces, so that many of their grandees were forced 
to live in tents in the open fields. The Act for Oxford is put off 
this year. The States’ Deputy, Heer Van Beuningen, went 
hence yesterday. [8 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 277, No. 6.] 


Chris. Musgrave to Williamson. I hear from Scotland that 
their fears there are great, their guards being doubled towards the 
west, and the whole of them on duty every night from 10 p.m. to 
3 am.

I intreat you 
to represent my condition to his Royal Highness, and ask him for 
orders to discharge my bills; and to let the victuallers, by a 
needful supply of money, be ina capacity to show me all punctuality, 
which alone will purchase me credit here. I hear from Sir Thos. 
Allin that the victuallers he expected from England in December 
did not arrive until May, which much obstructed him in the King’s 
affairs; that he was often necessitated to run into port, to 
patch up a month’s victuals; and at last he was forced to send the 
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Hampshire and other ships to me for oil, rice, and beverage wine, 
which were supplied. I will undertake to supply his Majesty’s 
ships with whatever they may require, on much easier terms than 
they now stand the King in, charge of transportation, &c., considered, 
by which means the ships will not lose time in fruitless ex- 
pectations. 

A vessel with prize currants from Tripoli advises that the Mer- 
chant’s Delight, the Concord, and another English ship were brought 
into Tripoli as prize by the Algerines, and sold to the Bashaw there 
for 10,0001., and that the commanders of the first two were killed in 
the fight.

By rebuilding from 
the ground, I should not only make the whole uniform, but more 
secure, and improve the Savoy rents. The master of the Savoy 
offered to renew my lease gratis up to 40 years, and if he survived 
5 years more, to do the same again; but I not being satisfied with 
what he first offered, he has now refused to do as he promised. I 
beg a lease of the ground to build upon, so that I may not bear 
the whole burden of my loss. 

With a recommendation thereon to the master of the Savoy to 
comply, and a reference to the Surveyor-General of the Works, 
to view and report to the Lords of the Treasury what is fit to be 
done, his Majesty much compassionating the petitioner, and being 
desirous to procure her what relief he can.

Mr. Wright thinks the best way will be to send 4 or 5 men to work 
out such masts as are fit for the service, as it will save a fourth of 
the freight, and one flyboat could carry them away; they are 
generally for fourth-rates or under. 

I have expended half of the 4 barrels of tar sent about the new 
great storehouse, new house, and crane, and will proceed as far as it 
will go. The Blue Boar and White Rose lie here still, and impair 
daily. J propose the recovery of some anchors which were ordered 
for the Mary, but fell by the ship’s side, and could never be got up, 
being without stocks; I believe I can get it done for 100. or 12/. an 
anchor, and without any consideration allowed until the work is 
done. Several in the town have imitated the Dutch wreck-fishers in 
their instruments, as probes, tongs, &c. [Zbid. No. 138.] 


Ant. Thorold to Hickes. The Francis, Windsor, and Elizabeth 
of Lyme have arrived from Morlaix and St. Malo, and report that 
upwards of 700 seamen have left those places for Brest, to man 
14 sail of the King’s ships fitting there; but upon what design 
they are intended is not known.

Allin at Algiers, where about 20 English ships—consisting 
of 2 third-rate, 6 fourth-rate, 2 fifth-rate, 2 fireships, and some 
ketches—will continue, while the rest of the fleet will be sent 
abroad, to give safe convoy to the merchants. The Portuguese 
report that Prince Don Pedro, going in a ketch to visit Sir Edw. 
Spragg on board the Revenge, was saluted with & guns; but the 
Prince, expecting that he would have struck his flag, passed by 
the Revenge in some discontent. 

The Turks about Ancona took some Tartars with their men, and 
carried them away, notwithstanding the 5 great guns of the castle, 
which the Governor thought to have scared them with. The Pope 
does nothing, but leaves all to his nephew, Cardinal Paluzzi 
Altieri, who has already given himself 30 million crowns a year 
out of the ecclesiastical revenue, 

Ashenhurst and Berkenhead, two notorious highwaymen, have 
been taken at a village near Oatlands by Justice Andrews and 
7 others, and conveyed to the White Lion. Ashenhurst received a 
dangerous shot-wound in the side, and 2 of the justice’s company 
were wounded ; 2 others escaped. Lord Delamere’s son was married 
to Sir Jas. Langham’s daughter on the 7th. 

The revolters in France have taken Aubenas, where there were 
200 Swiss, of whom they killed upwards of 50, and took an officer 
and severai others prisoners, threatening the same usage that any 
of theirs should receive from the others. The rest of the Swiss 
withdrew into the castle, which the governor resolved to hold to 
the last, although he had only victuals for 25 men; whereupon the 
besiegers began to undermine the walls. The revolters number 
from 20,000 to 22,000 strong, and are in two bodies, besides scatiter- 
ing troops of 200 or 300, who are all engaged to join when required. 
They are commanded by le Chevalier de Comande, and the Baron 
Des Arts, and several reformed officers, and are fortifying a moun- 
tain accessible in 2 places only, so as to secure their retreat. ‘They 
have agreed, on the persuasion of certain commissioners deputed 
from Montpelier, to lay down their arms, on the promise of a 
general amnesty ; but although the King has had notice of it, he 
has not countermanded the order to his troops, who continue to 
march. 

They write from Paris that M. de Lionne has written to 
several Princes of the empire, that the French King has no inten- 
tions of meddling with any of his neighbours, and had no preten- 
sions to Lorraine, but would protect the lawful heir. 

It is reported from the Hague that the Elector of Cologne has 
desired the States to recall the garrison they sent to Petersheim, 
and that the merchants very much press the States for a reprisal 
upon Spanish ships; but that the States have resolved to use all 
fair means, and to write to the Court of Spain about it ; if satis- 
faction is not given, they promise to see that right is done. 

Mr. Werden, Envoy Extraordinary from his Majesty to Sweden, 
will begin his voyage in a few days, having received all his des- 
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patches. The Council having received information of disorders in 
the conventicles, are very careful for their suppression, and have 
ordered them to be shut: up. 

Those of Tangiers will soon be in the field, in order to secure 
more ground for the better accommodation of the inhabitants, who 
enjoy plenty, and have laid aside all thoughts of a treaty with the 
Moors. A Turkish brigantine has plundered and carried away the 
people of a French vessel, so that they will not gain any greater 
security from their peace than we did from ours. 

A Dutch and English convoy of 27 sail has left Leghorn, and 
others are at Corso, having several men on board who belonged to 
the Sapphire, a practice which they have not so publicly made use 
of until lately. The report of a collier of Topsham being chased by 
a Turkish man-of-war is unfounded ; the men quitted her through 
fear, but afterwards found that the ship was an Ostender. 

The States have received an account from the Indies that 
Macassar being beaten, the Moluccas are secured, and the Island of 
Celebes assured to them; also that the King of Ceylon, being very 
aged, has made the Dutch Company his heirs, so that whereas they 
had formerly but three strong places, they will now be sovereign of 
the whole kingdom; if the negotiations they are upon succeed, 
no other nation will be able to trade to the Indies without loss. 

The Countess of Castlemaine is to be created Duchess of Cleve- 
land, and her eldest son Marquis of Southampton [sic].

I am much troubled to 
see his Majesty at such unnecessary charge in keeping 100 ship- 
wrights in pay, with no materials in the stores to employ above 
half of them, and the summer fast declining; besides the ill 
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consequences that may ensue from not repairing other ships in the 
double dock and harbour, many of which want much done to them 
before they can go to sea. The surveyor has inquired after some 
knee timber in these parts, but there are no hopes of any ; he only 
found Mr. Mason of Maidstone that could furnish, and he was un- 
willing to do so unless he could sell a considerable quantity of 
other sorts. 

It would be better husbandry for his Majesty to give any rate 
for them, rather than keep men in pay and let them stand still for 
want of these. The works on the Newcastle are almost done, but we 
must either sheathe her, or strip off a great part of her plank under 
water, which is worm-eaten ; it would be less charge to sheathe 
her, and for this I shall require some fir timber and tenpenny 
sheathing nails. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 284, No. 144.] 


Capt. John Tinker to Pepys. As the London is rigged, and her 
sails will be on the yards to-day, pray write to the Trinity House 
to appoint a pilot to carry her down the next spring tide, and 
order a week’s provisions; I would rather not have more, being 
anxious to keep the ship as light as possible, on account of the 
depth of water. Many of her men have never appeared, and I 
doubt if they ever will, they being afraid of being turned over to 
the Greenwich ; 100 watermen will not be sufficient, as everything 
works heavy, being new, but I would not put the King to un- 
necessary charge.

The Pope visited the Queen of Sweden on Sunday, and was 
heard to say that her Majesty could not contrive so efficacious 
an expedient to prolong his life, as frequently to let him see and 
serve her ; on the Tuesday following she returned the visit. 

On 29 June Sir John Finch, his Majesty’s Resident at Florence— 
40 days having elapsed since the late Duke’s death—had an audi- 
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ence with the Dowager Duchess to condole with her; but as she 
broke into a torrent of tears, he was forced to be very short in 
congratulating her on the assumption of her son to his father’s 
greatness. 

Ashenhurst the highwayman has died of the wounds received on 
his apprehension. 

Lord Ambassador Montague has had an audience of condolence 
with his Christian Majesty, but not with Monsieur. The moun- 
taineers near Vivaretz, who have sent petitions for pardon to the 
Court, grow more and more submissive as the French forces march 
nearer to them. Their number is large enough to cope with those 
sent against them, were their resolves as great; but rather than 
run any hazard, they are willing to give the necks of their ring- 
leaders to the halter, or their bodies to the galleys, as the King 
shall judge meet. 

His Royal Highness is well and at Richmond, and has not had 
anything to confine him to his chamber, except a cold, whatever 
reports may be spread to the contrary.

I pricked 12 spinners yester- 
day, on account of their yarn being too big, and the master work- 
man consented ; he is almost dead with melancholy, on finding my 
predictions too true.

berry. We have heard the petitioner, and also Charles, now Earl 
of Norwich, and find that George, the late Earl, being Secretary 
of the Council of the Marches, upon the surrender of Sir John 
Vaughan, 8 years since, made Lynne his deputy during the Earl’s 
life, which office Lynne held until his death, and since, under the 
present Earl and his trustee Mr. Wynn. That the present Earl— 
having received affidavits of misdemeanours committed by Lynne, to 
the prejudice of the Earl’s profits—sent him a discharge, constituted 
Clapham his deputy, and obtained a letter from his Majesty to the 
Lord President and Council, for swearing and admitting Clapham, 
which was done by Sir Timothy Turner and Sir Simon Degg ; 
Sir Job Charleton opposed this, and with two others of the Council 
Extraordinary, ordered that Lynne should continue in his place until 
next term. This difference has occasioned inconvenience, and may 
cause further disturbances, if not prevented. 

We are of opinion that Lynne’s deputation determined by the 
death of the late Earl, and that the present Earl and his trustee 
may dispose of the place. Lynne alleges that on the surrender by 
Sir John Vaughan, the Earl caused him, Lynne, to be bound with him 
to Sir John in 5001., which he afterwards paid, as consideration for 
the life interest in the office, to which the present Earl replies that it 
was by the provision only of the late Earl; and that even if it had 
been Lynne’s money, he has forfeited it in equity by the affidavits 
of his misdemeanours ; this is objected to by Lynne, who maintains 
that the question ought to be judicially tried, and he continued in 
his office meantime. We cannot determine this, but think his 
Majesty should refer it to the Lord President [of the Marches of 
Wales], who is about going thither, and to the Council, to settle the 
business, so as to prevent further disturbances—10 Aug. 1670.

It would be too tedious to inform you of 
the trouble, care, and fear I have been in, by the long passage of 
the William and Thomas, but it was 6 June before I took any 
victuals out of her, Some that met her had taken what they could 
get, so that there was but a month’s butter, cheese, and oatmeal leit, 
which fell heavy upon us, and consequently upon the service, as I 
was forced to send the Hampshire and two other ships to fetch oil, 
rice, and wine, and that was not good. We are often short for want 
of money and acomplete victualling ; Capt. Caslicke [Carslake] can 
give an account of what was left Capt. Beare, and you must consider 
what will be needful, according to the time his Majesty intends to 
keep a fleet out. My ships can dono good upon them (the Algerines) 
by sailing, as they will not fight, unless by accident or force, which 
makes us all weary of this way of warfaring. 
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I have sent home the Portland and Pearl, they being so weak 
that the officers are in fear, if it blows hard, that they will be 
drowned, and the pumps are scarcely ever out of their hands. The 
Bristol must soon follow, as although all possible means were used 
in the last careening, she is as leaky as the others, and [ fear the worm 
is entering all our ships. I suppose you have had the accounts from 
Leghorn, by which, and Melmoth’s letter, you will find that I have 
husbanded the King’s money with as much thrift as I was capable 
of; I therefore beg pardon if I have done amiss. [S.P. Dom., 
Car.

treat of union between the kingdoms, they are requested to pass a 
similar Act.

[H. Muddiman] to — Eldred, Colchester. News-letter. The 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland has issued 2 proclamations, one for 
preventing litigious suits, and the other for regulating fees in courts 
of justice. The Lords of the Treasury have adjourned for a month, 

The rains have been so frequent about Vienna, that all the rivers 
and brooks have overflowed, and carried away some of the bridges 
and houses, and drowned above 100 persons. We are advised by 
way of Dantzic, that the Vaivodes, Moherstein, Lubornieski, and 
Barkouski, had taken large sums of money with them, with the 
intention of going to France by sea; but their design being dis- 
covered, magistrates of Dantzic, by order from the King [of Poland], 
seized them together with 600 musketeers, and brought them back, 
where they are secured until the next Diet, when they are to answer 
in person. It is said their business was to have raised forces, to 
have been headed by the Chatellan Sosnaneski. The new Governor 
of Flanders has ordered Count Taxis to Vienna, and M. de Louvignes 
to Lorraine, to bring those Princes into a closer alliance. 
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The Prince of Orange will come to England, but no time is 
yet mentioned. Two ships of Malta of 250 men each had a close 
fight with 2 Turkish ships of 800 men each, when one of the latter 
was blown up, but the other escaped; the two Maltese have 
returned home much torn. By order of his Majesty in Council, some 
workmen, and others, have gone towards a barn near Redriff, some- 
times used as a meeting place. 

Two fires happened here in two days, one at the end of Bartho- 
lomew Lane, which burnt one house together with the master, the 
nurse, and two children, and another at the George Inn, Southwark, 
which destroyed some houses and stables. Lady Anne, his Royal 
Highness’s daughter, has landed at Rye. She was presented, on 
her departure from France, with a pair of bracelets, set with 
great diamonds, valued at 10,000 crowns, by the French King. 

The Pope of Rome has revived a decree that none shall be ad- 
mitted into religious houses under 25 years of age, and also forbids 
compelling any person to go into such houses. 

The news concerning the people of Vivaretz is confirmed, and 
that the [French] Court, who before made a trifle of it, are strangely 
alarmed, not only at their number—which is reported to be above 
20,000—but because they are so well officered and disciplined, 
and have a Maistre de Camp amongst them; but they believe he 
may be amongst them more upon design than to do them service. 

[Wm.] Talbot, who was pursued by the proclamation, has been 
taken and committed to prison. 

General Specke has acquainted the Emperor, by express, that 
Prince Ragotski’s forces have come to him, and several garrisons 
have submitted, but that a party of Hungarians having posted 
themselves off Esse, he had refused both his and Ragotski’s forces, 
unless upon condition of a general pardon, and liberty to live 
peaceably at home ; the Emperor’s pleasure therein is desired. 

The Sally men have lately taken a French and Portuguese ship. 
The States have altered their resolution as to sending De Groote to 
France, and are sending an Ambassador to Spain. 

His Majesty went to Woolwich on the 24th, and was much 
satisfied to see the London sail towards Chatham, she being ac- 
counted the best sailer of her rate that has ever been in England. 
He also went to Gravesend on the 27th, to give order for a new 
model of a fortification to be made there. 

Lord Henry Howard has sent part of his retinue for England, 
intending to return himself by way of France and Spain; the Duke 
of Buckingham’s servants have set forward for France, the Duke 
and some other persons of quality intending to follow with the 
answer to the French King’s compliment, made by Marshal de 
Bellefonds. Mr. Saville also goes from his Royal Highness to 
Monsieur, to answer his by M. Flamerine. 

One of the principal towns in Roussillon has turned out the 
French garrison, and the magistrates have sent to the rebels in 
Vivaretz, that they will join with them, and maintain the place, if 
they will persevere in their design, and give them protection. 
M. de Louvay was expected there to serve the King’s interest, order 
being sent to the nobility of Languedoc to be in arms. 
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The French King is going to Fontainbleau for 3 weeks, and then 
to Chambert, so that in his absence, the camp(?) which he had 
designed might be sent towards the rebels, if there is no better 
account from those parts. 

His Majesty finding that the Senate and City of Hamburg have 
not given the satisfaction to his merchants so often demanded, for 
the loss suffered in their river, has granted letters of reprisal.

Sir Thos. Allin to Williamson. I left Malaga on the 20th, and 
went to Tangiers, where I delivered the Algiers brigantine I had 
taken to Lord Middleton, who thinks it will do good service. I 
had to come here to mend my foremast, and am sailing westward, 
after 7 Algerine men-of-war. Thanks for the Gazettes, but the 
news about ourselves [ oftener get from the merchants, whose 
diligence is so much greater than ours that we have to glean 
after them. Pray amend this defect in our intelligence. ([Jbid. 
No. 119.] 


Hum. Colston to Williamson. A Frenchman has come in, who 
met 6 of the Algerine men-of-war that engaged with his Majesty’s 
frigate, so, that it is believed the 7th or Vice-Admiral is sunk, or was 
so disabled as to be forced to return to Algiers. A galliot and 
3 brigantines armed, out of several places in Spain, have taken 
several vessels from Algiers, with 240 Moors. Sir Thos. Allin and 
Sir John Harman, with several merchantmen under their convoy, 
are expected from Cadiz. The vintage is likely to be plentiful.

Grant of protection for 9 months to John David of Llandynam, 
co. Montgomery, to enable him to discover and prosecute persons 
guilty of coining and clipping money in that county. [S.P. Dom., 
Entry Book 28, f.

Warrant for a grant to the Mayor and burgesses of Hertford, of 
the third part due to the Crown of the forfeitures paid by factious 
people, for resorting to seditious and unlawful conventicles, in divers 
places of the county, they having heen active in putting the laws in 
execution against such offenders, to the good example of other cor- 
porations.

[Aug. 1.] Petition of Wm. Clarke, of Great Yarmouth, tothe King. Being 
churchwarden, I acquainted Jno. Woodroffe, a justice of the peace, 
of the meeting of divers persons at a conventicle ; he granted a 
warrant for dispersing of them. I touvk certain persons to assist, 
and found between 400 and 500 present, listening to the preaching 
of Fras. English. I desired the preacher to forbear, and the 
company to depart, and upon their refusing, took down the names 
of 50 of the chiefest, and went to the church and showed it to the 
bailiffs, and all the justices, and desired their assistance, but they 
refused. Justice Huntington, whose wife is a frequenter at such 
meetings, took the information of Timothy Official], and 2 others 
who were included in my lists as being present, on purpose to 
abuse me, and discourage me and others from being active in 
suppressing such conventicles. I pray an order that the fines may 
be levied, and disposed of according to the late Act of Parliament, and 
that Justice Huntington, who encourages conventicles, may be dealt 
with for not performing his duty.

Aug. 1. Rich. Bower to Williamson. Pray assist the bearer, who is one 
ot the churchwardens.

John Eyre to Sir John or Sir Gilbert Talbot. Since coming from 
London, I have been tired out with the great trouble occasioned by 
the meetings of the sectaries, whose numbers are far greater than 
before the Act, and there is hardly an officer that is not of their 
faction. I have threatened and fined some officers for their omissions 
and neglects, and recovered sums to the amount of 200/., but a tenth 
part has not yet been paid. I fined a farmer 20/. for suffering a 
meeting and conventicle in his farm; and hearing of another of 
300 persons, I despatched my servants for some force, resolving, for 
their insolence after being fined, to take them all; but they having 
their spies out, all dispersed. 

There are many other meetings of Anabaptists and Presbyterians, 
the latter numbering from 1,500 to 2,000 at a meeting; but their 
places being in by-corners, and in woods and edges of counties or 
hundreds, and their carriage higher and more resolute than befoure, 
it is difficult to do anything effectual, and if the informers are found 
in their meetings, those who are best known get encompassed about 
with strangers, and so protected. 

Many of the richer sort, to avoid the fines, let their lands and 
houses, and dwell in cottages, so that when the officers go to 
distrain, they hardly find 5/. worth. Others pass their goods and 
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personal estate, to secure their landlord’s rent, and others for the 
use of their children, so that the officers are threatened with suits 
at law; if some course is not suddenly taken, both informers and 
officers will become disheartened. I believe with regard to the 
Act for the Royal aid and supply, that the tenant was chargeable, 
and that the landlord was to allow it in his rent. I long since 
desired that some of Lord Oxford’s troop of horse should be 
quartered at Chaldfield, Warminster, Trowbridge, Bradford, and 
other places in Wilts, and also at Bath and Froome in Somerset, 
which was partly promised ; if it had been performed, I should have 
had no occasion for this trouble, as there would be no meetings.

When they go to disturb those assembled at 
unlawful meetings, the strangers present place themselves on 
the outside of the company, and by holding up their staves, 
keep the informers from coming near the speaker, or those 
they know ; so that the meetings much increase, and are more 
bold and insolent than at first, especially the Presbyterians. 

On 10 July last, coming to a meeting of 1,200 Presbyterians 
at Road Common, John Tanton and his wife, of Westbury, 
asked why they disturbed meetings which were according to 
God’s law, while the informers’ proceedings were those of the 
Devil, for which they would burn in hell fire. 

On 14 Aug. Jno. Curle, clothier of Freshford, Somerset, re- 
turning from another meeting which they kad disturbed, 
said they would rue it, and be caught in a net shortly. 
Nath. Barnard pulled a pistol out of his pocket and primed 
it, and another threatened to thrust his knife into their 
horses’ guts. John Love of Stoford, and Tobias Hacker, an 
Anabaptist of Road, who has been twice convicted, called 
them vile and scurrilous names. On going to a meeting at 
John Selcock’s house in South Wracall, he called them in- 
forming rogues, and threatened to knock out their brains if 
they approached nearer. Edw. Love said that John Cooper 
of Clifford charged him for returning him as one who had 
meetings at his house, and said, “I make no question but we 
shall do well enough with him and the rest of them shortly.”

Alexander, I did dispose of the beer 
mentioned, but not so basely as alleged, which my officers 
can testify, knowing I am not inclined to such mean 
actions. JI utterly deny the sale of any of it, but admit that 
I presented some to several persons to further our pratique, 
and often pressed the purser to come to some account respect- 
ing it, which he would have admitted if he had been living. 
Had I been guilty of what I am charged with, it must 
seem improbable that 15 pieces of 3 should be given for a butt 
of beer for which the victualler only allows 32s. a tun. 
As to detaining 221. 1s. of short allowunce, my accusers 
know that we were reduced to such great necessity, that had 
I not disposed of that and much more for victualling the 
ship, I should have been compelled to sell the King’s stores 
to keep the men from starving; I am willing to pay whut 
can be proved to have been laid out for my own use. I 
own to 101. 16s. for the first part of the short allowance, but 
for that from Oct. to Dec. 1669, I can show by my book that 
it has been paid, which the steward knows, notwithstand- 
ing setting his hand to the contrary. 

I had candles on extra occasions, but not so lavish'y as a 
pound a night beyond the King’s allowance. It is possible 
that my cook used additional wood, but I admire how the 
steward can be so exact in the quantity. 

Henry Roper was secretly entered by the steward, not- 
withstanding my order to the contrary; I leave it to you 
whether this was proper ; I wonder he does not pretend to 
his pay as well as victuals. I know little about the peas 
or fish, and suppose the charge for them 1s forged simply 
to fill up the paper.

Sir E. Spragg to Williamson. Since my last I have been to 
Lisbon, where I found the Guinea which brought our provisions, 
and the Suadudes, the Queen’s little ship. After cleaning, I came 
out with several merchantmen under my convoy, bound for Eng- 
land, but hearing guns to the westward, I made sail, and in an 
hour discovered two Turkish men-of-war attacking a Swede—three 
men of which they killed—to whose timely rescue I came up, as 
after the Turks made out who I was, they took to their heels. I 
pursued them some time, but finding I could do no good, I gave up 
the chase, and continued my course with my convoy. Standing in 
under Cape Montego, I espied a Turk lying becalmed; he did not 
move, having his boat ashore, which presently came off, leaving 
12 of his men behind, three of which were knocked on the head by 
the Portuguese, and the rest taken. I chased the Turk with the 
Warwick and Garland, but wanted wind, and daylight; in the 
morning, we saw him from the topmasthead, and Van Ghent, with 
his squadron, being then under the Burlings, 1 suppose he took up 
the chase. 

On the 5th, I came to an anchor off Oporto, to take such 
English merchantmen as were ready, and afterwards met the Lisbon 
Merchant from London, bound for Lisbon, who had been attacked 
by the Admiral of Algiers and his consort—supposed to be the 
same as I rescued the Swede from. The Admiral boarded the mer- 
chantman twice ; the first time he killed the master, but the second 
time, meeting with such a warm entertainment, they stayed above 
three glasses, and the lieutenant of the Admiral—one Brown, an Eng- 
lish renagado, who formerly ran away from Capt. Beach—called out 
that if they would help him to brace his yards, he would have 
nothing more to say to them; whereupon one of the Englishmen 
fired at him, and he leaped overboard and the English got clear. 

T have this froma Turk, whom the English shot down out of their 
foretop, on the first boarding ; he also says that his people at home 
are willing for peace, and daily looking for it, and that Sir Thos. 
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Allin had not been there for 3 months, until 40 days since, when 
he came out with 8 sail; although Crofts, a factor belonging to 
Algiers,—who is at Lisbon gathering, as he says, free benevolence 
money for the release of poor captives out of slavery, but presumed 
to be on some other account,—told me when at Lisbon, that Sir 
Thomas could not or would not come out until the end of August 
or beginning of September ; otherwise I should then have careened 
and done some service upon some of them. 

Coming from Lisbon, I desired Mr. Parry and the Consul to 
secure Crofts, and hope it has been done, as I believe him to be a 
rogue, lurking up and down these parts to wait my motions and 
give them advice; for on coming from Cadiz, I left him there, and 
on arriving at Lisbon, found he had taken a trip thither, and had 
a free pass to go where and on what ships he pleased, without 
molestation. Let me know how the Irish business is going on, and 
remember me to Sir J. Trevor. [24 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II.

' Mr. Werden, Envoy Extraordinary to Sweden, has gone. A great 
part of the Earl of Essex’s retinue have arrived from Denmark, so 
that his Excellency is daily expected. His Majesty, attended by 
Lord Buckhurst, went out at 3 a.m. for Tunbridge, and returned 
at night; on Monday he goes to Windsor, and the Queen to 
Hampton Court. 

The Treaty of Commerce in the West Indies, concluded with the 
Spaniards by Sir Wm. Godolphin, provides for a general oblivion of 
all injuries ; all prisoners to be set at liberty, and his Majesty to 
have sovereign right to Jamaica, and all places in possession of 
the English. 

The French letters are very big with the entertainment to the 
Duke of Buckingham, to which nothing could be added, either of 
kindness or grandeur. He was conducted to St. Germains by MM. 
Colbert and Lionne, two of the chief ministers of state, and there 
treated by the King, and lodged in Madame’s apartments, and his 
servants in those of one of the princes. The French letters and 
Gazette only mention the rebels as a lost people; the Dutch 
Gazette reports that after M. de Bezon, Intendent of Justice, had 
caused three of the principal rebels to be broken on the wheel, 
15 to be hanged, 200 or 300 to be sent to the galleys, and a 
pardon guaranteed to the rest, who implored the King’s mercy, 
some were sent to follow those who retired to the mountains, upon 
sight of whom several fled, and others were taken, but not without 
loss to the pursuers, occasioned by the shots from those sheltered in 
the woods. It also states that a process has been drawn up against 
Le Mothemire, a gentleman found among them, and that a pro- 
clamation has been issued exempting any place from the payment 
of subsidies and taxes for 20 years which shall deliver up dead 
or alive Rovre, the arch-rebel, and a large reward to any private 
person who shall do the like. 

We are advised from Marseilles that the 2 English frigates who 
engaged the Turks have got to Carthagena, and the merchant- 
men and victuallers to Port Mahon, and that Sally has set out 
some pinks and square-sterned ships, and is building 3 more of 
16 guns each. 

The Lord Chamberlain has married Lady Elizabeth Leigh. 
Several places having been fitted up at Mile End and Horsley- 
down for the meeting of conventiclers, orders were issued to pull 
them down, which was done, and the materials brought to the 
Tower. The vigilance of the magistrates in ferreting them out, and 
securing a considerable number, has made them shift their places, 
and change their time of meeting to evening, so that there is now 
no interruption to the Church. 
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Several ships have arrived from Barbadoes, and report the quiet 
condition of that place, and that seas and coasts are clear. The 
troubles in Hungary are over, and messengers have been sent to the 
Emperor by the Bashaw, to congratulate him, and to desire that 
his forces may be drawn further from them so as to avoid jealousy. 
Fort Elchiell—where upwards of 600 gentlemen had got together, 
with a sutficient force and a good store of provisions—was the last 
place that held out, and Major-Gen. Heister having advice on the 
difficulty in taking it, the Emperor sent them a general pardon, 
when it was surrendered. 

The Prince of Tuscany is sending ambassadors to several princes, 
and Marquis Puay to his Majesty. The Treaty of Commerce be- 
tween England and Spain has been read and approved by Council, 
and will shortly be ratified. We are advised from Leghorn that 
Evertsen was displeased with the deportment of the French at 
Cadiz, as when he gave 11 guns, they only returned 9, contrary to 
the agreement. Conde de Solres, sent by the new Governor of 
Flanders, has had an audience with his Majesty and his Royal 
Highness. Notwithstanding the former resolution of the States for 
adjusting the limits between France and Spain, they have made 
declaration to the Spanish Minister that, although the French might 
make some difficulty, they will not make the least stay in so im- 
portant an affair, there being no need for any jealousy between 
England and Sweden, whom they offered as arbitrators ; upon which 
the Spanish Ambassador replied that the Queen of Spain could not 
assent to it, unless they answered her reasons before sent, that they, 
being of the guarantee, ought to be of the arbitration; and there 
being but two, it was necessary a third should be added, in case of 
difference ; to this the States rejoined that being of the guarantee 
and arbitration were two several things, that they should con- 
tinue of the former, though they were of the latter, and that there 
was no occasion for a third until some dispute arose, which was not 
very probable.

His first design was to get 
me out of my commissions in the militia, and the peace for Middle- 
sex ; then to fight with me, and afterwards he confederated with 
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my maid servant and accuser that I saved from the gallows, and 
with other combinators, attended the Lord Chief Justice, and pro- 
voked him to commit me to prison for 13 weeks, without being 
ever examined, and although bail was offered. I am well assured 
that no person was ever committed upon the evidence of servants 
turned out of doors for high misdemeanors, without the cause of 
their discontent being inquired into. Pray make inquiries as to 
my loyalty and conversation. Were my old friend Tolson present, 
he would render you many thanks for your charity towards me 
and my disconsolate wife.

Deal, and the Custom House officers were taking the 
salvage, Marsh consented to a private sharing of a box of 
silk stockings, and had 10 pairs for his own use, which were 
found by Mr. Lodge ; he also bought 101. worth of tape out of 
the same wreck. John Heaselwood, a brandy seller in Deal, 
invited Hulk to go with him on board a ship in the Downs, 
to buy brandy and bring it ashore, he having been promised 
by Marsh that no duty should be paid; and although 
Heaselwood confesses he had not two gallons of brandy when 
the first impost came in force, yet he has been selling much 
of it at his house and shop ever since, and entered little of 
it in the Customs’ House book, and his house is the common 
one for Marsh to drink at.

On the 12th, I met Van 
Ghent to the west of Cape Spartel, with 4 men-of-war on the 
same design; he with some of his commanders came on board my 
ship, to consider of the likeliest course to intercept the Turks upon 
their return home, when it was agreed that he should lie off Cape 
Spartel, where the Hampshire, Foresight, and Portsmouth were 
left, and that I should go and keep the mouth of the Straits, be- 
tween Gibraltar and Ceuta, with the Bristol, Nonsuch, and Victory, 
and that notice should be given to each other by firing guns. 

On the 13th, I went to Gibraltar, where I washed and tallowed 
my ship, and then to Tetuan Bay. I spoke with a Frenchman of 
St. Malo, going with letters to Cadiz, and as he alleged, with one 
to the French Consul at Tetuan Bay, which I found to be false; I 
suppose he went to trade, and he has falsely reported that we took 
his bread and some goods. 

We chased the Gilt Rose and another upon the coasts of Barbary, 
but neither I nor Capt. Berry could do any good. We took one of 
3 brigantines with 22 men, one of whom had his leg so much spoiled 
by a shot that it had to be cut off. Her patron, Bondale Alli, had 
been a captain of an Algiers man-of-war of 24 guns, which was lost 
in a storm; he told me that some English ships to the westward, a 
few days since, fought 5 Algerines, three of which were put ashore 
near Cape Spartel, and there burnt, which has since been confirmed 
by a Spanish ship from Sariffo. Capt. Beach has orders to join me 
in the Straits; as the wind has been favourable for him to do so, I 
presume he must have had some occasion to detain him, so I hope 
the report is true.

Some 
soldiers of the new regiment, in endeavouring to rescue from 
6 Alguacils [bailiffs] a thief who had robbed a woman, killed one 
of the officers of the guard, which so enraged the soldiers that they 
sought revenge for 3 days, without any regard to her Majesty or 
their superior officers, and killed 10; several Alguacils and soldiers 
are to be hanged. 

Dr. Vaughan has been elected to the bishopric of Killalough(?), in 
Ireland, lately become void; and Dr. Herbert Astley has been 
appointed to the deanery of Norwich, void by the death of 
Dr. Crofts. The Lord Mayor and aldermen of London attended 
his Majesty in Council by appointment, when he desired them, 
while he was away, to continue their care for prevention of tumults, 
and to have a particular eye upon such as should presume to meet 
in conventicles, contrary to the Act; after which they were brought 
to the Wardrobe, and treated with wine. Several justices of the 
peace in and about Westminster also attended, and were directed to 
the same effect. His Majesty has given orders for the building of a 
frigate of 70 guns at Bristol, and 3 at Hull. The carriages of the 
King and Queen left on the 19th, and on Monday his Majesty, 
attended by his Royal Highness and a great number of the nobility 
and gentry, went for Windsor, and the Queen to Hampton Court. 

The Commissioners nominated by his Majesty to treat for Scotland 
concerning the Union are the Lord Commissioner, the Archbishop 
of St. Andrews, the Lord Chancellor, the Lord Privy Seal, the Earls 
of Athol, Hume, Dumfermline, Lothian, Tweedale, and Kincardine, 
the Bishop of Dumblane and Bishop of Galloway, the Lord Registrar, 
the Lord Advocate, and Lords Haltoun, Staires, and Newbyth, Sir 
Rob. Moray, and 7 others. 

The Duke de Crequi has marched from Paris, at the head of an 
army of 15,000 men, towards Peronne, a French frontier upon 
Flanders, partly for want of forage, and partly to prevent the incon- 
veniences that France lay under last’ year, when the troops spoiled 
the vintages in all places where they were quartered. 

The Duke of Buckingham has been at Paris 4 days, and lodged 
at the Ambassador’s. The French King has presented him with

I had employed Martin as a thief-catcher, and he, having committed 
several petty felonies with Connell, under colour of my warrant, was 
sent to Newgate ; but as he confessed to several of his accomplices, 
i who he suspected had robbed the Duke, and offered, if bailed and 

granted a warrant, to apprehend them, and also made such pro- 
mises and showed such reasons for being faithful, I believed 
him, and did as desired; but he did as all rogues do, committed 
several other burglaries, and soon after, the King was robbed, and 
the plate stolen from Whitehall. 
Suspecting Martin and his father, as also Connell—they being 
notable picklocks and cunning thieves—I inquired after them when 
I came to London, but they fled into Ireland, so I apprehended 
Martin’s wench or wife, who confessed that old Martin, her hus- 
band’s father, was in the robbery of the King’s plate, part of which 
they sold to a goldsmith at Oxford, and the rest in St. James's; 
} and that he and his wench, together with his son and Connell, who 
all had plenty of money, had left her and gone for Ireland. As ; 
she was near her confinement, and promised further information : 
when requested, I did not commit her, out of pity, but she has 
since also gone to Ireland. Talbot, another old thief, went after 
them, but coming back, was apprehended and sent to Newgate for | 
| other robberies ; he confessed to having seen the others in Dublin, j 
whereupon I signified it to Frowde, which caused their apprehen- 
sion. I conceive the best plan will be to keep them all apart until 
the rest are taken, and then to separately examine them; as Con- 
nell and Martin are both young, I doubt not but they will make a 
confession, to escape being hanged.

Account of the defeat of Algiers corsairs, burnt on the coast of 
Barbary by Lieut. Admiral Van Ghent and Vice-Admiral Allin, 
48 Aug. 1670.

Sir Thos. Allin to Williamson. The good news which I doubt- 
ingly wrote about has become certain, and much better than I 
hoped. After many unsuccessful chases and probabilities lost, I 
left Capt. Beach in the Hampshire, with the Portsmouth and Fore- 
sight, to cruise off Cape Spartel, and went myself to Gibraltar, to 
keep my station between that and Ceuta. M. Van Ghent, Admiral 
of the Dutch, cruising out of the Straits with 4 sail, saw 6 Algerines, 
whom he chased ; but night coming on, we gave it up, and Capt. 
Beach returned to his station. On the 17th we met them again, 
and after a long and sharp fight, which was ill-managed by the 
enemy, the whole 6 were put ashore south of Cape Spartel, and in 
the morning 2 of them were fired by their own hands; but the 
other 4, being defended from them by the Christians, who remained 
on board and turned their guns against them, remained unburnt 
until our boats went and did that service for them. 

Doubtless we are under some obligation to the Dutch for chasing 
them towards us, but I hope none of them will pretend that they 
were within 3 shots of the Turks, from 7 o’clock until they were 
ail ashore, except one of their small frigates, which did not come 
in time enough to fire 6 guns within reach of them. I send a list 
of the ships burnt, which are those we should have made choice of 
to destroy, had it been left to us, and limited to the same number. 
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Aug. 26. They are 6 of the 7 that fought with our Newfoundland convoys 
last year, and that made an attempt on Rear-Admiral Kempthorne, 
and 4 of them put the Sapphire on shore at Sicily, and lately 
engaged with the Advice and Guernsey, both of whose commanders 
they killed. If their force is considered, they were doubtless the 
Hectors of Algiers, and well able to have fought and beaten all the 
remaining ships of that place ; their loss, when all the sails, rigging, 
guns, and ammunition are considered, cannot be of smaller conse- 
quence than if 12 unrigged hulls had been burned in their Mole. 
Many of their men were killed in the fight and drowned in getting 
ashore, and the rest are in great danger of perishing before they 
get to Algiers, which is overland, and through a vast country, some 
part whereof is inhabited by a people who are very treacherous, 
covetous, and cruel. We saved upwards of 250 Christians, and a 
good number of English out of the Algiers ships; I am having a 
list of them made to enclose. We did not lose a man in the fight, 
which lasted 5 hours, nor were any of our ships disabled. 

If the Turks had not been chased to our ships, they must have 
come, as they had but 5 days’ provisions, on the shortest allowance 
that man can live on, and so were forced up the Straits, where they 
had been sufficiently waylaid. I was chasing 2 other men-of-war in 
the Straits the same hour, and should have taken them but for 
the wind shifting, and Capt. Beach had stopped a Leghurnese 
bound from Sally to Algiers, whose goods I am taking out, and 
have directed the freight to be paid for them, the commander 
having confessed that they belong to Turks, Moors, and Jews of 
Barbary. 

I have ordered the Jersey and Foresight to cruise about the 
Straits’ mouth until September, or till they meet the Greenwich 
and Assurance, while I go along the Spanish shore to Alicant, 
with the Bristol, Nonsuch, and a tireship. 

Mr. Blunden writes that he has a packet from you for me, and 
another for Sir Edw. Spragg. I have taken the Hampshire, Ports- 
mouth, and Centurion into my division, and ordered them to the 

‘ Barbary shore, to look out for vessels from Tetuan to Algiers with 
the remnant of the men of the burnt ships, and to meet me at 
Algiers, where I intend to carry the news of the disaster myself, 
so as to try what good effect my appearance there will produce. 

I hope to receive letters at Alicant, and if I do not meet the 
Mary, Advice, Guernsey, and Deptford ketch on the way, they will 
find orders there to cruise about the Straits, in place of the Jersey 
and foresight, who are to go eastward with convoys. I hope his 
Majesty and his Royal Highness will be pleased with our success, 
and although not solicitous to humour coffee-houses, I am sure the 
Spaniards hereabouts look upon it as a good fortune to them. I 
send a copy of this letter to Mr. Wren. I beg to be remembered to 
Lord Arlington.

The magistrates, in pursuance of his Majesty’s charge to them 
before he left for Windsor, have been very vigilant in looking after 
the conventiclers, and those of Westminster have committed Mr. 
Vincent, a man eminent amongst them, to the Gatehouse. 

The Dauphin of France is sick of a tertian fever, and the Princess 
is so ill that her physicians judge her to be in great danger. There 
is no news of the seizure of Nancy, and the disposal of the army is 
very uncertain, but it is believed it will be distributed in the 
several garrisons of the late conquest, though some think they are 
designed for Metz, to be in readiness to act something against the 
Duke of Lorraine, if he does not give the French King better 
satisfaction. The quarrel between them is that the Duke was to 
have assisted the Vivarais rebels, and Germany will be engaged in 
it, the Duke being one of their members. Several places in Germany 
have suffered by an earthquake, which shook down several build- 
ings, and did other damage, amongst the rest a building at Augs- 
burgh, where the arms of Charles V. were hanging, and the scabbards 
fell, leaving the swords naked, which has been taken as boding 
ill luck. 

Some merchants have received letters stating that the French 
have landed 8,000 men at St. Domingo, but this wants confirmation.

I will 
finish the answer to your queries this week, and send it to the 
surveyor. There is not much timber to be had at Chatham, save 
that Mr. Arnott has 500 or 600 leads, which may be had under 50s. 
a load, and Mr. Mason 1,000 loads and upwards, but he will not 
sell it under 58s. a load ; there are one or two other small parcels, but 
I will treat and use my best endeavours to get it as cheap as I can. 
The yard is very bare of timber and plank, and the new ship is 
delayed for want of it; if she is not suddenly finished, it will 
hinder the repairs of other ships, and we have not another we can 
dock astern of her, but what is too long. The purveyor has sent 
some knees to finish her gun deck, and I shall be glad of those 
coming from Portsmouth. 

The Bonadventure is in hand, but I have found 2 great holes in 
her bows, which I suppose were made with the anchor. I wonder 
how she was safely brought home, as her sheathing and plank are 
also very much eaten by the worms. I will endeavour to find 
someone to break up the Defiance cheap; asI fear there will not be 
enough plank in her to complete the floor of the ropeyard, I 
desire that some of the Royal James’s may be sent. I will order 
the clerk of the cheque to enter 20 men on board the London, and 
will give the imprest bill for supplying Capt. Langston with 
conduct money to Mr. Gregory when it comes, and see that Langston 
is supplied in the meantime. His men appear but slowly: you 
should let him know that when a ship is got ready to receive all 
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provisions and stores, as this has been for more than a week, it is a 
hindrance to the service not to have men ready to do the work. 

The porter of the yard well deserves his former allowance. I 
have put him to look after the watch at night, besides his duties by 
day ; I shall not alter the watch without orders, but if the watch at 
the old dock is taken off from our charge, I conceive the porter at 
the Hill house must fall with it, as there will be no need of his 
ringing the bell, the porter of the yard being able to do it at the 
old dock every morning at 5 o'clock. 

I will use my endeavours to supply the stores with what these 
parts afford, but you must supply plank and treenails. I have been 
expecting the shipload of masts you bought when I was last in 
London ; there is not one in store fit to make a bowsprit for the 
Bonadventwre. I hope in my next to be able to give an account of 
Mr. Yardley’s business about the repair of the barn, and as to the 
brass sheaves.

Aug. 29. Capt. Rob. Robinson to the Navy Commissioners. I received

News- 
letter, to the same effect as that of 27 Aug. Also, 

Sir Edw. Carteret, one of the Gentlemen Ushers, has been sent to 
Whitehall, to give notice that his Majesty will return to town on 
Saturday, if the house can be fitted up so soon. 

Letters from Cadiz report the arrival there of a French tertian 
from Tetuan, with Pedro Ruffana, Patrian of Aguvar in Bexet, who 
reports that Taffaletta, marching with an army of 140 millions (sic) 
of men towards Sus—that people having agreed to join with those of 
Santa Cruz—so terrified them that they presented him with their 
leader’s bead, and begged his pardon, upon which he marched with 
much confidence towards Santa Cruz; but the people there being 
dissatisfied with their new Governor, made a new agreement and 
attacked Tatfaletta’s army on both sides, while they went on the 
borders of Sus and utterly routed him. His brother, who led the 
van, was killed, and he himself escaped by night to Morocco, with 
4 horse, from whence ke sent to Kez, Tetuan, &c., for recruits, but 
was denied. 
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The Paris letters of oe not only confirm the taking of Nancy, 
but also believe that Epinal sur Moselle Castle, and all places there 
may be lost, as the Duke of Lorraine was at the time wholly sur- 
prised, and his sister, [Margaret] the Duchess Dowager of Orleans, 
was accommodating the differences, and had sent a courier to him 
with propositions from France. The King told the Duchess he 
would no longer bear the injuries he daily received, and sent to the 
Princes of the line, to excuse the manner of it. 

On 14 July, Sir Edw. Spragg put into Lisbon with 2 other 
frigates, not having discovered any Turks; Sir Jno. Harman, with 
the Dartmouth and a fireship, was in the bay on the 20th, having 
abandoned his design of battering the fort at Sally for want of an 
easterly wind, and intended for the Straits in convoy of some ships 
from England. On 6 Aug. Sir Thos. Allin left Cadiz with 6 frigates, 
having, in ranging the coasts of Barbary, only met with a brigantine 
belonging to the Duan, which he took ; Lord Howard was then at 
Cadiz, but intended to leave for Madrid in a few days. 

The Faro of Flushing, bound for Portugal, put into Falmouth, and 
reported that 12 sail of private men-of-war were fitting out, with 
letters of marque against Spain, for money due to them for negroes, 
&c.,and that the Duke had ordered all the officers to their respective 
commands, on pain of being cashiered. [3 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. LI. 
278, No. 67.]

little chapel there. The teacher refusing to give his name, 
was sent to York Castle, but the congregation gave theirs, 
and are to be proceeded against according to the Act.

Skinner, who told me_ that 
40 Quakers had met on the highway near Tadcaster ; so we 
marched as fast as our horses would carry us—they being 
weary, and it being late—and had the luck to meet 29 of 
them, 3 of them being speukers, including one Sidle, a bold 
fellow, and one of Oliver’s old captains, and brought them 
to Tadcaster, and then marched to York, where more of this 
sort of employment is expected. The Presbyterians are 
strong young fellows, but stubborn and surly.— York, 
29 Aug. 1670. [Ibid. No. 761.] 


Thos. Holden to Williamson. Above 20 ships, supposed to be 
the Straits fleet, have passed by to the eastward, some of which shot 
several guns, supposed to be on account of some feasting going on 
on board, or for joy that they had safely arrived in the Channel.

As to the badness of the brass sheaves 
received from Rich. Taylor, I find that none have been delivered 
by him, but that 14 were served in June 1668 by his wife, who 
was then a widow, and that all those in store are bad. Mr. Cockrell 
has supplied them since the King came in, save a parcel received 
from Harwich, which are as full of cracks and flaws as the others, 
and some of the cracks have been filled up with lead. It is true 
that those made here are weightier, but for the metal they seem to 
me as good as the others. I questioned the master attendant why 
such ill-conditioned goods were received; he replied that he was 
never called to view them or certify ; Mrs. ‘Taylor excuses herself by 
saying they were made so big according to the mould given to her ; 
if this be so, it ought to be prevented for the future. 

The clerk of the cheque and the storekeeper should be directed 
not to receive any provisions without calling the master attendant, 
master shipwright, and clerk of the survey, to view such goods as 
concern each, so that your Honours may know who is to blame. I 
send Mr. Yardley’s letter, also a certificate and a demand for stores. 
I have done my best by seeing Mr. Yardley and Mr. Head's lease, 
and find that Head enjoys the great house, outhouses, barns, and 
stables, formerly used by the Navy Commissioners ; and that in 
Yardley’s lease, the north bay of the barn is reserved for the use of 
the Hill House. As the persons who have signed the certificate all 
agree that the north end of the barn was always repaired at the 
King’s expense, I will inquire about the charge, and whether a 
brick wall is needed to support the garden wall from falling into 
the ground or yard where Mr. Owen, clerk of the ropeyard, lives.

Sir J. Robinson to Lord Arlington. His Majesty’s advertise- 
ment at the Council to the Lord Mayor and aldermen has 
made them more circumspect in doing their duty than 
heretofore, and there has not been a public meeting in the 
Hamiets save those of the Quakers; if they do not rid my 
quarters of them, I will pull down their house. 

I am sorry his Majesty has not been supplied with the 
60,000/. promised by the City, but I was then sick, and 
afterwards went into the country. The Lord Mayor failed 
un methodising that business. Since my return, I have been 
in my own ward, and got so much lent that, if every other 
ward had done the like, the 60,0001. would have been trebled ; 
but several who should have promoted the business have 
dissuaded their friends. I hear the Nonconformists are for 
persuading their friends to lend, and hope they will, as it 
wul be the first good thing I have ever known that faction 
produce. 

I have finished the muster of all the trained bands, and 
Jind the 6 City regiments contain 8,000 men, the 2 for the 
Hamlets 3,000, and the one for Southwark 1,500; but a 
general muster is desired, which would increase the arms, 
as they now borrow of one another. The Lord Mayor has 
summoned the 2 sheriffs-elect before a court of aldermen, so 
as to know whether they will perform what the law requires.

Levant Company to Sir Dan. Harvey, Ambassador. We approve 
your proceedings in obtaining the reimbursement of a present made 
by Mr. Carewes to the Capt. Bashaw, which the Consul repaid to 
Mr. Carewes, but it was returned by your lordship’s means. Thanks 
for your determination to suppress the circulation of base coin; we 
hope the Turks have become sensible of the damage which will 
accrue to themselves by entertaining such money. 

We notice your unexpected call to the audience, and your journey 
to Salonica, also your intentions to renew the capitulations ; we are 
satisfied with what the factors wish inserted, provided the clause 
stating that the Cadi and not the Bashaw shall decide differences 
between the English and the Grand Seignior’s subjects be no prejudice 
to the English right of appeal to Constantinople. Also provided that 
the Missiteriai and petty charges there be taken off or reduced. 

Thanks for your supplying Sir Clement Harby with a commission 
and authority to act at the Morea, as also for information about the 
dragomen and giovanni di lingua. We agree to enlarge the salary 
of Signor Antonio Perone to 400 dollars a year. We also agree to 
Signor Nicolo Draperijs and Signor Demetrasco Timone being 
appointed dragomen, with 100 dollars apiece added to their allow- 
ance, making it 200 dollars a year, payable during pleasure, as 
Signor Zamback is superannuated, and Signor Georgio also well 
in years; but no other persons are to be chosen in their stead on 
their decease, as 3 dragomen and 3 giovanni di lingua are sufficient, 
although 4 of each, who are named, are now allowed. We doubt 
whether Georgio’s son, the young dragoman at Smyrna, can be 
spared from there. 

Weare sensible of the disrespect shown by our treasurer at Smyrna 
by leaving his place without notice, but have sent Richard 
Hardy to succeed him. We have given him and Dudley North, 
who is elected Treasurer at Constantinople, instructions for the 
management of affairs; we beg you to administer the usual oath to 
the latter. We send John Colvill, Fellow of Christ’s College, Cam- 
bridge, recommended by the Attorney-General, as chaplain for 
Constantinople. 

We have received great complaints of an abuse in the over-lading 
of ships in Turkey—especially at Smyrna—by the commanders, for 
their own interest, whereby they scarcely leave room for a gun on 
deck, and so are exposed to the rapine of any ship they may 
encounter ; we have ordered the Consul and others at Smyrna to visit 
each ship, and if any are found over-laden to protest against the 
commanders, and certify the same, when such commanders will be 
incapacitated from serving in future. We have ordered the same 
course to be taken at Scanderoon, and beg your encouragement. 

We have been exposed for many years to great trouble, by the 
foul condition of the raw silk brought from Turkey ; a remedy has 
often been attempted, but frustrated. We ask your endeavours 
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with the Consul and the French and Dutch ministers at Smyrna, to 
effect a remedy, and gain a full allowance of tare, which may be 
done by enjoining the factors, out of each parcel they buy, to clean 
a portion, and according to that to estimate the tare of the whole 
parcel. It is a thing of great importance to be accomplished, not 
merely to the company, but also to the other Frank nations. 

Your letter of 1 July gives abundant satisfaction of your care of 
our concerns, by using al] means to discourage the importation of 
base money, and seconding our order as to auditing the treasurer's 
accounts at Smyrna, Constantinople, and Aleppo; and more espe- 
cially by your active proceedings about the English cloth brought to 
Smyrna by the Dutch convoy, and the method you used for dis- 
covering the proprietors and recovering the books. Pray pursue 
the same course, and so give a check to such a secret and irregular 
way of trading, which unless prevented, will ruin our trade. [S.P. 
For., Levant 5, p. 233.] 


Levant Company to Consul Ricaut, Smyrna. Your inability to 
obtain the 3 or 4 years’ arrears due from Mr. Edwards’ house, for 
consulage of strangers’ goods on strangers’ vessels, has been com- 
municated to a general court who,—taking notice of the unreason- 
ableness of the refusal to pay, and seeing that the house gains 
considerable advantage and profit by their trade, wherein they have 
the company’s protection, and the latter no kind of benefit, but a 
hazard of their privileges, and probable diminution of trade and of 
the English navigation—have resolved that you be instructed to use 
all means to enforce payment, or inflict the penalty in default. 

We notice your attempts for regulating the value of money, 
although a stop has been put to them, and hope the false moneys im- 
ported have been suppressed; as to other coins allowed to pass 
current, we presume the factors will agree not to be deluded into 
taking any sort above its intrinsic value, and hope you will be still 
watchful and diligent in preventing the importation of false coin, 
which there is still some cause to fear, from its circulation in 
Marseilles, Genoa, and other places. We have a better opinion and 
confidence of your integrity than to think that you would be unfaith- 
ful as to the moneys imported by the Genoa merchants. We approve 
your method for redressing the abuses in raw silk, and are sorry it 
has been frustrated by the transgressions of particular individuals, 
which you ascribe to the French; we have been informed that 
none are more faulty than the English who, if they had persisted 
but a few weeks longer, would have effected the business. Pray 
resume the matter when favourable, and disperse the rumour in 
Persia; you are to oblige the factors either to comply, or else 
to stand liable to their principals for damage. 

We repeat our directions as to examining and reporting ships 
overladen by the commanders for their own gain. We received the 
accounts of Richard Langley, the late treasurer, and enclose a list of 
exceptions to them; we were displeased at his deserting the charge 
without notice, but have sent Richard Hardy to succeed him, and 
have obliged him to furnish his accounts every 3 months. Upon the 
petition of Paulo Homero, we have appointed him and his brother 
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Panarett of Smyrna young dragomen, at 100 dollars a year each. 
Ask whether Signor Georgio’s son can be sent to the Ambassador 
at Constantinople. 

We approve the broke taken on 2 bales of cloth brought by the 
Friendship, and urge you to take the same course in all similar cases, 
and discover if possible all cloth imported by private ships, par- 
ticularly by the Dutch convoy; we hear that great quantities 
have been sent by the Alice and Francis and other ships; such 
private trading under colourable pretences is a huge disappointment 
and bane to the company’s trade. We desire you to see that the 
various treasurers in their accounts state all the ordinary presents, 
and place the extraordinaries apart, having of late years had much 
trouble in passing those of Turkey, because of extraordinaries. We 
send, as the second gift from the Governor, Sir And. Riceard, a 
Lexicon Heptaglotton in 2 vols.; also Math. Poole’s Synopsis 
Criticorum, to be added to the Polyglot Bible in the company’s 
library, which you are to have chained as the former, and to 
furnish an inventory of the company’s books to Philip Treherne, 
who is coming out as minister. 

On the arrival of the general ships, you are to take and send an 
account of the number of men in each, so that it may be seen 
whether they perform their contract, whereof Mr. Hardy has a copy ; 
and you are to be careful not to be imposed upon by their lending 
men to each other, to make up their numbers. The ships bring great 
quantities of cloth, which it is hoped belong to freemen or such as 
have liberty to trade, or else to apprentices going over with an 
adventure licensed by the company, of whom you are to take their 
oath that the same is for no other account than their own; and if 
you discover any interlopers, they are to pay the broke. ‘To 
encourage you to do your duty, we have ordered you a gratuity of 
1,000 dollars, and 200/. to the commander of the convoy. We 
judge it better for the present to allow protection to any ship 
bearing English colours and paying consulage. The extra consul- 
age due by the Amity, because freighted higher than the prescribed 
rates, is to be remitted. [S.P. For., Levant 5, p. 237.] ; 


Levant Company to Rich. Langley. Your letters would have 
been answered, ha‘! you not resigned your place of treasurer ; as the 
place was conferred upon you as a sign of our respect, we consider 
that that alone might have obliged you not to have deserted it so pre- 
cipitately, and left our affairs in such confusion. We have sent out 
Richard Hardy as your successor. We have sent the Consul a list 
of exceptions taken to your account ; we find there was no want of 
money, you having 4,000 dollars in cash, besides the errors in account. 
We expect your other account the first opportunity. [Zbid. p. 241.] 

Levant Company to Consul Lannoy. We have been much con- 
cerned in your fears and sufferings by the late dreadful visitation, 
and the death of so many ; we congratulate you and others on your 
providential return to your habitations. We perceive that the 
mischief arising by the importation of false moneys is at last resented 
by the Turks on the French, who have been the chief importers, as 
at Sidon and Cyprus; we hope it will be the means of suppression of 
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such coin; we are informed that other sorts are being prepared at 
Marseilles, Genoa, and other places, to be carried into Turkey. We 
hope you will use all endeavours to prevent it. 

We expect further news about the French ship with Abokelps 
from Marseilles, which you write that those ministers intended to have 
seized had they been landed. We received the treasurer’s accounts 
to Feb. 1670; we attribute it to your care that we have such a 
balance of cash; we have ordered the treasurer either to allow 10 per 
cent. upon it, or to lend it out in some secure way for the 
company’s advantage. The refusal of the factors to peruse and 
certify the treasurers’ accounts is a contempt we will not admit of ; 
if any again refuse, their names are to be sent, when they will be 
debarred the liberty of trading on their own account. : 

We enclose a copy of articles entered into with the factor 
marine ; his business has been managed in his absence by Francis 
Edwards, who has supplied manifests of ships laden. 

We have not yet appointed a Consul at Cyprus; we have selected 
Thomas Hunt as treasurer for Aleppo; also Robert Huntington, 
Fellow of Merton College, Oxon, as minister, in the place of 
Mr. Frampton, whose dismissal is sent at his own request. 

We approve your proceedings in levying the broke upon 5 bales 
of cloth belonging to Messrs. Crundall and Dafforn, and desire 
vigilance in discovering such private practices of interlopers, as 
they very much abound. 

We are sorry you are destitute of a burying-place ; if you find 
no other more convenient, you may agree for the one mentioned at 
150 dollars; but we think the rule adopted at Smyrna, of taking a 
duty of 5 dollars for every person buried, ought to be carried out, 
and the same placed to the company’s account, until the purchase 
money shall be reimbursed. 

We approve your agreement to prevent foulness in raw silk and 
goats’ wool, and hope it will be observed. The treasurer’s accounts 
being overcharged, ask him to see that our instructions to 
Mr. Hunt are carried out. The Turkey Merchant and the Thomas 
and Francis are returning with the general ships for Scanderoon ; 
if it is found they have any lading beyond what is mentioned in 
certain lists, you are to levy a broke upon it. 

We have sent a new triangle, with a beam, scales, and brass 
weights, and 5 cwt. in lead ; also a set of brass weights, to remain 
as a standard at Scanderoon, and have ordered the factor marine to 
dispose of the old one. We approve your proceedings touching 
40 barrels of tin belonging to Lancelot Hobson, brought to London 
by the Zante frigate; but Mr. Hobson having given satisfaction 
with regard to a mistake made, and paid the duties, we have ac- 
quitted him of the fine. 

We allow of your protecting foreign ships with English colours, 
supposing it to be in accordance with the capitulations, as well as the 
honour of the English nation, although there may be some danger 
in it; but only on condition that they pay the company’s consulage 
and that if any avania be occasioned by such ships, the ship and 
persons may be liable, and pay it before departure. [3} pages 
S.P. For., Levant 5, p. 242.] 
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Levant Company to Martin Loe. We hope you will see to the 
lading of the Turkey Merchant and the Thomas and Francis, on 
their arrival at Smyrna; we have sent the new triangle, scales, and 
weights required.

You are to 
use all care and diligence in collecting and disbursing 
money, and render an account under the hands of 3 of the 
factors every 6 months; to avoid taking up money in 
Turkey ; to pay the salary of the minister,—200 dollars a 
year, and 200 more by way of gratuity,—which is not to be 
exceeded, the minister having diet and lodging for himself 
and servant in his lordship’s (Sir D. Harvey's) house. All 
payments are to be made in lion dollars or their value, and 
no person but the Ambassador is to be paid in weighty 
dollars.

Upon your arrival you 
are to deliver our letters to the Consul, who is managing the 
treasurer’s business, and demand the balance and accounts, and 
enter upon the employment; to use all diligence in collecting 
duties, and preventing the fraudulent practices of factors and 
masters of ships; to receive from each factor an account of all 
his consignments, and have them entered and signed in books to be 
kept by you, on penalty of double consulage to be levied on such 
goods as are not entered, or entered falsely ; to send home copies of 
such entries, and give each factor a receipt for all duties paid, 
according t» a form given, which receipt the factor is to send to his 
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principal, and without which he is not to be entitled to any allow- 
ance for consulage or other duty. 

To use all care in collecting and disbursing money, and not pay

the treasurer in London, by bills of exchange at 4 months after the 
rate of 4s. 6d. the lion dollar; this method you are to observe, sending 
lists of bills, and observing certain directions. Orders as to the 
allowance made tothe minister.

I intreat that it may be 
punctually answered ; I can say without vanity that my great zeal 
and diligence in serving his Majesty merit all good correspondence 
from his ministers. Thanks for your letter of 21 July, which found 
me at Florence, where I had several urgent occasions, some of which 
related to the service ; also for the ready acceptance given to my bills 
amounting to 8211. 6s. I doubt not they will be answered at the 
time. 

I am confident it will be found that his Majesty was served to the 
greatest advantage in the price of all things. I will observe your 
directions as to transmitting future accounts, and as to the time for 
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making my bills payable, although it has been customary to make 
them so at sight, or in 10 days at most. 

I observe what you write as to my delivering provisions at Port 
Mahon, free of charge, and will oblige myself to deliver any quantity 
at 94d. per man per day, but shall desire two months to get things 
ready; also an order that one or more of his Majesty’s frigates 
may convoy such ships as I shall despatch with provisions, so as to 
prevent any disappointment to the fleet, which would be very fatal 
and ruinous to their designs. I shall likewise desire an order to 
pass my bills for half their value, and to draw the remainder upon 
producing my receipts of the delivery at Port Mahon, where the 
storekeeper or some other person must receive the provisions and 
issue receipts. I will deliver the biscuit by weight, and the other 
things shall have their contents and quality marked upon the casks. 

I am confident that my proposition will, for reasons mentioned, 
prove more advantageous to his Majesty than ‘sending provisions from 
England, while they will be fresher and more wholesome; and I shall 
demand no more than is made good to the victualler, although they 
are more chargeable at Port Mahon.

I wish you could give some probability of a 
conformity, but I am convinced, with many others, that there must 
be something more than these country officers to suppress them and 
their meetings, which will be found, by the informations, to increase. 

I held a petty sessions with Sir Edw. Hungerford, our greatest 
design being to receive the constables’ presentments, and informa- 
tion of persons who absented themselves from their parish churches. 
We found, as we have often done before, that the officers were 
more ready to perjure themselves than give true presentments, by 
which your lordship may judge that the tumultuous meetings will 
hardly be suppressed by neighbouring officers. Many distresses 
have been made against those convicted, and the things were offered 
for sale in the markets and fairs, yet not one penny has been bid, but 
by way of a sneer; as 6d. or 134d. for a cow, and such like, save 
what I bought myself, without occasion, but chiefly to encourage 
others. Since this Capt. Hen. Long, of Rood Ashton, has bought, 
and has been very active in suppressing meetings, of which he will 
give you an account, and we will observe your lordship’s com- 
mands.

The galley building there fur his Majesty will be ready in 2 months. 
Mr. Doddington is to continue his Majesty’s Resident at Venice, as 
Viscount Fauconberg is coming to England. 

The Duke of Lorraine is reported to be at Epinal Castle, and to 
have written a submissive letter to the French King, offering to 
surrender, which the soldiers are unwilling to believe, as it might 
ruin their great expectations from the invasion. After the Duke 
had made his escape to Epinal, the burghers of Nancy opened the 
gates to the French, when the Marquis de Floury and the intend- 
ants of the three bishoprics entered, and the day following seized 
upon Pont 4 Mousson, where Madame Lorraine was, whom they 
took. The Governor of Lombez expecting a siege in two days, re- 
solved to give proofs of his fidelity to his Majesty. The Duke of 
Lorraine has escaped to Burgundy; it was feared that the French 
might march into the country, and spoil some forts not yet finished, 
under pretence of a pursuit, and that the country about Condé in 
Flanders was drowned, on the report of the marching of the French 
army to Peronne. Chevalier d'Harcourt has quitted the Duke’s 
service because of his great benefices in France, and gone to Paris. 
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On 30 Aug. the Earl of Essex, having landed at Deal, came 
to London, and has gone to Windsor to wait on his Majesty. The 
King sent word to his officers of the works and wardrobe that he 
would be in town to-day, if the house could be ready for him. 

Earl Middleton, Governor of Tangiers, having for greater security 
to the trade there caused two small brigantines to be armed and 
set out, a scuffle ensued between them and two ships of Genoa, 
who taking them for Turks, fought under a flag of defiance, until 
they having some men wounded, hoisted Genoa colours; they were 
forced by weather into Tarifa, where the Governor put some aboard 
the Genoese, to keep them from violence, but used the English very 
civilly. 

Our envoys, Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Saville, after receiving some 
extraordinary treats, left the Court of Florence, the former for 
Rome in the Great Duke’s litter, and the other for Leghorn in 
his coach with 6 horses; as it was unusual for such persons to 
accept presents, the Duke presented them underhand, so as to avoid 
making a precedent. 

The French would have obliged the Cantons in Switzerland to 
abstain from any alliance with any but themselves, but they asserted 
their freedom, and said as they would not break the league they 
made, so they would be bound to nothing beyond it. [3 pages, 
S.P. Dom., Car.

them satisfaction, they behaved in a riotous manner with their 
swords, pistols, and other weapons, pulled down several enclo- 
sures, broke open doors, and threatened to kill the commoners’ 
cattle. I repaired thither and endeavoured to preserve the peace, and 
prevailed with the people to remain passive, and to agree to appeal 
to the law courts; but the violence of Sir Baynham and his followers 
continuing, I, doubting my own authority, left the constable of the 
hundred and others to act for the safety of the peace, and went to 
the Lord Lieutenant, who was away from home. During my 
absence, the people, who were numerous, stood up in defence of 
their habitations. If Sir Baynham’s extraordinary proceedings are 
not controlled, and he attains his ends, many hundred families will 
be utterly ruined, his Majesty’s revenue lessened some thousands in 
the year, and the city of Bristol infinitely prejudiced for want of 
coal, as most of the people are coal miners and coal drivers, Pray 
represent this to Lord Arlington and Sir Thos. Clifford, and I 
will send my son for instructions, which shall be punctually ob- 
served.

Statement [by Sir Roger L’Estrange, Surveyor of the Press]. 
There are several dealers in books and printing who exercise the 
trade as freemen of London, and not as members of the Company 
of Stationers, and cannot therefore be subject to the rules and 
government of that company, unless they are turned over and in- 
corporated with them. . 

While these men are at liberty, there is no thought of reforming 
the Press, but the Lord Mayor and aldermen have power to redress 
it by ordering all dealers in books to be turned over to the Stationers’ 
Company, and made liable to their rules, or to abandon that trade, 
which will be done on receipt of his Majesty’s signification of his 
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pleasure. There are other booksellers in and about Westminster 
Hall, who are more dangerous than the rest, and under no rule of 
government, who will also be brought in, if his Majesty will issue 
his commands to me or my deputy, demanding that they either give 
up the trade of bookselling, or become members of the Stationers’ 
Company, and that the names of those refusing be rendered. 
Haberdashers dealing in books ought to be suppressed, and 


' private presses will then fall, as their profit arises from stolen copies, 


which the haberdashers take at low rates. The Stationers’ Company 
ought to be directed to take the haberdashers’ books at the ye 
they paid for them, and thus prevent any objections. 

Their right to deal in books is by virtue of a licence obtained 
from the bishops, under pretence that the country cannot be 
furnished with primers, psalters, and school books but by their 
means, for want of booksellers. This can be remedied by his 
Majesty’s direction to the bishops to withdraw such licences, and 
only grant them to haberdashers in towns where there are no book- 
sellers. 

If this is done, it will be easy to find such rules for the company 
as may secure the Press, partly by by-laws, but chiefly by incorpo- 
rating certain conditions in their grant if they renew their charter, 
or by supplying the defects of their old grant by additional obliga- 
tions.

The French have fortified a place 25 miles from Tabarca, on 
account of the Tunisians having taken a French bark there, laden 
with corn. 

Sir Thos. Slingsby, Sir Philip Monckton, and Sir Jno. Talbot, 
with several other gentlemen, have taken possession of the govern- 
ment of Scarborough Castle fur his Majesty. Lord Lovelace died on 
the 24th. An order of Council has been issued to his Royal 
Highness, to cause a fleet of 50 of the best ships to be fitted for 
next spring. Major Banister is going to Surinam, to fetch such 
Englishmen as have a mind to leave, and will carry despatches from 
the States to that purpose. Capt. Peirce and Lieut. Loggon have 
been shot, according to their sentence. His Royal Highness has 
gone to Newmarket till October, and her Majesty to Audley Inn.

I did not 
forget the charge of the purveyor, when Maplesden proposed to 
abate 5s. a load for the carriage of his timber, but Maplesden was 
to see it brought in, and the King was only to be at the charge of 
converting the large pieces, to make them carriageable and fit for 
the new ship. 

I beg your approval of my appointment of Rob. Eason, in the 
absence of Brunsdon, to see to it, as he is an honest man and was 
once purveyor of Chatham Yard, and assistant to Capt. Taylor, the 
master shipwright. Mr. Amhurst was here yesterday for his money 
according to contract, and was much troubled at being disappointed, 
but I promised it would soon be down. Thanks for a copy of 
Mason’s contract, and the warrant. Wondering it came so soon, I 
heard that Mr. Pett had it from Mr. Lawrence, who told him that 
Mason had sold his timber to the Board for 57s. a load, although I 
would only give him 52s. Mason too, on his return to Chatham, 
was so big with it that it was his whole discourse, and he gave out 
that he would spoil me of buying timber for the Navy, which he 
may well do, when in all parts where he goes, he bids the people not to 
sell their timber to the King without they wish to lose their money, as 
he has money owing, and cannot get it. I believe some is owing to 
him, but he need not noise it about, to hinder the buying of timber 
for the King, and he ought not to be suffered to do so. I was told 
by him, on one of the wharves at Maidstone, that he never got a 
farthing by serving timber to the King, and he then slighted the 
service very much, which Mr. Gregory and Mr. Wilson heard. 

If Ihave not bought a pennyworth to your Honours’ liking, I am 
very sorry, but Mason has been the chief cause of it, as he goes 
about and offers 50s.a load for the choicest ; and well he may, when 
he is certain what his profit will be, and knows that some of his 
timber did not cost him 40s, a load. I hope you will not be dis- 
pleased at my giving this account of Mason’s actions; I had hoped 
to have broken the ice without it, and bought timber in these parts 
as cheap as Mason could, your Honours supplying me with money ; 
and I doubt not but I may, with your assistance. 

I am not the person to object against what you do, but am 
troubled that a person should act so unhandsomely by us both, and 
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that he cannot fare well but must make so great a noise of it. 
Mr. Cole’s treenails have come, and there are 19 loads of compass 
timber and 7 loads of knees in the hoy ; as I can have the compass 
at 57s, and the knees at 3/. a load, I beg directions as to buying 
them. <A hoy with hemp has also arrived.

to the Navy Commissioners. We have noticed a paper 
on the Treasury Office door in Broad Street, that all seamen who 
were discharged before Dec. 1665 are to bring in their tickets this 
day, and that only they, their wives, brothers, or sisters, are to 
attend to receive the money, otherwise the tickets will be detained 
and the persons punished. Such limitations have often been pub- 
lished to small purpose, and it is well known that, notwithstanding 
such provisoes, much water goes beside the mill. The paper so 
affixed on the doors will serve only to adopt your clerks and others 
to be wives, brethren, and sisters of the persons to whom such 
tickets belong as shall be brought in, and from 5s. to 8s. in the 
pound will still be paid as formerly on such tickets, as you and the 
authors of such restrictions know. 

What is it to you, or what prejudice is it to the nation, if you 
pay to such as present them, provided they give security that the 
seamen who did the service shall never demand the money for 
them? You may be sure they did not part with their tickets with- 
out some consideration, and if it was only 10s. in the pound, they 
who pleasured them ran a great adventure as to their own interest, 
and showed more charity than those who cry out against them and 
make laws to afflict them, to which end the inquisition [Commit- 
tee of Accounts] at Brooke House was erected, and the money 
spent by those Commissioners would have paid many a poor man’s 
ticket. We know several that have at small rates supplied the 
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seamen in their necessities, and some who have accommodated their 
friends, in whose hands they left their concerns while again at sea, 
without 1s. profit, and who are yet unpaid, because they will not 
allow 5s. or 6s. in the pound on the amount by them disbursed for 
little or no profit. 

We have heard many seamen wish they had allowed 10s., or a 
noble in the pound at first, to have had ready money. You may 
notice that for years your clerks could not honestly have lived at 
the rate they do upon their salaries. 

We hear that many great ships have to be provided by the spring, 
but where are your men? or if they were all before you, what 
encouragement have they to go, or to show themselves valiant, when 
they have but small hopes of receiving their pay on their return 
now, when they were so shamefully neglected at the first engage- 
ment, when above two millions were ordered for the service? And 
what encouragement have their friends to supply them again, who 
have suffered so deeply for pleasuring them before? As we 
see and know more than you do, we advise you to pay all the 
arrears, whoever brings the tickets, provided they be known 
persons, or give security that the owners of the tickets shall not 
demand it again.

Commissioner John Cox to the Navy Commissioners. I have 
viewed the chain, and think it is too small fur such a great concern ; 
a bigger one ought to be made, The east side of it ought to 
he carried more north, so as not to thwart the river, and it ought to 
be more slanting, so that if any ship came against it, it would be 
put on the lee shore; and if any one ship dared to attempt coming 
up, she would have to do so with an easterly wind, and would then 
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lie so that the guns of Upnor Castle would soon destroy her. The 
new chain too would not require so many guns, and would be hove 
taut with more ease. 

I pray that the Royal Sovereign, Loyal London, and 
St. Andrew at Gillingham, may be supplied with small arms, 
powder, and shot ; that two of them may be made guardships ; and 
that a gun may be placed on the old dock, to give notice in the 
night if any accident should happen to his Majesty’s ships, which 
would be sooner heard by the officers than the customary ringing 
of the bell. Some persons have commenced making a way in 
St. Mary’s Creek, to get to their marshes ; but as it would stop the 
current of the water, and prevent the boats belonging to the ships 
at Gillingham from going up and down, I forbade them going on 
with the work, until his Royal Highness’s pleasure is known. 

I reminded you some time since of a breach that had been made 
in the river near Rochester Point which, unless seen to, will render 
that part between the bridge and the new dock unfit for the service 
for which it has long been employed. I hoped the persons in con- 
troversy about the land would have agreed, but as that is not 
likely, and as the water, which formerly went in but at one place, 
now goes in at several, if it is not speelily prevented, the point will 
be in danger of being washed away. It will cost 2001. to make the 
banks good, and as there is no other way of getting it done, his 
Majesty might bestow the overflown land, by Act of State, upon 
some person who would undertake to mend the walls, &. I 
want plank and timber to carry on-the works. [2 pages. S.P.

Capt. Wm. Younger to Pepys. I beg you to split the ticket due 
to Purser Swan, so as to secure the repayment of 401. due to me in 
the Horseman, of which Swan’s wife defrauded me by receiving it.

The Reserve 
came into the Downs last Saturday, and on Wednesday I went down 
to her, but she is not fit for sailing, for want of men. I have used 
all means, by pressing and beating of drum, but I still want above 
100 able men, and the wind hanging northerly, there is no expecta- 
tion of any ships coming in. There are 10 sail of Canary men in 
the Downs, who would willingly have gone without me, but their 
men refuse to sail without convoy. I want men, and necessaries 
for the sick, as I had a very, sickly ship at Portsmouth, and without 
physic the men will not recover. I will disburse the money for them 
here, if you will send a line that it shall be repaid. [Jbid. No. 10.] 


Commissioner John Cox to the Navy Commissioners. I send 
contracts and a demand for provisions. The pantiles required 
for repair of the masthouse can be had here. There being so 
much provision coming into the stores, I have ordered the re- 
entering of Mr. Wild’s team, and also 6 labourers; I could employ 
50 more shipwrights. Let some means be devised for supplying 
them, as they will not enter themselves. Capt. Stephen Sartan, of 
the Francis fireship, died to-day. [Jbid. No. 11.] 
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Estimate by Surveyor Middleton of the quantity of stores named 
which will be required for fitting 50 sail of ships, and continuing 
them in sea service for eight months in the year 1671.

We had a violent storm, which separated us, but got to- 
gether again next morning, and put 6 sail into Faro, and others into 
St. Lucar and Traverero; and have now arrived here with nearly 
60 sail. When those bound here are in, we intend for Tangiers, 
whence I will send an account. This convoy is too big to be 
together ; it is dangerous amongst themselves, and offers advantages 
to the enemy. [See p. 473 infra.] We have not seen any Turks.

Capt. Thos. Eliott to Pepys. Being continually importuned by the 
Canary merchants and masters to sail, I beg you to hasten Capt. 
Langston of the Newcastle, with the seamen and soldiers ordered, 
or send them in some other vessel, as I have used all my endeavours 
to get men. When these come, I will sail with the first wind.

Sir Wm. Warren to the Navy Commissioners. I have attended 
the Admiralty Court by your order, to prove the quantity of his 
Majesty’s loss on the river Elbe, of which Sir Walter Walker is 
busy in preparing the allegations. The loss of 6,941/. 17s. 6d., 
with 25 per cent. damages, Sir Walter expects to recover with 
interest. His Majesty’s proctor, Sam. Franklin, is preparing the 
papers. 

As to the payment of 3 per cent. to Ford, Tite, and Harris, he allows 
that they have been at much charge, not only at Hamburg but here, 
attending Council and the Admiralty Court, and have spent much 
of their own time in the matter, yet he thinks payment of 4 should 
be suspended; they would be much encouraged if they had 
100/., which is the half. Franklin, the proctor, must also be paid, 
and that privately, not to be known to Sir Rob, Wiseman, the 
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King’s advocate, who has often appeared on behalf of the Ham- 
burghers, labouring to destroy the claims of those who have 
suffered in this grand loss. The matter will take 3 or 4 weeks more 
in the Admiralty Court. I beg that the money allowed on account of 
the 3 per cent. may not be imprested to me, but to Ford, Tite, and 
Harris, who would not like to give an account to me how they 
share or pay it.

Sir Wm. Jennens to the Navy Commissioners. Had I thought 
the ship was not in a condition to enter men, I would not have 
demanded them ; it was you who said it was contrary to the rule of 
the Navy to enter men before the ships were ready to receive them. 
After being with you, I found it would have been no prejudice to 
the service to have entered them 3 days before ; it could not in reason 
be judged that men should fit themselves and get down under 7 days;

Rich. Bower to Williamson. The order you sent Lord Townshend, 
concerning the churchwarden Wm. Clarke’s petition against Rich.

Suckling being appointed to examine into 
the truth of the allegations, they desired Clarke to attend them with 
his witnesses, at the Angel in Norwich, on the 5th instant ; afterwards 
Sir William, with Rob. Kemp, sent another letter from Shottesham, 
that they were appointed to hear the business on the 6th. This very 
much discouraged Clarke and his friends, as also aJl who are true 
for the King and Church’s interest ; but the contrary party boasted 
that nothing would come of it, especially as Suckling, who is Sir 
William’s son-in-law, was joined with him.

has further discouraged Clarke and his friends, and caused the 
fanatics to rejoice.

Kemp that Huntington, with his commission, was a very fit person 
to head the fanatics; that he and his party frequently kept 
their cabals to thwart the King and Church’s_ interest, and that if 
such men were cherished, all the King’s party would leave the 
house.

Long, 
that only 4001. has been paid on account of such 2,0001.; that there 
is no register in the Exchequer to oblige payments charged upon 
the said revenue to be made in course; and that the money arising 
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from such casual revenue will probably be sufficient to discharge - 
both the said sums.

The case of the Governor of Cronenburg Castle shooting at a yacht 
in the Sound, because Capt. Bullman would not strike, has been 
heard before Council, who resolved that Mr. Loving, who was lately 
there, should be sent to demand satisfaction for the injury offered to 
his Majesty’s flag. His Majesty has ordered that of the 50 ships which 
are to be fitted against the spring, 6 are to be of the first rate, 7 of 
the second, and 19 of the third. The others are to be made up out 
of the fourth and fifth rates, to which 9 ketches and 15 fireships are 
to be added. 

Sir Thos. Allin having sent to Alicant for his instructions, which 
order him home as soon as Sir Edw. Spragg arrives to take the 
command, with the Resolution and other ships, has gone meantime 
to Algiers, to try if he can do anything against them. Sir John 
Harman has also orders to return home, as soon as he returns from 
Cyprus, and he may be expected about Christmas. His Royal 
Highness has ordered 4 convoys to attend the merchants going to 
those parts, one to go in November, February, April, and June. 

Prince Rupert has been appointed Lord Lieutenant of Berkshire, 
void by the death of Lord Lovelace. On the 24th the Parliament 
met, his Majesty—who took his place with the peers, and welcomed 
them in a short speech,—expressing his sense of their affection, and 
desiring they would despatch their business by Christmas ; he left 
the rest to the Lord Keeper. 

The substance of the latter's speech was to acquaint them with 
the several leagues made by his Majesty, for the honour and advan- 
tage of the kingdom, and the great preparations made by the French, 
Dutch, and other neighbours, both by sea and land, which called for 
the same here. That the ordinary charge of the fleet from 1660 to 
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the time of the war, amounted to 500,000/.a year, and that the fleet 
ordered for the spring was estimated at 800,000/. which, with the 
debts for which interest was paid, they were to take into considera- 
tion, more particularly as the supply given by the wines fell far 
short of what was expected. 

The Duke of Monmouth has been called t» the House of Peers, 
by a particular writ, not being of age. He was introduced by the 
Dukes of Buckingham and Richmond. Lord Howard was also 
introduced by Lord Arlington and Lord Arundel of Wardour, after 
which the Houses adjourned until the 27th. The Commons have 
ordered all committees to be revived, and new elections made for seats 
void ; they committed a bill for regulating the making of cloth, 
and read another for settling hemp and flax. They ordered a 
committee to consider how the importation of corn by land from 
Scotland might be prevented, and then, considering the Lord 
Keeper’s speech, ordered that his Majesty should be supplied pro- 
portionably to his present occasions, and that an account of his debts 
and the charges of the fleet should be brought in by the proper 
officers.

In August 1663, 
the Press being very foul, your Majesty made me Surveyor of the 
Press, and granted certain advantages for my encouragement, in 
which office I so acquitted myself that I suppressed above 600 sorts 
of seditious pamphlets, perfectly cleared the press; I also attended 
to the duty throughout the town during the plague, as appears by 
several recommendations to your Majesty from the Duke of Albe- 
marle. Towards the end of the sickness, I lost two-thirds of the 
profits of my commission, and not being able to defray the charge, 
the press broke out again, and several attempts have since been 
made by other persons and means to reduce it, but all in vain. 

In Sept. 1670, I was commanded by your Majesty to make 
diligent inquiry after the printers and promoters of seditious 
pamphlets, with promise that I should be provided for ; whereupon 
I commenced again with borrowed money, and discovered a most 
dangerous private press, which has cost me above 501. and 3 years’ 
trouble in hunting up. I am ready for indictments against 5 per- 
sons next sessions, but it has cost me 40/. within 6 weeks, and the 
charge of the prosecution has yet to come, wherein 25 witnesses 
have to be examined, treated, and kept together, which I am not 
able to do without a supply. Ihave beside information of another 
private press, which I also hope in a short time to secure. 

The constant charge is for a deputy and a coach, which amounts 
to 2001. a year, and the contingent charges are more or less as 
occasion requires. I am allowed 200/.a year by Lord Arlington 
for his interest in the news book, and I am assured by him that 
your Majesty will grant me all such privileges of sole printing as 
counsel by their report have already stated you may lawfully do; 
if a moderate salary is added, sufficient to secure a competent 
entertainment to the officer in the execution of his duty, I doubt 
not but to be able to give a good account of the press. [Jbid. 
No, 15.]

It adds to my present suffer- 
ings by sickness to find myself forced to trouble you again con- 
cerning my poor fortune, but mucl more that his Majesty should 
be molested anew, upon a subject wherein he has expressed so much 
goodness and favour towards me and my poor family. 

His Majesty, on perusing the report made on my petition in 
1669, promised a settlement of the 10,0001., with the interest due 
for several years, it being my wife’s jointure ; and in order that there 


should be no delay, he promised to despatch the business himself, so 


that I might receive the fruits before the then following Michael- 
mas. As his Majesty was so careful, I concluded that the business 
was done, and that I should receive 2,500/. a year out of the 
prohibited commodities, until principal and interest were fully 
paid ; but there being some difficulty about settling a fund for the 
privy purse, in lieu of the prohibited commodities, his Majesty 
appointed 1,000/. to be advanced to me in reduction of the debt, 
which Mr. May gave credit for with the receiver of that income. 
Soon after, when I expected a resolution concerning the fund for 
Mr. May, I was informed by Lord Ashley that the King had altered 
his mind, and instead of paying the 10,0001., had agreed to settle 
a pension of 2,000/.a year on me for life—1,000/. of which only 
should be alienable for payment of my debts—and also 1,000/. on 
my wife for her life, and the Treasury Commissioners were to make 
an end of all my pretensions and claims mentioned in Lord 
Arlington and the Lord Keeper’s report. I agreed to accept such 
pensions, provided they should be paid out of some solid branch of the 
revenue; after long delay they were settled on the tithes of the 
clergy, which were stated to amount to above 9,000J. a year, and to 
be clear of other charges. Sir George Downing was directed to 
draw the patent, but as he gave notes for it as a bare Exchequer 
pension, I could not accept it, and was compelled to get a new draft 
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made by Mr. Attorney. This having passed his Majesty’s hand and 
signet, was stopped at the Privy Seal for want of a docquet from 
the Treasury Commissioners, who refused to issue one, as the patent 
charged the payment of the pensions upon the receiver of tithes, 
when there was no such person, and the tithes, being a branch of 
his Majesty’s revenue, could only be paid into the Exchequer ; so 
I was reduced either to begin all my business again, or accept a 
patent of an Exchequer pension by tallies of assignment. 

My patent passed the Great Seal, but instead of fixing my pen- 
sions upon the whole revenue of the tenths, it was restrained to five 
dioceses only ; and instead of payment commencing from the new 
agreement, it only commenced with my patent, which was more 
than a year afterwards. I obtained by way of imprest the quarter- 
age from Midsummer to Michaelmas, but three quarters still remain 
unpaid ; this I would never have pretended to, had I not found— 
contrary to the assurances from the chief officers of the Treasury, 
that I could raise money upon the 1,000/. alienable for my pressing 
debts—that the whole 3,000/. a year will not be taken by any 
money lender in England as security for the 1,000/.,and no man 
will meddle with an Exchequer pension, much less with a security 
that expires at the borrower’s death. I find that the five dioceses 
to which my fund is reduced, instead of being clear of all other 
charges as alleged, are already charged with an arrear of 2,5001. 
which, if recovered, will jeopardise my current pension. 

I know no remedy or means of redeeming myself from the most 
reproachful distresses, but the grant of a privy seal upon the five 
dioceses, for the arrears of my pension and my wife’s, which amount 
to 2,2501., by which means I should be able to redeem my plate 
and best furniture, now engaged, and satisfy some of my pressing 
creditors who, before the grant of these pensions, were apt rather to 
pity than press, but have now grown insupportable, believing that 
the King has given me the means to satisfy them. Pray continue 
your obliging offices to me.

Sir Thos. Meadows to [Lord Townshend]. Being ill, I could not 
return you any positive answer as to the Major’s place, its concerns 
involving his Majesty’s interests, your lordship’s honour, and the 
peace and safety of the town. I presume my affections in promot- 
ing those particulars are well known, but it is much admired how 
men who were in arms in the late rebellion are esteemed by you as 
the only men for public trust, and the most fit for your correspon- 
dence. I formerly received instructions for acting from you or the 
deputy-lieutenant, but now Mr. Johnson conveys your commands, 
which I dislike, as also having those to bear command under me, 
whose principles are destructive to the interests we are bound to 
maintain. 

After your lordship had purged the house here of all the In- 
dependent and most of tle Presbyterian faction, the govern- 
ment of this town remained for some years in the hands of those 
well inclined to the King and Church’s interest, who so successfully 
put the laws in execution against Nonconformists, that there was 
not a private mecting but by stealth; and if discovered, they were 
prosecuted, so that many of Mr. Bridge’s membeis, and those most 
eminent, came to church. Had those in your esteem discharged 
their duty, we might have been ere this in a happy condition ; but 
Messrs. Thaxter and Huntington coming to the cushion in 1666, the 
Nonconformists who frequented the church forsook it, and the 
turbulent spirits who had left the town returned, their meetings 
became public, and their numbers increased, and not the least notice 
was taken of them. 

This connivance put the Independents upon bringing Mr. Bridge 
to town, and Sam. Shipdham, a member of Bridge's congregation, 
solicited charity from all the Presbyterian party, for their and the 
Independents’ ejected ministers ; this gave the Independents such 
satisfaction that, upon their general and free contributions, Bridge 
was immediately brought back to town, when they flocked together 
in great numbers to the house of Capt. Ravens, Bridge’s son-in-law, 
who was proposed by Thaxter and Huntington for a common 
councilman ; and when it was moved in the assembly that he should 
renounce the Covenant, they opposed it, and said he should do it 
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at their house, where he signed a paper to that effect when he had 
not renounced at all, as he afterwards confessed. 

Thus they began to recruit the house with the old tribe, to over- 
power the King’s party, and there are now 30 who have not 
received the sacrament. The faction increasing, one place would 
not suffice, and the grand meeting is now held at a house upon the 
quay near Huntington’s house, who although he is a magistrate, and 
sees them resort there, yet puts not the least check upon them; 
their coming so near may be out of respect to his wife’s lameness, 
she being a constant frequenter of their meetings. 

This shows the encouragement given by Huntington and his 
party, so as to make void the former Act of Uniformity, and also 
his design in practising his tricks upon Capt. Clarke, while in 
execution of his office under the Act against conventicles. It is 
well known how active and zealous Huntington was here, by virtue 
of a commission from the late Committee of Safety, in levying 
money upon the inhabitants for payment of the soldiers over whom 
he was lieutenant ; and how he reproached his captain and the other 
officers for their disaffection when they refused to collect ; since you 
have made him a captain, his carriage in church has been generally 
noticed ; for during prayers and the creed he is sitting, while others 
are kneeling and standing. 

Before the new bailiffs were elected, the old ones came the day 
before the election, to prevent the dispute which formerly arose as 
to those capable of being elected, and moved in an assembly that 
the churchwardens should search the church books, and render an 
account of those who had and had not received the sacrament; but

The French letters speak largely of the continuance of their 
levies for sea and land, and that they have taken an English ship 
near St. Christopher’s. The States have written to acquaint Count 
Monterry what Jevies they are making, and what garrisons should 
be well furnished with men and provisions, and desiring him to do 
the like, and omit nothing that may tend to security, whilst their 
neighbours make such great preparations. He is also to press the 
Queen of Spain for the third payment of the subsidies, so that they 
might be ready for service upon the first occasion. 

The House of Commens met again on 31 Oct., and having heard 
the report of the estimate of the fleet, and the debts for which his 
Majesty paid interest, they ordered a committee to prepare the 
matter by 3 Nov., when the whole House went into a committee 
upon it. The bill for planting hemp and flax was read a second 
time, and the Committee on Plantations was revived. The Prince 
of Orange arrived on the 28th, and was entertained by the Duke of 
Ormond on the 31st; Van Beuningen, who was ordered home, has 
been allotted a longer stay in England, on account of his arrival. 
The convoys have sailed from the Downs with a fleet of merchant- 
men. 

Dr. [John] Hacket, Bishop of Lichfield and Coventry, being dead, 
Dr. ['Thos.] Wood, the dean, is expected to succeed him. 

Mr. Loving will leave in a few days for Denmark, having received 
his despatches. 

When the Earl of Ossory went with his Majesty’s yacht to 
Helvoetsluys, he gave the usual salute to the fort, but receiving no 
answer, made complaints to the States that it was an affront to 
his Majesty’s flag; the States excused themselves on account of 
the absence of the Governor, and the ignorance of his officers, for 
whom they requested pardon. Lord Fauconberg is daily expected, 
having been in Holiand a short time since.

Case of Wm. Sancroft, Dean of St. Paul’s and prebendary of 
Durham, as presented by him to the King. Having in 1664 been 
unexpectedly nominated to the deanery of St. Paul’s, for the better 
enabling me to attend to its affairs, I resigned one of the best parson- 
ages in the North, as also the mastership of a college at Cambridge, 
worth together above 500/. a year, and only retained the smallest of 
the 12 prebends of the church of Durham, which is all I enjoy to 
help to defray the expense of so chargeable a deanery. As soon as I 
had paid my first fruits of the deanery, the rental of which was 





* George Keith, Quaker, published his “Immediate Revelation ” in 1668. 
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diminished upwards of two-thirds, or above 6001. a year, by the great 
fire, I was at vast charge in rebuilding here a mansion house for myself 
and successors, and also my prebendal house in Durham College,which 
was demolished during the late rebellion, and which I now let to 
the present occupier gratis, as directed by the statutes of the 
Church. 

The Bishop and Dean of London for the time being are the only 
persons of the quorum in the commission issued by his Majesty for 
the repairing of St. Paul’s; the present Bishop being of great age, 
and often employed in his diocese, and in other affairs appertaining 
to his position as a peer, Lord High Almoner, and privy councillor, 
it often happens that no decree can be made, or other act done, by 
virtue of such commission, without my presence; I have also to 
give close attendance and see to all orders made by the Com- 
missioners since 1664, as well as to all bargains for materials and 
accounts thereof,*so that I cannot attend the church of Durham or 
keep residence there, as directed by the statutes. 

Those statutes impose strict residence upon the prebendaries, 
subject however to certain limitations in case of lawful impedi- 
ments, such as being chaplain in ordinary to his Majesty, or a Lent 
preacher, both of which I am, or through attendance on the Convo- 
cation, of which I am a member, as well as prolocutor. 

Having in 1662 been employed in the King’s business, in revising 
and reprinting the Liturgy of the Church of England, his Majesty 
directed letters to the Dean and chapter of Durham, requiring them 
to make me as full allowance of all profits belonging to my prebend 
as if I had been resident, which they ordered to be duly observed. 

In 1668 [ was summoned, as ninth prebendary, to his third 
episcopal visitation by John, Bishop of Durham; he required an 
account of my non-residence, and upon receipt thereof, excused my 
absence, with the privity of the Dean and chapter, through some of 
whose hands it passed. This dispensation, with their order of 
obedience on his Majesty’s letter, remains on record in the registry 
of the bishopric. This notwithstanding, since I have been made 
Dean of St. Paul’s, and employed in his Majesty’s special service, the 
Dean and chapter have not made me the full and just allowance of 
the profits of my said prebend, and have lately come to a resolution 
never to allow them for the future, without great abatements and 
defalcations. I submit the case to your wisdom, justice, and 
clemency, and beg redress. [1} pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 280, 
No. 92.] 


The King to the Dean and chapter of Durham. Dr. Sancroft, 
chaplain in ordinary, prebendary of Durham, and Dean of St. Paul’s, is 
also one of the Commissioners of the quorum for repair of the ruins 
and desolations of St. Paul’s, with Humphrey, Bishop of London, who 
beside his great age is often employed in his diocese, and also as a 
peer of the realm, High Almoner, and one of the Privy Council, 
so that nothing can be done without Dr. Sancroft’s presence, no 
materials bought nor accounts passed without him.

away, when it [cordage] is imported from foreign parts at the 
same rate as the unwrought hemp.

Whitehall. News-letter. On the 10th the Lord Mayor and aldermen of London 
waited on the Prince of Orange, when the Recorder, in the name of 
the City, complimented his Highness, after which the Lord Mayor 
made a further address, to both of which the Prince replied in a 
short speech, acknowledging their kindness. 

On the 11th the House of Commons, having committed a bill for 
better regulating the making of serges ‘at Kidderminster in 
Worcestershire, heard the report of the committee of the whole 
House for his Majesty’s supply, when they ordered, by way of an 
addition to it, that there should be an additional excise of 15d. 
upon every barrel of strong beer and ale, and 6d. on every barrel 
of small, brewed by the common brewer and retailer, and an 
additional moiety added to the duty upon other excisable liquors; 
any person living in or within a certain distance of a corpora- 
tion, who has not brewed within a given time, is not to be per- 
mitted to do so, during the payment of the additional excise, 
without being liabie to the payment of it.

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On the 12th, a bill was read for regulating serges, and the 
report was heard from the committee for examining the authors of 
libellous books, stating that the witnesses refused to discover the 
authors, and were abusive. The committee then proceeded to the 
supply; threepence a lb, additional is to be laid on tobacco 
from English plantations, and 6d. on all other; 2d. a gallon on 
foreign salt, and 1d. on Scotch and other native salt; but upon 
that partly made of foreign salt, a halfpenny; the like imposition 
is to be laid on salt in Ireland, save the Scotch, which is to 
be 1id. 

On the 14th, the committee of the House resolved that every 
piece of French lockram imported, containing 100 ells, shall be 
charged with a duty of 7s. 6d., Normandy and other French canvas 
6s. for every piece of 120 ells, and French and other foreign linens 
and calicoes, except lawns and cambrics; foreign fustians, tape, 
thread, &c., to be charged proportionately. Brussels, Brabant, and 
other ticks are to be charged 3s. each. 

On the 15th the House ordered all wrought silks imported to pay 
double the former proportion, and thrown silks, a farthing in the Ib. 

On the 16th a committee was appointed to inspect former Bills, 
the committee for indigent loyal officers was revived, and that 
for enabling vicars to recover tithes was ordered to be brought in; 
the Bill concerning jurors was sent down with amendments from 
the Lords, some of which were agreed to, and a committee appointed 
to draw up reasons for a conference with the Lords concerning the 
rest. A committee was appointed to inspect a former Act for 
regulating measures, to consider defects in the former one, and 
what is fit to be done, and to receive information of abuses to evade 
the law. 

On the 17th the House also resolved into a grand committee for 
his Majesty’s supply, and agreed upon the several impositions on 
sugar. 

The Paris letters of 15 Nov. report that the Dutch Ambassador, 
Mynheer de Groote, was to make his public entry the next day, and 
have an audience with the King at St. Germains, and that he 
seemed to resent having been so long delayed to such little purpose, 
not having been permitted a conference with M. Colbert, under 
pretence of referring him to a personal discourse with the King 
himself; so that it is said he intends pressing for a positive 
answer to his memorial, complaining of the high impositions. 

The French King pursues his levies by sea and land, and upon 
the advice of the English and Dutch preparations, has ordered 
40 of his best men-of-war for the sea, and 30 for the Medi- 
terranean, to be got ready by the spring. 

We are advised from Leghorn that some French men-of-war 
lay before Tunis, without sending on shore or acting anything, 
and that they had taken a ship laden with boards, wherein was a 
famous corsair. That Sir John Harman and the Dutch convoy 
being driven back, were denied pratique. That 4 Algerines were 
abroad, and 5 more going out, but the soldiers, hearing of the 
loss of their 6 ships, would not go on board.

It is reported from Rochester that they are daily entering men 
for repairing the fleet, and that the St. Andrew has been brought 
up to her moorings at Gillingham. The States of Holland have 
given order for equipping 50 men-of-war for 8 months; the new 
impositions on French wares progress, and Holland and three other 
provinces have agreed that no brandy shall be imported. 

Upon the Duke of Muscovy’s overture for peace, the rebels pro- 
posed that he be acknowledged King of Astrakhan and Kasan, 
tribute paid to his army, several heads sent to him, and the Patriarch 
restored with him. 

Most of the Commissioners for the Scotch union have taken their 
leave, there being an adjournment until the end of March. 

The Elector of Cologne’s Minister has given in a memorial to the 
States, offering an alliance if they will re-deliver to him Rheinberg, 
and satisfy his other pretensions ; they havea jealousy of the Dane’s 
kindness, their Minister having, in a memorial, pressed for a 
positive answer as to whether they intend sticking to their former 
agreement. 

Mr. Bushell and the other jurymen who continue prisoners for 
not paying their fines were brought before the Common Bench, and 
ordered to the Fleet, since which their cases have been argued by 
counsel on both sides, but no opinion has been given. The Wine 
Act licences have been farmed for 5 years, commencing at Michael- 
mas, at 600,000/. a year, Sir Rich. Ford, the present Lord Mayor, 
Alderman Jonathan Davys, Giles Dunstan, John Baker, and John 
Ball being the new Farmers, who are to advance 150,000/. [8 pages.

Nov. $7. __ Rich. Gibson to the Navy Commissioners. I arrived here in the 
Port Mahon. Portsmouth ketch’s boat, on 27 Oct., leaving the ship 4 leagues off 
at sea; an hour after Capt. Haddock came in, and next day Morley, 
and the ketch, and two days after the Jersey. We found the 
Admiral in the Revenge, newly righted from careening, and the 
Golden Hand, Portsmouth frigate, and Victory, ready to clean; the 
Rose and Frog prize ships are laid aside, the latter being good 
for little. 

I have not yet been able to take a survey of the remains of the 
provisions, as the hulk had the Revenge’s guns and stores on board ; 
since the delivery of them, I have careened the Portsmouth and 
Victory, and I have seen to their victualling. I have been 
viewing conveniences for the hiring of houses for the stowage of 
stores, buying and issuing wine, and unloading the victualling 
ships, so as to save demurrage. 

Ist. The hulk could not have taken the sails or stores which 
came in the Bantam, and was also not fit, being swarmed with 
rats; lying so near the shore, she was supplied with them from 
there also, and a great loss will arise for want of a better place to 
stow the bread. 

2nd. There are no houses by the waterside to hire. 

3rd. No houses in town, save one, which I hired with some 

J difficulty, and which is only large enough to stow 100 of the 
430 tons of stores sent in the two ships, so that most of the 
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Nov. 17. Bantam’s stores are put into a cave, 50 feet above the water, as is 


the house I hired, and all the others, they being as high above the 
surface of the landing place, as the roof of Westminster Abbey 
is above the ground, so that all had to be carried up by strength 
of arm. 

4th. There being no other place, [ stowed the bread in the Rose 
and Portsmouth, which had to be emptied, cleaned, and prepared 
for it; this has obliged her men to lie under an awning this 
winter time; and after all is done, I fear any single-decked vessel’s 
fitness for such use. The doing has had its difficulties, for want of 
carpenters and calkers, many of whom are sick, and the others are 
at work on ships. 

These straits occasioned the Admiral’s order for the harbour to 
be surveyed, and a report made, a copy of which is enclosed, which 
caused the making the hulk a victualling ship to take in all 
Morley’s provisions, and the sending the Jersey to Messina for 
crabs, so that ships might careen by the shore. 

The ships here are in great want of cask; the Portsmouth had 
only 20 tons, but has been somewhat recruited since our coopers 
came; they are good workmen, although their want of lodging, 
otherwise than in a cave, has almost crippled them, and this cannot 
yet be remedied, my own having been little better. I have bought 
3 tons of woodbound casks of Mr. Morley, at 5s. a ton, to put the 
wine of the Portsmouth frigate into, and have reminded the 
Admiral to buy some at Tangiers. The staves in the ships here are 
s0 worm-eaten that the most promising to sight often prove not 
worth working. When I was in London, I made a demand for 
5,000 iron hoops from the Victualling Office, but had only rivets, 
upon which I applied to your Honours, who sent me 2,000 by 
Capt. Haddock, which have since been used up, but the rivets were 
returned to Deptford stores. I was called last week to see a cask of 
beef which had been well saved, but was spoiled for want of pickle, 
upon which I proposed to have the rest looked after, when it was 
found there was not pickle enough in 32 casks to secure 6; as 
the flesh would have been unfit to eat in a month, although salt 
was scarce and dear, I yet had it taken on shore, and washed out 
with new pickle, and repacked into new casks, where required ; 
care has also been taken to stow the flesh come from England, so 
that it may be looked upon when salt arrives from Ivica, which the 
Admiral has ordered the Portsmouth to fetch, as also wine, when 
we can fit up casks to put it in. 

I want directions about this wine, as the Admiral has no orders 
to send for it, and although I have the money, I cannot perferm 
without a concurrent help from him, which he denies, saying that 
if his Majesty had the profit, he would do his best, but not for a 
private person; he expects this island to find everything, which 
it will never do, the disbursements for the fleet having raised most 
things to double, some treble, and others quadruple the former 
prices. What can be had here shall be bought, but the days 
of plenty are past, so that the inhabitants fear a want for them- 
selves; to prevent this, the jurats made an order that the 
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seamen have no more fresh meat for their money, our sick men 
(about 30 in the infirmary, who shall not be left behind) only 
2 “cabriettas,” and the Admiral but one, and every housekeeper 
but a pound of flesh each day. 

The sickliness of the ships here is occasioned chiefly by the small- 
pox, a disease which, when it comes (which this 3 times has happened 
once in 22 years), lets few escape; but it is not so mortal to them 
as to our people, who have lost half a score by it; in order to their 
preservation, there is a cave—no other place being to be found— 
fitted for an infirmary. 

Although I have informed you of the hindrance I met with 
in sending a statement of the stores and provisions I found 
here, yet there was little left before our stores arrived, save 
tallow, sheathing board, a few knees, and 3 masts; the old 
stock of victuals will last about a month longer, the Admiral having 
of the old, and the Portsmouth and Victory of the old and new, 
3 months’ allowance. The Admiral has ordered the Portsmouth 
ketch to be fitted pink fashion, the Algerines having of late taken 
all which had ketches with them for men-of-war. 

Since my arrival, a house has been hired at 110 pieces of &, 
630 feet of wharfage, 30 feet deep, at 35 pieces of 8, and 4 little 
rooms at the water-side at 22 pieces of 8 a year’; these are to 
be used for stores, and for the smith, so that he can leave his cave 
to the coopers. I shall be at a stand what to do with some oil 
which the Admiral has undertaken to send in, and the other stores 
coming from England, which will be double Morley’s quantity. 

I mustered the Jersey and Guernsey, but wanting form books, 
was forced to use some others; they are sent by Mr. Stanley, who 
formerly mustered them, and who, I doubt not, will make good the 
defects. 

The purser of the Revenge has 2,000 pieces of $ left in his hands 
by Sir Thos. Allin, which the Admiral keeps to make good the 
indents of his squadron and other disbursements. I have demanded 
an account from each purser of all his receipts, and copies of his 
surveys of cast provisions, which I will return to Sir Jer. Smith, 
but Capt. Beare will return the boatswains and carpenters’ indents 
to the surveyor; I enclose a copy of the Admiral’s order as to how 
they are to act in future. 

I design to give each purser a receipt for the broken remains 
he has left at the end of his last victualling, and to charge myself 
with it, and afterwards to carry on the victualling by proportions, 
to which end I have procured an order from the Admiral, of 
which I also send a copy, to supply what shall prove defective by 
a like quantity of good. 

I pray that all casks sent out to stay abroad may be new, and 
well hooped with iron, as although we are nearer England than the 
East Indies, yet there is as much need of good casks. I am in 
great want of 10 calkers, which is the only cause of ships staying 
so long in port; also a bricklayer, and a smith, with 20 chaldron of 
sea coal for his forge; what is used here is juniper charcoal, of 
little heat for his work. 
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Nov. 17. I have received from Capt. Haddock the price of a barrel of 
tallow, 3 ewt. with allowance for freight. The Jersey will accom- 
pany the store and victualling ships to Leghorn. The slop clothes 
are all gone, and would if they had been twice as many, and more 
shoes and stockings are required for the seamen. With note by 
Sir Edw. Spragg that he ordered Capt. Haddock the tallow gratis.

us warehouses, I require you to survey the harbour of Port 
Mahon, and report to me whether a place may be found 
therein, where the ships under my command may put their 
stores and provisions on shore, and be careened, and where 
a storehouse, &c., may be erected for the stowage of the 
provisions now sent from England.—Revenge, 1 Nov. 1670.

Report of Capt. Wm. Poole and 6 others that, in pursuance of an 
order from Sir Edw. Spragg, Admiral of the Fleet in the 
Mediterranean, they have viewed the harbour of Mahon, and 
found wnder the west end of the town 7 partitions or 
distinct grounds, of 630 feet long and 30 feet broad, where 
a third and fourth rate ship may at one time lay their sides to 
the wharf, to put their guns and ballast on shore, and have 
jit places to lay crabs for careening, and have conveniences 
to erect storehouses for securing provisions and cooperage, 
except bread and sails, which the Golden Hand may be made 
serviceable for ; all of which might be enclosed at either end 
with a stone wall (it being backed with a high cliff) at a 
reasonable charge, to prevent embezzlement. The channel 
against the wharf is so large in length and breadth as to 
moor 20 third and fourth rate ships, in between 5 and 34 
fathoms of water.—Port Mahon, 1 Nov. 1670.

Leghorn. his letters of 17 and 22 Nov. Thanks for your punctuality in 
discharging my bills; I beseech you to let me receive the same just 
encouragement for the future, and to let the merchants at home be 
fully and frequently reminded of your kind intentions towards me, 
so that their correspondents at Leghorn may have a better opinion 
of the public credit. 

If Sir Denis Gauden be not only desired but enabled to pay the 
bills I draw upon him, at the very hour they fall due, I must be 
content with the loss of my liberty, and the service must suffer ; 
I am sure the respect I have shown to Sir Denis and Company, and 
my zeal in promoting his Majesty’s designs, justly entitle me to 
better usage than I have hitherto found. 

I hope that the value I put upon the pieces of eight will be 
satisfactory, and that you will command perfect bills to be made 
out for the sums I have hitherto drawn upon your Board, as the 
very name of imprest sits very uneasily upon me. 

I observe your reply to my proposition of delivering provisions 
at Port Mahon, and shall only say that if the charge of transporta- 
tion is added to the first cost of those sent from England, you will 
find that his Majesty is at the cost of 104d. a man per day for 
victuals, besides loss in weight, damage by transportation, and the 
uncertainty of conveyance from England to Port Mahon, which 
disappointments may prove the overthrow of a hopeful design. 
I never expected that any of his Majesty’s frigates should neglect 
their duty by coming to Leghorn, to take care of such vessels as 
I might have laden with provisions; but only desire that if any put 
in there by accident, they may have orders to take my ships under 
their convoy. I will take care to have the provisions seasonably 
lodged for the use of the fleet, and will only add that fresh pro- 
visions for two or three months is far wholesomer, and will give 
better content to the mariner, than old and stale. 

I am advised by the Consul at Tunis that 14 Algiers men-of-war 
are abroad, and most of them to the eastward; a vessel of mine 
was chased near Monte Cristo by 5 Algerines, but cleared herself by 
getting into Porto Ferraio. The 5 sail were not long since in sight 
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and I fear you will hear of some great damage, as the commanders 
of the merchant ships often slight a convoy. The Tunisians will 
not consent to a peace with France, unless they will buy their 
300 slaves. A vessel of Tunis has brought a French one from 
Tripoli and Cyprus laden with silks and other goods into Biserta. 
The Dutch at Leghorn report that their ships have destroyed six 
Algerines; but to allay the report, and likewise to show that the 
English ships have not been altogether unsuccessful in those seas, 
I have had a relation printed, of which I enclose a copy. [S.P.

I think Mr. Mason has made a very unjust complaint, and know 
not why more than others he should trouble you about being hindered 
of his turn, which is false, as his boatmen have put others by, to 
the hindrance of both. Here are plenty of labourers and teams, 
unless we had more cranes; the two we have are constantly 
employed in taking up plank, hemp, timber, &.,and Mr. Mason 
has his turn; but he would have all works stand until his timber 
was taken up, which would discourage others that serve the King. 

When last at the Board, I moved that Mr. Gregory might have 
a warrant for paying the pressed men their board wages, but he 
has not received any, nor the 200/. you imprested to him for board 
wages, but has used 160/. he had by him to buy provisions which 
I want, by reason of the merchants not having served in their 
goods; so I desire you will order down the 200/. already imprested 
to Gregory, and supply him with more money, as we have nothing 
here to make another pay; if the workmen are disappointed, 
I fear it will hinder the launching of the new ship and the 
Bonadventure, and the docking or launching of other ships, for 
which I desire your concurrence, because of issuing warrants to 
their officers for the performance of it. 

Having many cables to lay, and the men of the St. Andrew 
being idle, I ordered 120 of them to be at the ropeyard to join the 
ropemakers ; but when they appeared “7 refused to work, so 
I have given them until to-morrow to consider of it ; if they do not 
then appear, I shall suspend all that deny the duty, both from 
victuals and wages, as it has always been the eustom of the place 
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that if any ship’s company lay here unpaid, and the master 
attendant had occasion for them, he could command them either 
afloat or on shore; but there is no appearance of any money to 
pay them. 

I have ordered the son of Wm. Smith, the shipwright lately 
impressed, to be entered, but he is a small lad, and I doubt if he 
has served two years as an apprentice, for no indenture appears. 

I send the names of certain pressed men who have absented 
themselves, some of whom say they will go to the King and his 
Royal Highness, and not trouble the Navy Commissioners ; some 
course should be taken with them, or else they will still be 
absent. 

The mastmaker has found the mast of 20 hands and 26 yards 
long, which he intended as a fore-topmast for the new ship, so 
defective that it will scarcely make a bowsprit for a fourth-rate 
ship.

There were 90 of the St. Andrew’s men who appeared and were 
willing to go to work without any allowance, and I suppose we 
shall have the full number to-morrow. I well know that no 
allowance was ever made here on his Majesty’s restoration to 
the 4,000 men belonging to the ships then here, who constantly 
came to all works afloat and on shore; so I forbear offering any 
encouragement until I see what appearance they make; indeed, I 
fear I shall not be able to employ them for want of plank. 

All the pressed men who were absent have appeared except 4, 
and have desired to be allowed to work their dinner hour on 
Fridays and leave at 3 o’clock to go to market ; this will be a loss of 
less time than the other, and be a means of breaking an ancient 
and evil custom. For instance, I design docking the Henry at 
1 p.m. on Friday, when many of the pressed men are to attend, 
and if they have their old custom allowed of not coming in until 3, 
the work will not be performed without taking others from their 
work, which is prejudicial to the service. If they plead custom, I 
believe their working for 1s. 10d. a day is more ancient, and now 
they have 2s. 1d. in lieu of chips, yet carry them away ; if they 
had their wills, they would make walking with their hands in their 
pockets and doing nothing a custom too. There used to be 100 
shipwrights, besides calkers and scavelmen, to shut the dock gates 
at the docking of a ship, who were allowed 3 tides, or a whole night 
extra; but now it is done with less than 4 score men, and only 
2 tides are allowed ; they also pleaded custom, but I did not allow 
it. I could instance other customs and privileges, but if these 
unruly fellows apply to his Majesty and his Royal Highness, and 
obtain their desires, I must be content, 

I hope that I shall persuade the men to continue their work, 
although we may want money to pay them, so that the launching 
of the new ship and the St. Andrew may not be hindered ; also 
that it will not be long before some money arrives for relief of 
the men. What number of men in ordinary are to be borne on 
those ships? Two more of Mr. Stockman’s masts have proved 
faulty, but have been made to serve for the new ship. 

I hope we shall have the pleasure of your company at the 
launching of the new ship. Is the usual dinner to the officers of 
the yard on the launching to be allowed? [8 pages. S.P. Dom., 
Car. IT. 286, No. 153.]

neither herself, steward, nor waiting women have paid anything 
either for themselves or baggage, so that Madame has no reason to 
complain. It is the searcher who should complain, and if his 
Majesty’s officers are to be beaten for doing their duty, by such a 
captain, who was not sensible of what he did, it will be a great 
discouragement for the future.

for their voluntary otfer and benevolence towards so good and 
necessary a work.

Dec. 1 the House of Commons resolved that there shall be no 
land tax raised towards the supply. On 2 Dee. they considered 
the proposals for supply, viz., subsidies, polls, privy seals, titular 
honours, 3d. a pound on all commodities not already charged, pro- 
bate of wills, an imposition on charters, writs, papers, &c. On the 
3rd the two committees for regulating the making of cloth were 
ordered to be joined together and made one, and that for hemp and 
flax to be revived. After this it was ordered that no member 
should depart the House between 11 and 12 o'clock without leave, 
and that the House should be called over on Tuesday week; that 
meantime a committee should inspect the journals, and consider 
former proceedings for the punishment of members who absent 
themselves from the service of the House, and report as to the 
best way for filling up the House; it then resolved into a 
grand committee on the supply, and it was ordered that letters 
patent, charters, grants, writs, and copies of proceedings in the 
courts of law, both ecclesiastical and civil, be charged with new 
impositions. 

On the 5th, after passing some private bills, the House laid im- 
positions on several processes, licences, &c., and appointed a 
Committee to inquire what would be raised, and give in an 
estimate, and to-day the report is to be received. 

On the 6th, a bill passed to prevent frauds and abuses by servants, 
and a bill for settling a maintenance on the London ministry was 
committed. Also the report was read from the Commissioners for 
supply, as to charters, grants, &c., but it was not agreed that a 
dispensation for two livings should cost 100. 

On the 7th the House read a bill against conventicles, and a 
second reading was ordered, and agreed to, with the report on the 
supply for charging offices of law; also an imposition was ordered 
on the proceedings in the Admiralty Court, a Committee to be 
appointed to inquire what it should be, and what sum it would 
raise. The Lords also sent down a bill for a general naturalization. 

The City of London invited the Prince of Orange to dine with 
them on the 6th. The Dutch are debating as to a yearly pension 
for the Prince, but no sum has yet been agreed upon, as some pro- 
pose 100,000 and others 50,000 guilders a year. Friesland has 
agreed to the new impositions on French commodities. 

Moscow is said to be in great danger, and barricades to have 
been made about it, to hinder the progress of the rebels. 

They write from Venice that the Vizier has many enemies, who 
represent that he is attempting to gain the soldiers’ interest in his 
favour; but the Grand Seignior still retains him in his service, 
having such a kindness for him. 

The great ships in the dock at Portsmouth and Chatham have 
been launched, as also one of a smaller rate, and the Henry has 
been put on the stocks; that greater diligence may be used in 
fitting out the fleet, the Navy Commissioners have been down to 
Chatham, and paid the men employed in that service. 

The Earl of Newburgh died on the 4th. Several persons who 
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had coined brass and copper pieces for halfpence, having petitioned 
his Majesty for pardon, and for his acceptance of some moderate 
fine for the offence, his Majesty ordered in Council that the Attorney- 
General should stay the prosecution until the Treasury Commis- 
sioners had made their report. 

Those who offered his Majesty 610,000/. for the Customs are Lord 
St. John, Sir Rob. Howard, and the two Forths, with who are 
joined Sir Wm. Bucknall, Sir Jas. Hayes, George Blake, Alderman 
Brydall, and Messrs. Guy, Hunt, and others. 

A proclamation has been issued offering 1,000/. reward for the 
discovery of the two armed horsemen who made an attempt on the 
Duke of Ormond, forced him out of his coach, and carried him some 
distance behind one of them, until the Duke disarmed and dis- 
mounted him.

Petition of James Hickes to the King, for such compensation 
for his services and sufferings in the work of the Post 
Office as will support himself and wife in their old age, he 
being now nearly 60, and not having gained anything, but 
weakness and severe distempers, by his assiduity and daily 
attendance. Has been a member of the office 30 years, and 
managed the Chester road in the said office in London from 
1640 to 1643, during which time he carried his Majesty's 
foreign letters and packets to Oxford, at the hazard of his 
life; has since had frequent laborious journeys, and other 
duties and correspondence in vonnexion with settling and 
improving the office, which was formerly a charge wpon the 
Crown. 

Was committed to prison in 1643 by Miles Corbet, the 
traitor, and in danger of being tried for his life, for hold- 
ing correspondence with Secretary Nicholas ; but escaping 
to Oxford, was employed in several expeditions of trust by 
both the principal Secretaries of State, and settled by his 
Majesty's warrant at Weymouth, to manage two packet- 
bouts for conveyance of his despatches to and from foreign 
parts, Was the only member who did not withdraw 
from the office during the sickness, when between 20 and 
30 of them died ; but continued to despatch the business and 
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preserve the revenue, thereby exposing his wife and children 
to the charity of others, himself to great danger, and his 
small fortune to an utter diminution. [2 copies. SP.

Aceount of the services done by James Hickes since the first con- 
veyance of letters by post in 1637. The first letter by post from Nant- 
wich in Cheshire was sent by him, and he continued settling the con- 
veyance of letters by post until Sept. 1640, when he was sent for by 
Philip Burlamachi, to manage the whole road to Chester, and 
afford assistance in other branches at the Letter Office in London. 
In Aug. 1642, settled post stages between Bristol and York, as will 
appear by Sir Edw. Nicholas’s commission for that date; and from 
the time of the fight at Edgehill until the April following, carried 
his Majesty’s foreign letters from London to Oxford, to the great 
hazard of his life, being often taken by the enemy, yet never 
surprised to the loss of one letter. Was apprehended and com- 
mitted to prison by Miles Corbet, for corresponding with Sir Edw. 
Nicholas, they having intercepted his letters, and should have been 
tried for his life; but being admitted to bail, escaped to Oxford, 
and did his Majesty that service which no other clerk ever did, or 
hazarded his life to do. 

In 1643, was employed by George, Lord Digby, and Sir Edw. 
Nicholas, to settle post stages in the West of England, from 
whence his Majesty had a weekly correspondence; was by his late 
Majesty’s warrant of 28 Jan. 1644 commanded to Weymouth, to 
manage two packet-boats, and take care of the King’s letters to and 
from his ministers in foreign parts, which came by way of Cherburg 
in Normandy. 

In these and other services, and by the loss of employment for 
7 or 8 years, expended and was damnified to the value of 1,5001., 
for which he has received no consideration, and has sustained loss 
and damage by the death of his father, who was one of the first to 
take up arms under the old Earl of Northampton, and was killed 
at Edgehill in his 70th year. Is weakened in purse, and afflicted 
in health by many violent distempers, yet prays God may spare him 
to see his Majesty peaceably established through all his dominions, 
and blessed with victory over all his enemies. [Jbid. No. 32.] 


Rich. Lincoln to Williamson. Can you procure us an order from 
the Privy Council, to put a stop to vexatious suits against some of 
the tenants of Pulham Manor, Norfolk, and settlement of our rights, 
as we shall not mind 20 or 30 pieces to obtain quiet possession? The 
lordship, with the demesnes thereto belonging, is of the value of 
1801. a year which, with a yearly rent of 100/. due to the Master 
of the Greencloth, is paid by the tenants. It will appear by an 
order of Council enclosed, that the manor was purchased from the 
Crown for a certain fine, which broke former customs, by forcing 
many poor tenants to pay an additional fine, and others to en- 
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franchise their lands, whereby they raised up their purchase money ; 
some tenants who were rich, namely one Sir Peter Gleave, have never 
paid any fine, but tendered the customary fine, which is only 8d. per 
acre, and so were never meddled with. I have copyhold land value 
201. a year, held of the said manor, which I took up 4 years since, 
and tendered the customary fine, but it being refused, proceedings 
in ejectment were taken against me, and in a trial at the Thetford 
assizes, before the late Judge [Wadham] Windham, I obtained a 
verdict ; after this they commenced a suit in the Exchequer, when 
another trial was ordered, and being held at Norwich before Lord 
Chief Baron Hales and a special jury of squires and gentlemen of 
worth, I obtained another verdict, since which they have been 
guiet for a year, but have lately commenced sequestering some 
of the weak-spirited men. [S.P. Dom., Car. IT. 281, No, 33.] 


Thos. Holden to Williamson. The St. Christopher of Rochelle 
has arrived from Guadaloupe, with sugar and tobacco for Dunkirk. 
She has come in for a pilot, belongs to the Royal Company of 
France, and is the vessel that carried the French King’s orders to 
the Governor of St. Christophers, for delivering over that part of 
the island which before the wars was in possession of the English, 
on condition that the English repay to the French the charges laid 
out upon several plantations ; but it is expected that they will be 
too unreasonable, and many of the English have settled in other 
plantations. They say there was a hurricane there on 17 Aug,, 
when 2 or 3 ships were lost. Their cargo is supposed to be 
damaged, as they have entered a protest here against the sea. 

The Katherine of Falmouth has also come in from Bordeaux, 
with wine and prunes bound for Topsham, and reports that she 
came out with 40 others, but was parted from them in a storm; 
that they talk there of a war with Holland next March, and 
that the English will stand by them against the Dutch; that 
the French are fitting out a fleet of 100 men-of-war for the spring, 
some of which are to carry from 80 to 100 guns, and that they 
have a great army already in arms; that very few Dutch ships 
are at Bordeaux, and that there have been less this year than 
formerly ; also that the new river in Languedoc has only a league 
to be completed, which is to be done speedily. The Truelove has 
gone into the road with pilchards, bound for the Straits, and will 
sail to Plymouth for the convoy. [2 pages. Ibid. No. 34.]

I hear that 30s. a wey has been 
laid by Parliament upon all foreign salt to be imported, but do not 
hear of any duty upon that made within the kingdom; the duty 
being upon one and not the other will ruin many, and undo all 
who make salt upon salt. The matter was considered in the late 
times, when the same duty was laid upon foreign salt, but they also 
imposed 15s. a wey upon that made in England without salt, and 
7s. 6d. upon that made with it, for the reason that all salt made in 
England is either made of salt water alone, or foreign salt dissolved 
into salt water, and both boiled until it turns into salt. Those who 
make it of sea water have salt wells, and reside at Newcastle, 
Sunderland, and in inland counties, where coals are of little worth. 
But others who have not that benefit are forced to melt foreign salt 
to strengthen the sea water before boiling, otherwise their coals . 
would stand them in as much as they could sell their salt for. I 
informed you of this when in London the last session, when some 
papers relating to it were delivered to the House. I hope Capt.

I received yours of 
22 Nov., but had much to do to read it, as it gut very wet by the 
packet-boat being cast away; I understand you are about con- 
tracting with Sir Frescheville Holles, in which I will not be wanting 
to serve you. I have viewed the woods at Coleraine, and think 
there may be 1,000 loads of good knee and compass timber, with 
standards, and some very good timber for plank and treenails. 

I discoursed with Col. Young and Capt. Jackson, put to look 
after the woods by the City of London, as to the price and method 
of hewing and transporting; they informed me that the compass 
timber will be 1s. per ton in the woods, as the tenants pay, but 
that they cannot set any price on the strait timber without 
liberty from the City of London ; for the manner of felling, hewing, 
and transporting, it is by the dozen pieces, and not by the load, 
which they did not understand. I find that there are 3 loads in a 
dozen pieces, and that the felling and hewing will be 123., the land 
carriage to the lough side and drawing it over the leaps 18s., the 
water carriage down the river Bann 8s., and sending it from thence 
to the Lough of Derry or Portrush—the places where ships above 
8 ft. of water must ride to load—10s., making in all 48s, for 
3 loads of timber shipped on board. Felling, squaring, and sawing 
3 or 4-inch plank is 6s. per 100 ft., and for drawing it to the lough 
side and over the leaps 6s., carrying it down the Bann to Cole- 
raine 4s., and from thence and shipping it at Portrush or the 
Lough of Derry 4s., making in all 20s. 
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The making of treenails of from 2ft. to 3 ft. is 16s. per 1,000, 
and carrying them down the Bann 10s., and from thence aboard 
the vessel 48., in all 80s. I cannot hear anything about the freight, 
as there is no shipping there. I shall go southward as soon as 
I can, and be ready to wait on Sir Frescheville Holles. [S.P. Dom., 
Car.

Sir Denis Gauden to the Navy Commissioners. The Boston

There are two rocky places in 
this river, ia which the water has great descents or falls, so that 
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they land the timber at the upper part of these leaps, and draw it 
over the lands for about a quarter of a mile, and then put it into the 
river again, to swim it with their boats. 

As to the growth of the timber, some of it is very large, but the 
most part is sizeable for our use. There is much old amongst it, but 
we only take what is sound, and there is plenty of that. I cannot 
promise that it is generally so strong and tough as our English 
oak, but some is as good. 

As to the nature of the soil, the best timber grows in the midst of 
boggy ground, upon little rocky hills, but the greater part on rocky 
ground, and it is very good,,if not too old and crooked. Another 
part grows on sandy ground, mixed with reddish earth ; “this timber 
is shaken and coltey, but as for clay I see very little here.” The best 
timber to choose for compass, knees, and standards lies 4 miles from 
the great lough, to which place they must be drawn for boats to float 
them to Coleraine ; the whole charge for them delivered on board 
ship will be 48s. fur three loads, but the price of the timber must be 
added, which will make it 51s. 9d. As to the timber for plank, 
Capt. Jackson says you must treat with the Society of the City of 
London, but the whole charge will be 20s. per 100 feet for 3 or 
4 inch, one with the other, and treenails will be 30s., beside the 
price of the timber. I cannot ascertain what the freight will be to 
London. 

I intend for Kinsale, to see what woods are there. If you com- 
mand me in anything concerning the contract with Sir Frescheville 
Holles, I shall be ready to wait upon you. [12 pages. S.P. Dom., 
Car.

On Sunday the 
Vice-Chancellor of Oxford, Dr. Mews, having an express of the 
Prince of Orange’s intended visit, made preparations. The Prince 
entered on the Monday between 4 and 5, and was received by the 
Mayor, &c., at the East gate; the respective graduates were drawn 
up between there and St. Mary’s Church, where the Vice-Chancellor 
at the head of the doctors received him. He passed on to Christ- 
church through a line of torches held by the scholars, where the 
Vice-Chancellor, canons, students, and Dr. Fell, the Dean, received 
him, and the latter led him to his lodgings. He then visited 
Merton, Magdalen, Brazenose, and Oriel Colleges, returned to 
Christchurch to prayers, thence to the library, and thence to con- 
vocation. 

The Vice-Chancellor then read a letter from the Chancellor, 
naming only two persons for degrees, as thinking such a course 
contrary to the honour and interest of the University, he had refused 
others, and this gave great satisfaction; then the Vice-Chancellor 
read a list of those whom the Prince wished to be admitted to 
degrees, which was done, when the great door of the theatre opened, 
and the Prince appeared in the scarlet gown and hood and velvet 
cap of a Doctor of Law, the Earl of Ossory on his right, and 
Dr. [Thos.] Bouchier, Professor of Law, on his left, and the Vice- 
Chancellor expressed the University’s sense of honour in admitting 
him to a degree; the nominees to degrees were then presented. 
Dr. South made an eloquent oration, and a disputation on questions 
succeeded ; the Prince expressed himself much pleased with all he 
saw, and had a present made of the works of his grandfather, 
Charles the Martyr. He then went to St. John’s College, where 
he dined; thence to Wadham and New College by torchlight, where 
he heard prayers, and thence to Christchurch. He much praised 
the beauty of the schools, theatre, &c., and said he had heard great 
things of Oxford, but had seen greater. He left the next morning 
at 8 a.m., making a great impression by his carriage in general, but 
especially his devotion.

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12 livres (?) upon a serge, and all other goods accordingly, which 
can never be paid ; the clothiers here complain of the cheapness of 
our English woollen manufactures which come in in such abun- 
dance that they have no encouragement to work, and must go to 
ruin. 

I told you that the Intendant, M. Pelletier, was very much for 
them, and wrote in their behalf to M. Colbert, who sent M. Bellizan 
to make inquiries. Immediately upon his return, he procured this 
enclosed order. The drapers opposed it, and gave their reasons to 
the Intendant, that their trade would be lost, for they could not live 
upon selling two or three sorts of goods of the town fabrics, which 
all the world knew the price of; and for the English fabrics,“ they 
were so reasonable that the common people were clothed at a cheap 
rate. Besides, they had above 12 sorts of strangers’ fabrics in their 
faculty, which now tltey are deprived of. 

His answer was, that he wondered they should so much promote 
stranger fabrics, which was but to nourish their enemies, and cut 
the throats of the King’s subjects, and besides, said he, “ La com- 
merce aujourdhuy en France est une matiére destat.” 

I wish his Majesty of England would consider how much the 
banishing our English manufactures from the French dominions is 
matiére d’estat in that Court. I hear that they will prohibit all our 
leathers that are drest. They are subtle enough yet to let our 
wools come in free, without which they cannot make all their new- 
fashioned stuffs, which makes them the more presume to prohibit 
our manufactures. 

Whereas we usually furnished the French, for clothing their 
soldiers, with a coarse sort of light grey cloth, Colbert obliged all 
the infantry to be clothed with a cloth called Serge de Bery, made 
about Rouen ; it is tolerably good for clothing, but it is not to be 
made without English wool, and unless it came to hanging for wool 
stealing—as indeed all thieves ought, and especially such notorious 
thieves as rob a whole kingdom—in time we shall lose the repu- 
tation of our fabrics. 

Strangers I find far more thrifty than we are; they can work 
cheaper than we, and they have many pleasing inventions, which 
we are not addicted to, and by making so many new fabrics, the 
French fabrics are in greater estimation than many of ours. There 
are able heads in England to consult on matters in trade, but I fear 
we are not so diligent as our neighbours. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 281,

In Oct. 1664, the Navy 
Commissioners having represented to your Royal Highness that in 
regard of the increase of the Naval affairs at Portsmouth, the store-

balanced their accounts, the order directed payment of my increase 
upon the balance, but this could not be done without a survey.

Rich. Lockhart, for some money on the revenue of the late 
Queen Mother ; served her 25 years as page of the backstairs ; was 
intrusted with her wardrobe, and to supply the functions of several 
other servants who attended her not in these late difficult times ;

year, till the Restoration. Had the charge of all goods brought 
from France for the Queen Consort on her marriage, part of which 
were put up at Hampton Court.

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about the King’s affairs, and then to Argyleshire, where he met 
the Laird of McNaughten, surprised 3 English colonels, and sent 
one of them to Monk, who granted him peace, on the clan’s laying 
down arms in the King’s name, and taking them in that of 
the States of Scotland. He married a daughter of Sir Donald 
M’Donald of Slate, and on Charles II.’s restoration, went to London, 
but was disappointed of the lands he wished for, by a trick 
of the Earl of Lauderdale.

Since the King’s commands, I have had him locked in a 
chamber with his 3 children; their cook-maid is locked in a room 
apart, and comes not near them. 

My quitting the island was not for long, nor for pleasure, but for 
the King’s service, and when there was no prisoner here ; and Ensign 
Seymour, of a noble and loyal family, promised not to leave the 
castle during my absence. 

The King’s service requires that I should sometimes go into the 
island for a night, and sometimes I have been detained by storms, 
though I have had 3 escapes from drowning by endeavouring to 
return to the castle. I will obey Lord Hatton in all things. [S.P.

Musgrave, Governor 
and General, plundered her of all she had, and caused the loss of the 
island, for all which treasons he was condemned to death, accord- 
ing to the laws of the island; but on his wife’s petition, was not 
executed, but shot. The order that he should be brought before 
King and Council came not to the Earl’s hands till 26 Jan., and 
Christian suffered on 16 Jan., so that there could be no blame 
about it. 

The Isle of Man was not included in the Act of Pardon, as 
were Jersey and Guernsey. The Earl is so far from benefiting by 
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Christian’s estate, that he annexed it some months since to the 
Bishopric of the Isle of Man.

7. You are to take from our revenues as much as—with your pay 
as captain of a troop of horse and company of foot—will amount to 
1,000/. a year, which we allow you as Governor. The rest of the 
revenue to be employed for administration of the government there. 

8. You shall advertise us weekly, through our Secretary, of your 
proceedings in execution of this important trust, and of the motions 
of our nearer neighbours.

We then saw a French ship belonging to the Royal Company, and 
a frigate, and our vessels fired; they thought it was to make them 
strike, and they took down their top-sail, but having been 
22 months out, they knew nothing of the war till told by a broad- 
side. There was an obstinate fight for five hours, till night coming 
on, the French ship, having lost 38 out of 73 men, cailed for 
quarter, which was granted. The English leaped on board and the 
carpenter was sent to stop the leaks, but the sailors attending more 
to plunder than to the ship, she unexpectedly went down, with a 
valuable cargo of ambergris, hides, ebony, and precious stones, which 
now only adorn the end of our rocky island. It was the first ship 
that company ever set forth.

to Lord Conway. “Alas, my lord, London—all London, 
almost, within the walls, and some part of it which was without 
the walls—lies in ashes.” Last Sunday, at 1 a.m.,a fire broke out 
in Pudding Lane, burned the new houses on the bridge, and left the 
old ones standing; came down Thames Street and backwards to 
the Tower, where the buildings were old, and their contents—pitch, 
hemp, rosin, and flax—combustible, so that in 6 hours the stream of 
fire was a mile long. The season being extremely dry, the springs 
were low and no water could be had, and the east wind blew as 
though it had a commission from heaven to execute on the city. 

The fire went by Fish Street Hill to Canning Street, Gracechurch 
Street, Lombard Street, Cornhill and Bartholomew Lane, Lothbury, 
Austin Friars and Broad Street ; northwards, likewise to Fenchurch 
Street and Lime Street, burning down all the churches and the Royal 
Exchange ; then by Friday Street and Cheapside to Newgate Market, 
Smithfield, Holborn Bridge, St. Paul’s Churchyard, Ludgate Hill, and 
the Inner Temple, a corner of which took fire and was there quenched, 
as also in Fleet Street, over against St. Dunstan’s, or it might have 
swept away Whitehall and Westminster; but these are left standing, 
also the suburbs, viz., the Strand, Covent Garden, Queen Street, 
Lincoln’s Inn Fields, Holborn as far as the bridge, Hatton Garden, 
Clerkenwell, and St. John’s Street. 

Of the City, from the Tower to the Temple, there remains only 
Smithfield, St. Bartholomew’s, Aldersgate Street, and part of Broad 
Street, the fire being stopped before it came to Sir Eliab Harvey’s, 
whose house is preserved, with Sir John Shaw’s and Gresham Col- 
lege, and all Bishopsgate Street, Leadenhall Street, Duke’s Place, 
and so to Aldgate. 


[Sept. 8.] 
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All that is left is wholly due to the King and Duke of York 
who, when the citizens had abandoned further care except to pre- 
serve their goods, undertook the work, and rode up and down, 
blowing up houses with gunpowder, to make void spaces for the 
fire to die in, and, standing to see their orders executed ; exposing 
themselves to the multitudes, the flames, and the falling build- 
ings, and sometimes labouring with their own hands to give example 
to others, for which the people now pay them all reverence and admi- 
ration. The King daily relieves the poor “with infinite quantities 
of bread and cheese, and in this is truly God’s vice-gerent, that he 
does not only save from fire, but give life too.” 

There has never been such a fire since the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem, nor will be till the last conflagration. Had you been at 
Kensington, you would have thought for 5 days that it had been 
Doomsday, from the fire and cries and howlings of the people. My 
gardens were covered with the ashes of papers, linens, plaster-work, 
&c., blown hither by the tempest. The loss is inestimable, “but the 
King and his people will be able to weather it out, though our 
enemies grow insolent upon it.” Most of the wealth is saved, the 
loss having been chiefly on heavy goods, wine, tobacco, sugars, &c. ; 
but money, plate, jewels, &., were sent into the Tower, where 
they now lie; the Tower itself had been burnt, but by their beat- 
ing down with their cannon all the houses about it. 

So great was the general despair that when the fire was in the 
Temple, houses in the Strand. were blown up to save Somerset 
House. People carried their goods by day and night, for carts 
“were not to be had but at most inhuman prices.” Your servant 
in Queen Street put some of your best chairs and fine goods into 
your rich coach, and sent for my horses to draw them to Kensing- 
ton, where they now are. 

There was nothing of plot in this, though the people would fain 
think otherwise, and lay it on the French and Dutch; or on the 
fanatics, breaking out so near 3 Sept., their so celebrated day of 
triumph. Others lay it on the Papists, because some of them are said 
to be now in arms; butit is merely as militia-men. The stories of 
the making and casting of tire-balls, when traced, are found to be 
fictitious; beside no rising follows, nor any attempt on the King 
or Duke’s person. Men begin now to recover spirit, and to 
think about repairing the old and rebuilding a newcity. The City 
have sent to the King to desire a new model. In the vaults are 
found immense quantities of pepper, spices, wines, oils, and sugars, 
safe though the houses were fired ; but all the cloth put in St. Faith’s 
church, under Paul’s, is burnt. Gresham College is set apart for 
an Exchange and Post Office, Leadenhall is to supply the uses of 
Guildhall; and when Parliament meets, much will be done towards 
restoring the City to its former lustre. No man is willing “to sub- 
mit to a base peace, whatever extremities we undergo”; but none are 
unwilling to hearken to a good one.

When I came from Jersey, I left our men apprehensive 
of danger from France, but not fearing it ; only awakened to greater 
vigilance. But we are placed amidst waters, and cannot be long 
without a storm. On my return,I found the Governor had been 
forced to summon a court martial 6 times, to stop mischief between 
Major Henshaw and Blathey Morgan, employed by Sir Thos. Morgan 
to oversee the workmen and stores in Elizabeth Castle. He 
[B. Morgan] tried to get a commission, on which the Governor, fore- 
seeing trouble, packed him away, and he went for England, but left 
his sting behind, for the gentlemen of the island are more against 
Major Henshaw than before, and sent a petition against him, to 
which they still adhere ; they are to give in their charge on Friday, 
but it will be the mountain and the mouse ; the removal of Major 
Henshaw is aimed at. A prudent watchfulness over the gentlemen 
here is necessary. [1} pages. Ibid. No. 40.] 


Sir. Thos. Morgan to Williamson. The Bowling Green fortifica- 
tions are we!l advanced, and will be defensive against attempts. I 
have ordered repairs at Mont Orgueil and the forts near St. Aubin’s. 
I have only received 1,000l. for fortifications, and have had to lay 
out my own and borrow more, and my purse is clear exhausted. 
Pray expedite moneys for me. 

M. de Beaufort, with his fleet, is at Rochelle and Belle Isle; he is 
clearing his ships of the sick, and there is a large body of foot 
quartered near Rochelle. All barks in Normandy and Brittany of 
between 30 and 40 tons are ordered to be ready, and the soldiers 
to have 5 or 6 days’ provisions. If the French have any design in 
hand, it must be upon Ireland or Jersey ; the forces here are in 
good posture and cheerful. 

Capt. Jermyn’s little privateer engaged a Flushinger, and would 
have taken her, but she ran away. A large fleet has been seen 
towards the west, veering eastward, supposed to be the King’s fleet 
looking after Beaufort. 

Millington, a prisoner at Mont Orgueil, is dead, and Sir Hardress 
Waller is near death; he is the most penitent prisoner here. The 
news of the great fire in London much afflicts us. The French 
King had a design on Jersey and Guernsey before the Prince and 
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Lord General burned 150 Dutch ships in the Vlie, but that success 
prevented any attempts. Pray God to prosper them at sea.

Sept. 25. | Order in the States of Jersey. In spite of many efforts, the num- 
ber of the poor has greatly increased, by loss of trade and other 
calamities, and public charges in this time of war, and the inhabitants 
cannot remedy it. The Governor advises transplantation, and the 
States have named two of each order to confer as to means and con- 
ditions. The constables are to assemble the heads of families in 
their parishes, to gain the public consent. The States are moved 
by Christian compassion, as the people groan in nakedness and 
hunger; and after long debate, they have decided to request the 
King to grant them a commission under the Great Seal, to discharge 
themselves from time to time of such of the poor of each parish 
as it is deemed necessary by the chief officers, to be transported to 
Ireland, New England, New Jersey, or other places under his 
Majesty’s obedience, with free exercise of their religion, taking 
caution from those who export them to that effect ; this not to 
prejudice the ancient liberties of the island. 

The Governor having represented the dividing of heritage, which 
destroys the tenements, as disadvantageous and a cause of poverty, 
the States, with almost all the voices of the people, request that, 
according to an ordinance of the Star Chamber in 1635, entered 
on the Court Rolls of the island, the King would authorise the 
Governor, bailiff, and other officers to deliver, under the seal of the 
island, to those who require it, letters of mortmain to give the 
eldest his right indivisibly, up to a certain value and quantity of 
lands and rents. Edw. Carteret is deputed by the States to solicit 
this request.

I shall send over an “ingenious person,” who is to correspond 
with me. Now and then the merchants have some peddling trade 
out of Normandy by stealth, by which we rather gain than lose. 
I beg leave for transport of 20 horses from England, to strengthen 
my militia troop, as some horses have died this winter. 

I keep constant correspondence with the Governor of Guernsey, 
and a frigate to ply with the two ketches between the islands 
would do good service. As to the fortifications, &c., I refer you to 
Capt. Powell. Major Henshaw presents his service. [13 pages. 
S.P. Dom., Car. II. 450, No. 57.) 


Information to the Lieutenant of Guernsey. I hear from a 
gentleman of quality, that the King of France has a design upon 
Jersey and Guernsey, and has sent a gentleman disguised as a 
merchant to the islands, to reconnoitre their forces.

but the design is not dead. M. du Pont Escoulant has a passport 
from the King of France to traffic in the islands, that he may report 
their state, and whether the enterprise can be executed.

My wonder arises that 
whereas there is in neither island a chaplain, nor anyone to instruct 
the soldiers in the necessary fundamentals of religion, in the lan- 
guage which they understand, we should, hand over head, be 
enjoined to prostitute the body and blood of our blessed Lord to 
people gathered in the sickly and dangerous time, ex face plebis.”

I 
have not suffered the transport of one passenger for 4 months past, 
for which I have many a curse; but I should else have lost all my 
vessels to the enemy, the French King’s orders being so strict in 
that point.

My 
nephew Rumsey, Major Henshaw, and Capt. Manley present their 
service. 

I long to hear the good event of the treaty at Breda; if a peace, 
I hope it is honourable and advantageous to the Crown of England. 
I will attend to your concerns should anything happen here in your 
absence.

Those 
who have begun their actions since his Majesty’s coming in shall be

But this ordinance does not extend to sentences formerly 
passed by the Court, which are to be executed, nor to persons 
hindered from acting by their service to his Majesty.

of their proceedings. 

Sir Wm. Penn and several other commanders have gone to 
Chatham, in order to equipping and setting forth the fleet, carrying 
money with them to pay all charges. Fifty ships are expected to 
be ready next month, as well with men as necessaries, and as an 
encouragement, it is said, his Royal Highness will again hazard his 
own person, under whose conduct England was rendered so glorious 
in their first undertaking. 

The Hungarians are more jealous than formerly of the pro- 
ceedings of the Turks, who have built stables about New Housell 
for many thousand horses. The French have burnt Bruine Castle 
and several houses belonging near Brussels, of which there can be 
no restitution made; nor do they look for any justice from the 
French, but rather ins»lence, as being only such a kind of dalliance 
as the cat gives the mouse, to lose her awhile out of her paw with 
an intention to catch her again.

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As far back as the year 1800, 1 Committee of the House of Commons 
recommended that Indexes and Calendars should be made to the Public 
Records, and thirty-six years afterwards another Committee of the House 
of Commons reiterated that recommendation in more forcible words ; but 
it was not until the incorporation of the State Paper Office with the Public 
Record Office that the Master of the Roils found himself in a position to 
take the necessary steps for carrying out the wishes of the House of 
Commons, 

On 7 December 1855, he stated to the Lords of the Treasury that 
although ‘the Records, State Papers, and Documents in his charge con- 
‘* stitute the most complete and perfect series of their kind in the civilized 
** world,” and although “‘ they are of the greatest yalue in a historical 
‘“* and censtitutional point of view, yet they are comparatively useless to 
‘* the public, from the want of proper Calendars and Indexes.” 

Their Lordships assented to the necessity of having Calendars prepared 
and printed, and empowered the Master of the Rolls to take such steps as 
might be necessary for this purpose.

On 25 July 1822, the House of Commons presented an address to the 
Crown, stating that the editions of the works of our ancient historians 
were inconvenient and defective; that many of their writings still 
remained in manuscript, and, in some cases, in a single co y only. They 
added, ‘‘that an uniform and convenient edition of the whcle, published 
‘* under His Majesty’s royal sanction, would be an undertaking honour- 
** able to His Majesty’s reign, and conducive to the advancement of 
historical and constitutional knowledge; that the House therefore 
humbly besought His Majesty, that He would be graciously pleased to 
** give such directions as His Majesty, in His wisdom, might think fit, 
* for the publication of a complete edition of the ancient historians 
* of this realm.” 

‘The Master of the Rolls, being very desirous that effect should be given 
to the resolution of the House of Commons, submitted to Her Majesty’s 
Treasury in 1857 a plan for the publication of the ancient chronicles and 
memorials of the United Kingdom, and it was adopted accordingly. 

Of the Chronicles and Memorials, the following volumes have been 

ublished. They embrace the period from the earliest time of British 
history down to the end of the reign of Henry VII.

portance as illustrating not only the history of the locality but that of the kingdom.

‘The peculiarities 
of the Scottish dialect are well illustrated in this version.

Phe first part relates only to the history of the Empire from the election of Henry I.
